among wild beasts and savages, the securi- 
ty and peace in the practice of their religious 
riles w hich Christendom denied them I Ar- 
riving in this far distant region tliey erected 
anew their altars and their temples, and 
beneath the smiles of Providence their com- 
munity rapidly increases in numbers, until 
cities, towns, villages nnti hamlets, bedeck 
thc Valley of thc Great Basin, and thc noise 
of a nation of workers engaged : in all the 
arts of peace, is heard reverberating among 
the mountain-tops, and through the valleys, 
disturbing the silence which since creation 
had brooded over the entire domain, unbrok- 
en save by the howl of the prairie wolf and 
Uie whoop of the Indian. Under the influ- 
ence of the labor of the people.! gradually, 
the solitary places are made glad, and the 
wilderness blossoms as the rose, when, sud- 
denly, an Empire, destined to i rival that 
which they have left behind Uiem, starts in- 
to existence on the shores of the Pacific, hedg- 
ing them about about with a cordon of com- 
munities, and transferring, by a miracle, al- 
most, their nit umt thule. at once into a central 
locality. ! I nterpre ting this last raanifesiation 
to indicate that Uie true location of the New- 
Jerusalem of these Latter-day Saints has 
been found, they adopt a constitution, and 
seek at Uie hands of Congress admission 
to the Union. Let them come, we say ; 
and let politicians, patriots and prophets 
consult together in the Councils of the na- 
tion for the people's good. We have had pa- 
triots, and politicians for our counsellors in 
times past : but a delegation of prophets 
from the Salt Lake might at this Ume prove 
very seasonable. ', 

The following extract from a Tetter of re- 
cent date from the Mormon cotintry, shows 
that miracles are still being wrought in their 
tend: 

» 4 The crickets have not troubled us any 
this year. Hundreds and thousands of gulls 
made their appearance early in the Spring, 
and as soon as the crickets appeared Uie 
war on them, ana they have

The Mormons. — A question has been 
raised, and which Congress will possibly be 
called upon to decide, whether, the commu- 
nity of Mormons, calling itself the State of 
Deseret, will be entitled to admission to the 
Union, its internal organization being a The- 
ocracy, with the forms of a popular govern- 
ment or Democracy, It has been contented 
that the Mormonites arc to be classed with 
idolitors as professing a form of faith which 
is not Christian. The Charleston (South 
Carolina) News, alluding to the subject says: 
*' Whatever may be the principle which 
obtain as supreme within the limits of the 
States separately, the Constitution of the 
L'ui ted States creates no distinction between 
any one form of religion and another. As 
regards individuals, they are naturalized by 
oath or atlirniaUon, according to the creed in 
which they nve been educated or have 
adopted. With reference to States, the only 
pre-requisite for admission to the Union is 
the formation of a Republican. form of gov- 
ernment. If Congress could look beyond 
the external form and into the interior struc- 
ture of a State, they might with equal pro- 
priety examine the modes of belief protess- 
ed by its citizens, as a qualification of citi- 
zenship, or even for office: The Mahome- 
dan who swears by the Koran, or the Chi- 
nese who do the same by the books of Con- 
fucius, might be excluded from giving evi- 
dence in a court of the United Suites, on a 
question of life or property. Whether a 
State is constituted of a compound of ele- 
ments theoretic and secular, or whether its 
government as pure Theocracy, is no ques- 
tion for Congress, on an application for ad- 
mission into ihc Union. The condition for 
that admission is -political, and in no respect 
religious. . 

From the New York Tribune. 
The Mormons in the valley of the Great 
Salt Lake held a Convention on the 5th of 
March last, nnd formally organized a State 
Government, for which they propose to claim 
admittance into the Union at the approach- 
ing, session of Congress. They give to their 
new dominions the name of f* The State of 
Descret," a mystical appelatidn derived from 
their religious dialect and signifying the land 
of the honey-bee oi of industry and all kin- 
dred virtues : within its boundaries, as they 
have laid them down, is included the whole 
of California that lies east of the great di- 
viding rid^e of the Sierra Nevada, a territo- 
ry some six hundred miles wide by eight 
hundred long, only a speck of which is occu- 
pied by the 10,000 Mormons who compose 
almost its only civilized population. The 
Government is of course on the model gener- 
ally followed in this country ; a Governor, 
Lieut. Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor 
of Public Accounts, and lreasurcr, compose 
the Executive ; the Legislature consists of a 
Senate of 17 members and House of Repre- 
sentatives of 35; thc Judiciary is composed 
of a Supreme Court and such inferior tri- 
bunals as shall be established by the Legis- 
lature. The Declaration of Rights guaran- 
tees absolute religious liberty. Not a word 
is said about Slaven'. The Constitution was 
adopted by a vote of the people, and the ma- 
chinery of Uie Government put in operation. 
The Legislature met on July 2d, appointed 
a Delegate to Congress and. adopted a me- 
morial to that body setting forth the reasons 
for thc new organization and asking tb at it 
be sancUoned, or, if that be impossible, a 
territorial government established. Their 
great reason for the rccogniuon of the State 
is the ability of the people to pay the cost of 
administering their a flairs, which will save 
the General Treasury Uie cost of a territo- 
rial establishment. The objection to grant- 
ing their request will be the small ness of their 
numbers, but as that deficiency is disappear- 
ing every day, it will probably not be con- 
clusive against them. They have, however, 
marked out a more extensive country for 
their own than Uiey are sure of getting. 

This movement affords a striking illustra- 
tion of the practical, organizing instinct of the 
Anglo-Saxon race and of its inbred attach- 
ment tojaw and order.

Deseret — A few years ago, a small and 
persecuted people, under the denomination of 
Mormons, left our thickly populated towns, 
and opened for themselves a colony in the 
far-off Western territories.

A fu r they had secured fo< d j n 1 (US 
luture harvests of their laud aud built thcif" 
neat and comfortable city ; they set about 
setting their boundaries, the other day ; and 
they left themselves elbow-room enough, on 
all sides. They left a mighty spnee for their 
future millions to grow iu, called it, as lay 
upon the chart, Deseret, which they say,- 
means honey-bee, and elected Mr. A. W. 
Babbit as their delegate to thc Congress at 
Washington. 

Printers and Printiug* 
3. T. Buckingham, Esq., in his series of 
reminiscences, in course Of publication iri 
the Boston Courier speaks of the importance 
of the printer to the authors, as follows :

I have seen thc sermons of 
eminent 'divines' sen\ to the press, without 
points or capitals to designate the division 
of thc sentences ; sermons, which if publish- 
ed with thc imperfections of the manuscript 
would disgrace the printer's devil, if he were 
the author. Suppose they had been so print- 
ed. The printer would have been treated 
with scorn and contempt as an illiterate 
blockhead— as a fellow better fitted to be a 
wood-sawyer than a printer. Nobody wo^fd 
believe that such gross and palpable fault 
were owing to. the ignorance or carelessness 
of the author. And no one but the practie* 
cd printer knows how many hours a compo' 
silor, and after him a proof-reader, is com" 
pelted to spend in reducing to a readable 
condition manuscripts that Uie writers them- 
selves 'would be puzzled to fetid"

Twelve came into 
power, mid they formed the council lint were to ap- 
ply this tiihhig, or to create a bishop to apply it- 
William Smith was, at that time, nominally .'one of 
the Twelve, ami he claimed that it was his right to 
have one-twelfth part of the tithing setoff to him, to 
be appropriated to his own individual 'use, or in auy 
way that ho thought proper. This was net allowed 
any one of the Twelve ; and he was the only one 
that ever asked or expected such a thing ; and we 
were conscious that none but a prodigal iu every 
sense of the word, (which we considered him to be,) 
would indulge such a wish. This being positively 
denied him, lie went up to Galena and published 
there, or at some other place, a! pamphlet, in which 
he laid many false and grievous charges against the 
whole Twelve ; but more particularly against El- 
der Biigham Young. This pamphlet was xeud iu 
part to a large collection of poojile iu tho Temple, 
aud he was then and there excluded from the society 
aud fellowship of tl^? church "by a unanimous vote 
of the entire body, among whom were assembled al- 
most the entire authorities of the whole church- 
To present the causa of his expulsion from the 
church in a few words, it is this. A wish to appro- 
priate the public funds of the Church to his own 
private use — for publishing false anJ slanderous

Ferry over the Missouri. 
The Legislature of Iowa granted the right of ferry, 
wc al*4o!d,to Messrs. Clark, TownsNid\fc Brophy, 
across tho Missouri river at Council Bluffs. If we 
arc correctly iuformed,tl:ey were to locate their fer- 
ry at some point, and from that point their chartered 
privileges were to extend ten miles up and ten miles 
down the tivcr. We havo understood that they lo- 
cated their ferry last year at Trading Point, and that 
it became the load star that guided tho « icise men 
of the East," iu their survey of the State Road 
whoso terminus, interest and consistency decreed 
should meet tho Ferry ot the point of its location. 

Now it is more than probable that tnetide of Suit 
Lake mid Cutiforuiu Emigration will cross the Mis- 
souri river at or near tho mouth of tlie Great Ptutte ;

The Mormon City. 
In the Auburn Daily Adverthcr of Wed- 
nesday we find a letter from an adventurer 
who had reached the Mormon City of the 
Salt Lake, on his way to California, and 
writes as follows of that newly-found com- 
munity : 

The settlement at the point from which I 
am now writing was commenced in the month 
of July, 1847, the second anniversary of 
which "will be celebrated by them on the 24th 
of the present month. The valley in which 
the city is located is on the east side of the 
Lake, and is about twenty-five miles wide, 
and completely shut in by high mountains, 
the Utah and Bear River ranges being the 
principal. From the spot where I am now 
writing I can see the tops of them reaching 
almost to the clouds, covered with perpetual 
snow. The city contains about 9,000 inhabi- 
tants^ and is laid out in squares, the streets 
running at right angles with each other. 
These squares are fenced in by one fence 
running around the whole ; the squares are 
divided into wards, and the wards into 
blocks, and the blocks into lots — each lot 
contains one acre and one-fourth of land. 

The possession of these was given by- 
drawing lots, in this way: ticket were got 
up with the numbers on them, nnd put into 
a hat together, and then drawn out, each 
man taking the lot bearing the number of 
his ticket. The houses are built of adobes, 
or sun-burnt brick ; they arc small, but pre- 
sent a neat and cleanly appearance. The 
entrance to the * a'lcy is over a very rough 
and mountainous load, and the city bursis 
suddenly upon the view as you emerge from

Hut to maintain this proud position, this in- 
tegrity of political existence, on which, for 
us and the world so much depends, we must 
carefully avoid tjjiose sectional questions so 
much and so forcibly deprecated by the 
Father of his country, nnd cultivate a spirit 
of mutual i egard. Adding to the considt ra 
tion of interests which hold us together. 

Sad will be the day when the first drop of 
blood is shed in favor of the preservation of 
the Union. That day will never come if the 
same spirit Of compromise of each to the 
feelings of all which animated our Fathers, 
continue to animate us and our children. 
But if power offensive to our portion of thc 
country and of doubtful obligations to say 
the least of it arc to be exercked by another, 
and that under circumstances of a peculiar 
excitement, the Confederation may be*ent 
in twain.' leaving another example of that 
judicial blindness, which God in his provi- 
dence sometimes visits thc sins of nations. 

Now, sir, as a more practical question is 
the legislative adoption of this Proviso wor- 
thy ihe hazard by which alone it can be se- 
cured.

I believe it 
cannot, and I believe there are very, few 

lere or elsewhere that think it can. Tic 
Wilmot proviso is urged, upon the ground 
of its expediency ; it is opposed upon the 
ground of its unconstitutionality. Now is 
the contest worth the cost to place this bar- 
ren nnd I believe unconstitutional proviso on 
the statute book. I will engage in no such 
crusade against thc South from whatever 
motives it may originate. I will endeavor to 
discharge my duty as an Amencan Senator 
to the country. And when I cannot do tbis 
I shall cease lo have any duty to perform. 
My sentiments upon this Wilmot Proviso 
are now before the Senate. I am precluded 
from voting in conformity with them I have 
been instructed by the Legislature of Michi- 
gan to vote in favor of this measure. I be- 
lieve in the right of- instruction when fairly 
exercised under proper circumstances. . *i 
acknowledge thc obligations of the instruc- 
tions I have received, and cannot act in op- 
position to them ; nor can I act in opposition 
to my own conviction of the true meaning of 
the Constitution. When the time comes and 
I am required to vote opon this measure as 
a practical one in a bill providing for a terri- 
torial Government, I shall know how to re- 
concile my duty to the Legislature with my 
duty to myself by surrendering the trust I 
cannot longer fulfill.

Gen. Government. That Maryland never de- 
signed, nor did the General Government at 
the time contemplate the using of sovereign- 
ty over the district to the detriment of the 
local institutions of that State. That Mary- 
land is, in feeling, position and all the fea- 
tures of her constitution, and in her laws, 
essentially, fully and unequivocally, a slave- 
holding and ft Southern State. Tliat any in- 
terference by Congress with slavery in the 
District of Columbia, would be a violation of 
the terms of the cession, and that, in such 
case, the sovereignty over the District ought 
legally and of right to revert to the State of 
Maryland. That the State loves and values 
the Union, and that they will not believe the 
Congress of the nation contemplates the ex- 
ercise of its powers for the purporc'of op- 
pressing or trampling upon the rights and 
interests of any of the States. Finally, they 
say : ••That the extreme alternative to which 
the State of Maryland, in common with her 
sister States of the South, with whom she is 
indissolubly allied by institutions, interests 
and sympathies, would be driven, in the 
event of a disturbance of the great compro- 
mises of the constitution, or of the abolition 
of slavery in the District of Columbia, is too 
painful for contemplation, but it is one from 
which, if presented, she will not for an in- 
stant shrink, but meet with the same spirit 
of firmness which chaiactcrized her.' when 
she fought through the common dangers of 
the whole country to the consummation of 
this great Union."

Said he, "not 
until the" sixth, if not the tenth eenturv, were 
there any dissents from this opinion." ' Xow 
if Mr. Osborne is no more certain upon this 
particular than to be doubtful whether it was 
in the sixth or tenth century that dissents 
concernbuf this doctrine took place, It would 
have VSm w^.h-iu,. « n bue.» nvotded 
making the usscrtion nt all t however he 
seems to have ipiite overlooked the fact that 
infant baptism was disputed as early as the 
third century.

If ihe absence of a direct and dellnlie pro- 
hibition of Infant baptism bo a stilllcicnt war- 
rantv for Its observance, then we shall have 
eoually good reasons f«»r hi/ant emmnnhn. 
It is clear that Mr. Osbome.s argument 
proves either too much tu* nothing at all. 

Our rev, objector's next argument was as

The following passages were next quoted 
in favor of sprinkling s— "I will pour out my 
spirit upon Mm that is thirsty r "the Holy 
(ihost fell upon thomi" "I will sprinkle 
clean water upon you." With regard to the 
two tirst passages I will simply observe that 
they have no reference whatever lo baptism, 
but to tho Holy spirit alone t neither has 
the latter any allusion to this ordinance, 
which will the plainer appear upon a perusal 
of the context, from which wo giuhor*— llrst 
that tho event is still future, inasmuch as tho 
houses of Israel are not yet gathered to their 
own land, for in the 25th verse wo are in- 
formed that then U the time when this sprink- 
ling will take ptase.

to imroShips, and especially exposed to the 
elements, and were therefore prepared for 
such occasions as tho one in question. Hut 
we have good reason to conclude that the 
twelve; apostles were not the only adminis- 
trators ii. this great baptism ; form Acts ii. 
1 i wc are informed thnt they were all in 
one place, the number being 120, Acts i. 15. 
Of this number no doubt the seventy whom 
Jesus had commissioned formed a pnrt, and 
it is.very unlikely that they would remain ns 
idle 'spectators ; "therefore, taking these into 
the number or administrators, the 3,000 
could hnve been baptized in half an hour. 

Mr. Osborne, next snid that "the 3d, 4th, 
and 9m versus of the 6th of Romans- hnve 
a reference to something altogether spiritu- 
al, because there isino similarity or point of 
comparison between the bapt'mm of a believ- 
er and the death of: Christ." This is quite 
true; surely Mr. Osborno must have known 
better than to think that we endeavor to 
draw a comparison between a baptism ami 
a death ; but this Is one among the many 
absurd things that men will say and emleav- 
or to apply to us.lUordor to make their own 
ease appear good. However, let mo tell 
Mr, Osbortte, that the comparison lies In the 
burial and bnptiam both of there Implying, in 
Iheir very itatuiiN a complete oueru fahmiy 
or eoverlng of the bodyt and Ht. Paul, In

Tho next objection was that "baptism by 
water is the sign of baptism of the spirit} ' 
but for this there I* not the least shadow of 
evidence, nnd on that account Mr. Osborne 
did not adduce anir. if it were true, and I 
were to draw the apology correctly, i should 
say, in Mr. Osborno'* own words, "if we are 
no longer under the influence of the Spirit, 
then wo nro under ihe influence of the water, 
it is a very poor affair indeed, and of very 
Utile assistance tovyurds our salvation." 

Mr. Osborne then related an anecdote of 
a Dnptist who (old him that he belle vedsoroo 
of hi* (ihe Boptist*) children were lost, and 
others were saved. In commenting upon

.Spirit." Here is proof, ihe most positive, 
that there was a person called the Father 
existing independently, not only of the flesh, 
but of the spirit of Jesus that dwelt in the 
flesh.

Therefore, Adam 
like everv other man with n family, Is both 
father itiu'l sow, llecause Adam wn* the fa- 
ther of the human family, this did not hin- 
der him from being the son Of another ■sep- 
ara'e disiinct personogo callod Ood : ho like- 
wise, because the spirit of Jesus, before ho 
dwelt in ibn llesh, was. the Father of the 
heaven and earth, by being its author and 
crentor, this did not hinder him from having 
a Father of his own who was a distinct per- 
son from himself, as much so as every faiher 
and son. 



The prophet Ahinadi has beautifully illus- 
trated wis in a prediction relating to the first 
coining of Christ : h » says. •« Ood himself 
shall come down niroig the children of men, 
nnd shall redeem his people ; and because 
he dwelleth in flesh, he shall be called the 
Son of Got! : and having subjected the flesh 
to tho will of the Faiher, being the Father 
and the Son ; the Faiher because he was 
conceived by the power of Ood ; nnd tho 
Son because of the flesh ; thus becoming tho 
Father and Son : nnd thtyuro one Ood, Vea, 
tho very eternal Father of heaven nnd of 
enrlh ; and thus the flesh becoming subject 
to tlte spirit, or the Son to the Fntlier, being 
one Ood, suftereth temptations," «tso. Here 
we have tlte reasons given why he was call- 
ed the Futher : it won ' because ho wart con- 
ceived by the power of Ood" Among tho 
great family of spirits, Jesus was " the first 
bom of everv creature." His Spirit, being 
" conceived f»y the power of Ood before tho « 
worlds were made, became the Father of tho 
present heaven and eurlh, and after wurds 
came nnd d wilt iu flesh, and became tho 
Sou. He subjected the flesh to the will of 
the spirit, W m other words, he subjected 
his own body of flesh, wheieln he became 
the Sm, to ihe w ill of the spirit that dwelt in 
it, which was called the Father, not the i Fn- 
ther ofl im*etf, but ihe Father of Heaven 
ami earth, by being lis Author, Creator ami 
Redeemer. The Fathtr of thl* creation, In 
subjecting hi* own tnbernaete of flesh to hi* 
own will, was at the same time subjecting 
both hi* body and M\Xi to the will of hit Fu- 
ther who sent him. Thus, Jesus became 
bo'h Faiher and Son, nnd at the same time, 
(here was another being distinct from, him- 
self who was A/i Faiher, by whom he was 
conceived, and with whom lie dwelt before 
the present order of creation existed. 

Ho Is called the '"'h'vertiHtlitg** or " Menial 
Father" becauso he will throughouf all ages 
of eternity remain the Father of hlsxowii ere- 
nlions ; In nce the relationship of Father fttffit 
be" nwA/*%" or " cfcm///." Though this 
relationship may have had a beginning— It 
can have no end. Many have siip|H>sed that 
the terms" et'erlonting'* nnd " eternal" when 
applied ^ the Father, must be without togin* 
iug ns well as without end, but this is not 
necessarily true \ for onr bodies of flesh and 
bene* after tho resurrection will endure for- 
ever, that is, they are everlasting ami eter- 
nal bodies, yet they had n beginning; so with 
ihe New Heavens and the New Eaith I they 
will have a beginning, but will have no end; 
they will be everlasting and eternal : so like- 
wise, there was a time when the spirit of

canvass, making towards th«j mouth of the 
harbor. The hindmost vessel would occa- 
ionally yaw round for the purpose of pour 
ngina broadside, while tibv othtr with 



stern guns kept up ; an occasional 
cannonade on the pui%uing jessel. Nearer 
they approached, and soon Were {.erceptible 
to the naked eye, and the wotjds passed from 
man to man, it is the English frigate and 
the American privateer." ! They entered 
the harbor, the privateer nenr a mile in ad- 
vance of the frigate, and bothj anchored side 
by side under the guns of the! fort. 

The frigate finding evt ry effort to take the 
privateer abortive, had, while] in port, «o dis- 
guiaed her appearance as to m&s for a lar^e 
merchautmun. The m«»rning of which 1 
speak, a sail was seen, and .Hoon the pr.v.i- 
teer was making headway towards her. To 



the very heavens, so loud and deafening was 
it, and the cheers were resumed again and 
again, as when the tribute dashed out of the 
harbor it was seen that . the privateer, then 
running before her best wind, was already 
hull down at sea, and was soon lost to the 
eye in the rotundity of the ocean. 

The frigate after pursuing the chase for a 
short distance, gave it up, and returned that 
night to the harbor.

Sir John Franklin. 

The following is the message which the 
President sent in on Monday in regard to Sir 
John Franklin : 

To the Senate and House of JRcqrcsentatives of 
the United States.: 

I herewith submit to you copies of a cor- 
respondence with the lady of Sir John Frank- 
lin, relative to the well known expedition un- 
der his command, to the arctic regions, for 
the discovery of a northwest passage. On 
the receipt of her first letter, imploring the 
aid of the American Government m a search 
for the missing ships engaged in an enterprise 
which interested all civilised nations, 1 anx- 
iously sought the means of affording that as- 
sistance, but was prevented front accom- 
plishing the object 1 had in view in conse- 
quence of the want of vessels suitable to en- 
counter the perils of a proper exploration, 
the lateness of the season, and the want of 
an appropriation by Congress to enable me 
to furnish and equip an efficient squadron for 
that object.

We speak it plainly,— ttic sober reflecting people 
bore consider themselves outraged by the course 
taken with their votes ; and an attempt to explain 
the propriety of throwing them in o the street or 
carrying them off scccretly or by s ealth, is "ad- 
ding insult' to injury." 

If such kind of blarney were offered as an ex- 
planation for like conduct to any oth er American 
citizens except to Mormons, we are confident that 
those who offered it would receive what we should 
be sorry to have them get In rollawntamlo couuty. 
What kind of materials can men be mude of, who 
will indulge the expectation that a people thus out- 
raged, will make any particular exertion to favor a 
cause whose advocates resort to sucjh dishonorable 
means for its support.

Communication from J. C. Hall, Esq. 

Kanesville, March 15, J850. 
Editor of the Frontier Guardian: 

I deem it due to myself aud the cause of 
truth to present the following statement in 
relation to the Poll Books of the Election in 
this place of August, 1840. 

It is well known that the vote given at 
that time was under a supposed organization 
fromMttnroe County, and the return was 
made to the Clerk of" the Board of Commis- 
sioners at Albia, in that county, where that 
return was made, I was present and publicly 
advised the clerk not to receive the return, 
but to treat the whole matter as a nullity. 
Whether the clerk was influenced by that 
advice I do not know, )>uthe did refuse to re- 
ceive the return, and totally and emphatical- 
ly refused to have any official or unofficial 
connection with the paper returned. When 
I was informed of this fact, and also that the 
Clerk would not either consent or dissent 
from any person taking it, I advised the 
friends of Mr. Thompson to take it and pre- 
serve it, so that it coulji be had in case of a 
contest of the Election. This was done, and 
the Poll Books, (or what purported to be 
them.) were procured by the friends of Mr. 
Thompson. Who went and got them I do 
not know. They came to my possession 
subsequent to that time and I gave them to 
Mr. Thompson. During the summer of 
1849, 1 metMr. Miller, (Thompsons compet- 
itor,) and in a conversation with him, 1 told 
him that the Poll Books were safe, and if he 
wanted them he could undoubtedly have 
them. Ho replied that he did not want them 
as be had a sworn copy of the original Poll 
Books deposited at Kanesville. In Septem- 
ber last I had another conversation with Mr. 
Miller, in which I stated in substance the 
same thing to him. When the House of 
Representatives of the United States author- 
ized the taking of evidence, the Poll Books 
were presented, and they have been brought 
to this County nnd fully identified as being 
••full nnd complete" as returned, by the evi- 
dence of James Sloan, who acted as clerk of 
the election, and was the returning officer, 
and were attached to his deposition and wilj 
be forwarded to Washington City, as part of 
the evidence of the case. These are uli of 
the facts of the case. The Clerk refusing to 
net as a private agent or public officer to 
keep those Poll Books they necessarily had 
to be lost or fall into the possession of others, 
I thought that Mr. Thompson's friends had 
better take care of them. They have done 
so. They have been safely and securely 
preserved, as Mr. Sloan testifies. I believed 
then, and now, that the vote was illegal, and 
if counted would illegally deprive Mr, 
Thompson of his scat in Congress. This is 
the question which is about to be tried, and 
for which I am here as Mr. Thompson's 
counsel, to procure and send to Washington 
the evidence. With the decision I shall be 
content. For myself I have no doubt of the 
result, I believe Congress will decide that it 
was right not to count that vote, and that pub- 
lic opinion will justify me in causing the Poll 
Books to be preserved, so that they could be 
received as evidence in the question of con- 
test. If the truth can be told, and the pub- 
lic advised of the real facts, I shall rest con- 
tent. I am confident that the candid and 
truthful portion of community will fully ac- 
quit me of wrong. Their opinion I respect 
and their decision I desire, with others, I 
care nothing — epithets and supercillious de- 
nunciation I do not deal in, coming from oth- 
ers I have nothing but contempt.

The Abyssinian nation is one of the most 
barbarous on earth, and probably places the 
slightest estimation of any upon tlie matri- . 
monial relations. The contract is broken 
by cither party at pleasure. Indeed, so ut- 
terly destitute are they of any proper no- 
tions regarding this institution, that one 
traveler considers marriage as scarcely ex- 
isting at all among them, so great is the 
ease with which the contract may be formed 
and dissolved. The lover consults only the 
parents of the bride, and having obtained 
their favor to the enterprise, forcibly seizes 
her and ..entries her home on his shoulders, 
as a butcher would a shank of mutton. 
Sometimes, a little more formality is observ- 
ed ; the parties attending church for two or 
three weeks, and partaking of the sacrament 
together. One traveler relates that he met 
a lady of aristocratic rank at Gonuar, Jii 
company with six men, who had successively 
been her husbands. Nothing is more com- 
mon than polygamy in Abyssinia; thou<<h 
a great pre-eminence is allowed to one wife. 

IN THE IlAnUAKY STATES. 

In Barbary, a man can have four wives, 
and as many concubines as suits his inclina- 
tion. He can divorce a wife for various 
causes, and she enjoys the same privilege, if 
he does not provide for her, or it he curses 
her more than twice. Pure affection has 
but little influence in the formation of their 
matrimonial engagements. The preliminary 
negotiations are conducted wholly by tho 
parents, and very often the parties do n6t 
see each other until they are married. The 
husband makes a sort of marriage settle- 
ment upon the wife, and if she brings pro- 
perty to his use at the time of marriage, 
he is not at liberty to squander it for his 
own benefit; a humane and liberal provi- 
sion, which is sometimes found of conse- 
quence among more enlightened nations. 
Several days, previous to the celebration of 
the conjugal rites, are devoted by both par- 
ties to festivity and mirth, without seeing each 
other. On the wedding day* the bride is 
carried to the husband's house attended with 
music, torches and the tiring of musketry. 
When she enters the door, she exercises ex- 
traordinary caution not to touch the thres- 
hold. She covers her eyes with her hands : 
he is now introduced to her and speaks to 
her, perhaps for the first time in his life. 
Their friends then indulge for several days 
in feasts and entertainments, corresponding 
to their rank and wealth. Many of the fe- 
males, according to the invariable Mahome- 
tan custom, are strictly excluded from gen- 
eral society, and must see none of the male 
sex except their husbands; they are im- 
mured like slaves in the apartments of tho 
harem. .

We would a<| vise those Crlifornlaiis who have 
Iheir grain laid in lo last them until gras3 shall 
grow, lo cross the river as early ait possible, and 
aud proceed on their journey. They may get as far 
as .Fort Laruthio before kheir grain will be exhaust- 
ed ; and by the time they get that distance, they 
will he opt to find grass If it is ever coming. 
Whereas, if they remain here until grass grows, 
Ihey will have conxu»m?d their grato, and be five 
hundred miles behind tire time, aud under no better 
ciscumslunccs than they would beat Fort l^ramle. 
Reason would dktate then, that every company that 
ha* grain, to push out, while the weather is <lry and 
cold, the roads ore good pud streams are low; and 
with a dry and good road, a little grain will enable 
a team to muko better progress, than much grass 
will when the rainy season sets in — the roads mud. 
dy and slrerims high. Moreover when grass shall 
fairly start, how many teams will bo thronging all 
our ferries ? And what n great number must there 
be detained contrary to'.thelr wiihe*, wailing for a 
chnnee to cross over. 

Arise then, Californlans, and put ont while you 
have grain ; and if you do not find it for the best, 
then never take our advice again. 

If there wus plenty ofieorn and hay to be had in 
Uie country, we would not ndvlse you as we have. 
But you hove nearly all the corn m your sacks, 
aud your animals can have just as good a chance to 
pick roughucss lo fill themselves with while on the 
liroy, as they can have here, after the hay is all done. 
It is not because wo wank to get rM of you that we 
advise yon thus ; but the regard we have for your 
own interests, induces wi to do it. 

Seed Corn. Arc. 

Our farmers would do well to look in season to 
their seed corn. Remember last year ! He not de- 
ceived, neither sell younsclves too short because it 
bears a high price. Hut put the seed corn into the 
ground. When coin is worth from seventy-five 
cents to a dollar a bushel at your door, you have 
u rich gold mine on every one of your farms. IV 
vclope its richnwisby planting corn and by bring- 
ing it to maturity. 

Rcmemcmbcr'too, that the extensive bottoms of 

the Missouri, and other smaller streams, waiving 
with the most luxuriant grass in the season there- 
.of, are ' inexhaustible sources of wealth wheu the 
hay is worth five dollars: per ton, as it now is. Who 
need be idle ? Aud who that is well and able to la- 
bor, need bo without the comforts and luxuries of 
life, or CVen Without gold in his purse ? No one. 

Happy, ami comparatively independent is ho who 
who developes the riches of the soil of Poltuwalainic 
County in the form of valuable crops to feed both 
man aud beast He shall never come to waul, but 
abound iu every lawful enjoyment. Let the ploughs 
be starlet! with all the activity possible. Fear not 
tho clouds nor tho cold weather, bnt plant and sow 
in faith, and you shall reap with joy, and gather 
with thanksgiving and praise. Say not that yon 
are going to the Valley and therefore have no time 
to plant or sow. Remember that he cannot be blest 
and prospered in going td the V«U»y unless he nr*t 
sows and plants a liberal <?rbp here '.his spring if he 
is in any way circumstanced to do it Wander not 
abroad to seek employment to obtain the interest, 
and leave the principle concealed iu the soil of your 
own homes. We want every body to go to the 
Valley, but hot until they have put in a good crop. 
If yon see not tho propriety of this now, you will 
see it before you leave. Remember that you have 
never yetcaught Br. Hyde in an error touching his 
counsel und advice .in such matters, notwithstand- 
ing his Impetuosity of which you are eotnctnnes 
fearful. 

Provisions are becoming scarce and dear in this 
Upper Country, and we would recommend ou^em- 
igration to bring their supplies of provisions with 
them ; particularly those -who come by water

Latest from C'aliroraia. 
The steamer Georgia arrived nt New York 
on Friday week from Chagres, which place 
she left on the 27th ultimo. She brings the 
mails from California of January 15 and Feb- 
ruary ti She also brought three hundred 
passengers, and about a million of dollars 
in gold. 

v riie news from California is interesting. 
The Hood in the Sacramento and its tribu- 
taries had abated a little. Real estate in 
San Francisco is still held at enormous pri- 
ces, and rents continue as high as ever. 
Great reductions have been made in the 
price of lumber, sales having been made ns 
tow as seventy dollars a thousand feet. A 
number of briek buildings are going up, nnd 
give to the city a more substantial appear- 
ance than it before possessed. Some of these 
buildings are really very elegant, and com- 
pare favorably with the majority of buildings 
m the Atlantic cities. 

Perhaps full one-half of the population of 
San Francisco live in tents. Hoard and 
lodging can be obtained nt §25 to £35 per 
week. The news from the mines continues 
encouraging. All accounts represent the 
miners as doing full as well ns at any previ- 
ous time. Indeed, the recent news is of 
sueh a character as to induce many people 
to start for the diggings, notwithstanding the 
almost incessant rains and the bad condition 
of the roads. A lump of gold weighing 
twenty-one pounds has been picked up in 
the Southern mines, and stories of ''lumps 
twice that weight find ready credence with 
hundreds who are hoping to get a few just 
such pieces. Within the next two months 
the emigration from San Francisco to the 
gold regions will be very extensive. Al- 
most every other man is forming his plans 
to depart as soon as the weather will per- 
mit.

Self Reliance. 
Whatever i it may be the real design that 
Association Shall accomplish^ by -those w ho 
move prominently in it, its ostensible design 
is to better the social and industrial conditions 
of mankind. 

But, that it cannot. The principle—the 
force of which is so universally admitted — 
that "in union there is strength," is not de- 
nied in the proposition we have affirmed. 
Were every one in society to have a due 
sense of his responsible position; knows full- 
well what is required of him; and have the 
disposition and the energy, to labor, as tho igh 
the accomplishment of ihc end in ^eir de- 
pended upon his individual self, then would 
that society reach its goal; for, every mem- 
ber would mutually benefit another. 

But, experience, and a knowledge of hu- 
man nature, teach that the reverse is true. 
Individuals thus laboring together are prone, 
every one, to shift responsibility to another; 
or, not knowing their precise duty, perform 
it imperfectly; or again, being too lazy to 
act their part, put as much of their share 
of labor as they can, upon the shoulders of 
others. Hence", there is not that "union" 
which insures "strength." 

Mankind then is not going to be regenerat- 
ed by associations, and phalanxes. Before 
this can be accomplished, every member 
of the human family must live up to the Di- 
rinc requirement, nnd do unto his neighbor

The brig, Allen King. Capt. Bates, arriv- 
ed at this port yesterday, from Belize, Hon- 
duras, whehec 'she sailed on the 14th ult. 

We have received by this arrival, the fol- 
bwing letters from our correspondent in 
Guatemala, and the official paper of San 
Salvador. We make an extract from the 
latter in relation to the restoration of Tigre 
Island, before mentioned in the .New York 
Herald. 

Our private advices by the Allen King, in- 
form us that the recent aggressions ot the 
English in that tiuartcr, were the political 
topic of conversation. The only claim of any 
consequence that England had against Hon- 
duras, amounted to $1 10,000 only, and even 
Mr. Chaltield considered this too unreason- 
able and unjust to collect. Yet he seized 
Honduras ports. But the movement of the 
Americans in Central] America started the 
English, and Mr. C. was instructed to press 
the'outrageous claim of a mahogany cutter 
who had been driven ifrom Honduras terri 

tory as a l f < ^P a ^ r iJ '.

And that lighting and man-ki)luig 
were afiti-christinn |)rnctices, mid t ailed 
dawn the judgments of Cjod ui-oii tla-e v.ho 
were guilty of the 60 crimes. 

The principles which I had adopted for 
the regulation of my intercourse With these 
poor dark- minded, .-"upersiitions. hard heart- 
ed savages were drawn from the christinU 
co le. the essence of w hich, is, "love to God 
and man." Tho>e who heartily adopt our 
Saviors precepts as an unvarying rule of life, 
have little to fear, even from the most law- 
less and desperate sft'vageS. Kindness to ihe 
poor savage insured, as it tdways will, kind- 
ness in return. 

I might speak of the kindness of these 
dark-minded heathen towards me while with 
them on their buffalo hunt at great length- 
hut shall only mention a few. Many of their 
practices were exceedingly annoying to me, 
and made living with them anything but de- 
sirable — but tliere was nothing ill meant. 
Mr rights were in all instances strictly re- 
garded. When I needed assistance it was 
promptly afforded. On one occasion my 
horse escnped from me. and as he ran, left 
my saddle-bags, clothing, blankets and sad- 
dle along his trail. A young man perceiv- 
ing my difficulty, immediately started in 
pursuit of my horse, which he had the good 
fortune to bapinre and re turn to me. He 
then with the utmost promptness assisted 
me in finding thing.-? ar.d preparing f< r a new 
start. 

As I traveled along. wpm< n and children 
and even old men. Would pick cherries ami 
plumbs and gather Various kinds of eatable 
roots nnd put them into my hands, until, in 
some places 1 was fairly sutfeited with good^ 
things*. 1 was invited'to a gn at number e f 
feasVs. where the best seat and the choi< est 
food was always reserved for me. My inex- 
perience in crossing streams wtihout bridges, 
made it necessary for me lo make frequ"' nt 
calls for assistance, which was always trebly 
"ranted. When the stream was loo deep 
for fording, they would make a little skin 
boat with a string attached lb it. nnd held in 
their teeth. Not 1 eing s.ble to swim, 1 could 
not have go: along a. all without this kind- 
ness, which was most diet fully rendered, 
and seemed to be. regarded rather us a favor 
t ) them than a burden. W hen out about 
525 miles: fem home, we had the calamity 
to be attacked by a band of Sioux and ■ Pun- 
ca warriors. In" the contot which fU.owed 
Host my l;oi>e. and owing to the number 
lost by the Indians, I found ii impes siblc to 
procure a horse io assist nu- in getting hohu . 
The only recour. e left me was to go home 
on foot. 1 made out to gc i my sadd ie . blan- 
kets and clo? lies caiTitd tor mo. My saddle- 
bags, containing only a few light ariicies and 
a 'little medicine. 1 concluded to. lake on to 
mv back ; but such was the kindness ot my 
Omaha friends, that men that w* ro bending

Gold SeoUor*. 

Thore are great numbers of very enterprising 
men passing the frontier ut this point, and destined 
for the gold mines of California. They are much 
earlier this year than last But the season is so 
very backward that hay and corn are high aud 
scurce. The weather begins to soften a little; yet 
on Suturduy morning la.it snow nod raiu frll to- 
gether in limited quantities. 

There are some unprincipled men among the 
emigrants. Thoy will take corn from tho cribs in 
the night, and faith, chickens from their roosts too ; 
money from the shelf of a washerwoman ; aud a 
few nights ago Mr. Ezra Purisii, living within two 
miles of this town, had a very valuable horse sto- 
len from his stable, and supposed to be crossed the 
river in the night, and driven ou over tho plains, 
or taken back by some one who had backed out. 
We do not wish to cast this odium upon the great 
body of Callfornbn*, yet there aro somo teabj ones 

among them. 

We have tnken every precaution not to have any 
emigrant or his property disturbed or molested by 
the citizens here; and so fari we believe wo are 
spotless in this respect; aud wo hope that exam- 
ples of too plain and pointed theft will not bo set 
before the citizens here, lest some wreck less, un- 
governable, hair-brained chap, may be Induced to 
break over the rules of honesty, and follow the bad 
example that are set before him. This would be. 
most mortifying to* us. Let the thief go and perish 
in the mines if he will not reform, and let the suf- 
ferers bear with patience their loss and disuppoiut- 
rneul,' knowing that tho thief shall not be released 
from his prison until he has paid tho utmost far- 
thing. Justico will not relinquish his demauds up- 
on the offender though he leave the world : neith- 
er will the sufferer go unrequited, though he die 
before it happen; and the longer it be delayed, tho 
Idnger will tho amount occumulate interest In favor 
of the eufiorer. Remember this t 

Horses and cattle are being daily sold here at 
ouclion ; the presumption is taut they are the *'bona 
fide" property of the persons offering them ; still 
we have reason to beliove that stolen horses have 
been sold here. Our cltizeue would do well to be 
on tholr gturi; for although they may sell corn 
at a dollur seventy-five cents per bushel, and buy 
a stolen horse for fifty dollars, and tho owner soon 
come along and prove properly ; then you would 
not make an everlasting fortune by selling corn at 
these high prices. Wo have no objection to your 
buying property hero at auction ; but be suro that 
tho vender is the legitimate owner of the property.

etantly leaving this section of country for the Vrst ; 
and poor people constantly coming here witont 
means to buy either bread or teams, find them sv.es 
awkwardly situated. People cannot live alwa; on 
the breath of excitement, nor upon the gueta cen- 
thuslasm : Natural Philosophy, says they iust 
have a little "dodger and bacon to help out. We 
foresaw the condition that the poor would bei,.if 
they indiscriminately flocked here now, witout 
securing a provider before they came, and weave 
cousel accordingly; and we now sjsk t those .-ho 
havo taken the responsibility of counsel!ln{the 
poor to flock here contrary to the best wiom 
emanating from this place, to repair fortb-w * to 
this point and take the presidency of the pot to 
provide for them, furnish them homes, laboacd 
food, until they can learn the true state of tbgs, 
aud not to run before they are sent. 

We have received some speeches of Hon. Msrs. 
Mann, Seward and others : public documenl&c. 
These gentlemen will please accept our thanl for 
these iavors. While we ore not disposed to iter 
the field of public strife upon the subject oBla- 
very, it is our opinion that the abolitionists othe 
North can hardly find a more able and powerftad- 
vocate than they have in the person of Honoable 
Horace Mann of Maesachusetts. Wbereunto 1 the 
agitatiou of this Slavery question teuding T^Psptt* 
lar excitements aro to be dreaded like tho tornado »ud 
the hurricane. They carry ruin and desolation iu 
their course, and it might be wisdom to step aside a 
little and let them spend their violence alone.

If they cbiim 
such rights, Bro. Hyde will be very apt to speak, 
and wiii not be intimidated by any bluster, neither 
by threats of carrying matters to tho Valley to be 
settled. Br. Hyde is willing to meet his offi- 
cial nets In the Valley or here. He is willing to 
meet thorn on earth or In Heaven.

early Spring are blasted. From ten to fifteen thou- 
sand California Emigrants have been quartered here 
from a month to six /reeks, with nearly twice the 
number of horses, mules, oxen and cows ; and the 

consequences are, that our hay and grain, of every 
kind, sort, aud description have been called out by 
very extravagant prices, and consumed by the great 
and unexpected rush of emigration. Our County 
is almost as bare of provisions as were the fields of 
Egypt of vegetation after the swarms of locusts had 
passed through. * Gold is very good, bot gold with- 
out bread is of little use. 

What means all this rush and this commotion ? 
Is it like the rustling of the leaves, like the waving 
of the forests, like the moving of the waters by an 
invisible power (theiwind) just before the storm 
breaks with full fury upon us ? Is it possible that 
the ship "Union" whose flag has proudly floated 
on every sea and Bhcd its brilliancy ou the crest of 
the passing billow,— that has inspired admiration ot 
home and commanded respect abroad, is it possi- 
ble that tho officers oi board are about to mutinizc, 
and to run this proud craft directly upon the black 
reefs of slavery ? God save tho vessel ! "Dont give 
up the ship." 

A storm, with thunder and lightning, may puri- 
fy the atmosphere ; but when it increases to a tem- 
pest or hurricane, then beware of devastation and 
woe ! 

Indians* 

We should think that our citizens would learn, 
after they loso a few more horses, wagon covers, and 
tools out of their shops, that it was not good policy 
to keep them about here, to shake hands with them 



but we are confident that no such occurrences have 
taken place. The Indians will commit no depreda- 
tions upon any company that attend to their own 
business, keep a watchful eye upon their horses and 
mules at night, and who observe a proper decorum 
and discipline during the day on their march. If 
Emigrants have any thing that they can spare, and 
are disposed to give the Indians something they can 
do so, bnt do not admit them into your camps by 
day or by night. Your gifts and benefits to them 
should be all voluntary, and you need pay no atten- 
tion, further than you like, to any paper they may 
present yon. Diligence and fidelity in your guards 
at night, firmness and decision in your intercourse 
with them by day, coupled with a dignified genero- 
sity extended to them without your camps, will in- 
sure your safety from their depredations while you 
pass through their country. 

Elder Jacob Gibson and his Company from Phi- 
ladelphia, arrived here, all well, a few days ngo. 
Many Emigrants arc Hocking here from all quar- 
ters. Some to remain here and some for Salk Lake.

The Saint Louis Republican of May 3d, in copy- 
ing from the St. Joseph Gazette concerning the high 
prices of produce here, tells the truth. At tho be- 
ginning of tho Emigration this spring, Corn sold at 
from 23 to 30 cents per Imshal-rFlour from $2.50 
to $3.00 per hundred and other things In liko pro- 
portion The continued increoso and Influx of Emi- 
grants gradually raised tho price of Corn to $3.00 
per bushel — Flour from G to t dollar* per hundred 
mid every other eatable for man and beast In liko 
proportion. This is decidedly the most eliglbto geo- 
graphical poiut for the Emigration to mako to on 
this frontier. It is far up In thie "htalthy north ; and 
St. Joseph should not complain, though we havo 
had, still have, and will have, in all, moro than three 
thousand teams, perhaps fbur thousand, and fifteen 
or twenty thousand men quartered hero for six 
weeks. If these swell tho prices of produce, tho 
tendency of money Is down streum, and Saint 
Joseph has tho first hand in the purse as it passes 
along. Tho experience of this season, will give to 
the farming interest an impetus that it has never 
had before. Next year, if wo uro favored with a 
fruitful season, we will try to sell every tiling as 
cheap as they will iu Saint Joseph. Farmers, do 
your duty, aud you will probably reap a Buro re- 
ward. There is little or no grass yet. Vegetation 
is certainly ono month Inter than it was ever known 
to be before since tho country was settled by white 
people. This we cannot be responsible for. If grass 
had grown at the usual time, wo should have had 
grain plenty for all that came and for ourselves also, 
and tltat toout a moderate price. If the people bo- 
low think thut we ore extorting, let them just ship 
up hero a lot of flour, corn, oats, bucon, and every 
thing else that they think we sell too high, and in 
so doing take the speculation off our hands, reduce 
the price of produce, and mercifully relievo that 
class of our citizens who got their bread by their 
dally labor. It will administer that kind of rebuke 
to us that will not awaken our indignation, but our 
gratitude. 

Caution. 

Those men who havo gone abroad on missions, 
and have borrowed money and . given references for 
payment whero they had no right, and have there- 
by involved good and upright people iu distress, 
aud havo left their friends to bear the dishonor of 
their loose and heedless transactions, had better re- 
turn forthwith : for they will do no good whither 
they go. Their way will be heUged up,— the spirit 
of their mission and calling will depart from .them, 
and if they cease not such operations, they will be 
forced to return in disgrace , dishonor, and with tho 
cordial displeasure of good men upon their heads.

Troin'the Loribylllc Journal of the 34th. 
Terrible steamboat Calamity— tirent loss of 
Life. 

It is our painful duty this morning, to re- 
cord one of the most distressing steamboat 
aeeidents that has ever occurred on the Oiiio 
river. t 

On Monday night, about 12 o'clock, the 
Belle of the I West, bound from Pittsburgh to 
St. Louis, was discovered to be on tire a little 
below \Vars:iw, in this Suite, about 100 miles 
above this city. She had a large number of 
passengers an board, full 100 in the cabin, 
and an equa^ number on deck. The fire ori- 
ginated in the hold. W hen it was discovered, 
the boat was turned to the Indiana shore, 
about half a; mile below- Florence, whilst the 
Captain proceeded to arouse the passengers 
from sleep, ja few at a time, not wishing to 
create a consternation, lest a general panic 
and rush might involve an unnecessary loss 
of life. 

The progress of the t:re was tremenduous. 
Within five Jninu'es after its discovery the 
entire boat seemed wrapped in flames. A 
large propor ion of the passengers were still 
on bo;ird, and the scene was now terrible be- 
yond description. Men, women, nnd chil- 
dren were running and shrieking over cabin 
and de.-k ; some in their confusion mistaking 
their way and rushed into the midst of the 
flames, and Others plunged into the river on 
the side of the boat farthest from the shore 
and perished in the waters. To add to the 
horrors of tlje occasion, the steam pipe burst, 
or one of the flues collapsed in the midst of 
the raging lire, and three or four passengers 
Were dangerously scalded. 

The sights) and sounds upon the shore were 
indeed awfujj. The multitude were rushing 
in all directions in search of husbands, wives, 
father?, mot iers. brothers, sisters, and chil- 
dren, and I; shriek of doubt and anxiety, 
the wihl scream of apprehensions realized, 
and the cry c f joy at the" meeting of relatives 
and friends hllcd' the air.

Jus 
mother upon the" boat struggling to make her 
escape, overburthoned by the weight of two 
little children Lifting bis right hand from 
the water he beckoned to her to throw one of 
the children to him and she did so. He 
sw am with the child to the shore and the mo- 
ther escaped with live other, and thus the 
whole family were saved. Many other fami- 
lies v.vre fqi less fortunate. Of the family 
of a man named Amon Waggoner, of Vir- 
ginia, consisting of himself, his wife, and 
eight chiidri n. three children were lost, a 
a daughter ( f 17, another of 13, and a little 
son of 4. 'I hey were on their way to Iowa 
and lost everything they had. About fifty 
German Moravians from near Lancaster. Pa., 
were on board and many of these lost chil- 
dren and relatives. 

We have Heard some painful rumors in re- 
gard to the possible cause of. the fire. A fa- 
mily was put on shore at Cincinnati on ac- 
count of hav ng the smaH-pOv. Some of the 
relatives of tl e family on board were very in- 
dignant, and i line of them, it is said, expressed 
his belief that the boat would never reach 
Louisville. Another, according to the state- 
ment of a woriian who professes to have heard 
the remark, said that the boat should not 
reach Louisvi le. The hatches were down 
when the boit left Cincinnati, but. at the 
breaking out if the fire, they were missing, 
and could not even be found, and two or 
three persons ht least lost their lives by falling 
through the hatchways into the burning hold. 
During the conflagration a trunk belong- 
ing to one of the uassengers, a young man, 
was taken a considerable distance from the 
shore and rifled of §600. 
""The number of persons who lost their 
lives is variously estimated — some say thir- 
ty, some fortjj, and some fifty.

papers from Vera Cruz to the 12th instant, 
and from the city of Mexico to the I Oth. 

The city of Mexico was, on the 29th ult., 
visited by a double calamity In the first 
place, at about 10 o'clock in "the morning, a 
southwest wind commenced blowing with 
great violence, and shortly became a perfect 
hurricane, such as had never been experi- 
enced in Me.xico.in the memory of the "old- 
est inhabitant." From mid-day till 5 o'clock 
in the evening the hurricane raged with in- 
conceivable fury; walls were overturned, 
signs carried ott", and twelve large trees in 
the Alameda were blown down. The stieets 
were filled with debris, and were rendered for 
a time impassable. At Pnebla the effects of 
the hurricane were less severely felt than at 
the capital. 

At the moment when this tempest was at 
its height the tocsin sounded from all the 
churches in the city, and the cry of lire re- 
sounded through the streets, which but a mo- 
ment before almost deserted, soon were tilled 
with an affrighted crowd. The cause of the 
alarm was a w firc which had broken out in the 
carriage shop of Wilson «$: Hope, Sapo street, 
just in that part of the city where the hurri- 
cane raged most fearfully. In less than an 
hour that establishment *and many adjacent 
houses were destroyed. 

The violence of the wind not only render- 
ed useless all efforts to extinguish the flames, 
but carried the burning embers to a great 
distance. In this mnnner the city was set on 
fire in two other places — at the carriage shop 
of Mr. Patricio Desmond, New Mexico street, 
and at a point near the Alameda. The 
pumps failed, water was scarce, the fire de- 
partment was badly organized, and the wind 
continued to blow with the same fury , so that 
it was believed, not without reason, that these 
three tires, at distant points, would lead to a 
general conflagration. Happily, however, 
the general solidity which characterizes the 
structure of Mexican houses stopped the 
progress of the flames about, five o'clock in 
the evening. About a hundred families were 
deprived of their homes by this lan, entable 
catastrophe. The "damage is estimated at 
§500.000. During the fire the French For- 
eign Legion, under the order of M. Le Va- 
peur, the French Minister, did good service, 
and one of its members was severely wount'; 
ed. A young sculptor named Jose Maria 
Miranda was nearly killed. The Minister of 
Relations had appointed a committee of four 
to collect and receive subscriptions in aid of 
the suf rers, and the President had headed 
the list with a donation of §100. 

On tlie 30th ult. an officer of the National 
Guard had a quarrel with the proprietor of a 
puhjueria, on the corner of Vanegas and 
Chavarria streets, in which the latter receiv- 
ed a mortal wound. ■ Another man was as- 
sassinated on the same night. 

On the 23d of March a" terrible conflagra- 
tion broke out in the town of Cormen, which 
destroyed thirtv-two houses.

The constant stream of emigration from 
the western States to California, is begin 
niti" to be sensibly felt. More than six thou- 
sand persons have already left Michigan, 
each of whom took in money or outfit at least 
$500, transferring from that State the sum 
of $3,000,000. From Iowa, it is said, 3,000 
persons will depart this season— estimating 
that each emigrant will take with him means 
equal to $350, it appears that the emigration 
to California this year, will cause an abstrac- 
tion from Iowa of $1,000,000. It is esti- 
mated that at least 17,500 emigrants will 
leave Missouri for California during the cur- 
rent vear, and that each will have an outfit 
worth" §350. The State will thus be drained 
of over $6,000,000. Thus from three 
States of the Union, we find an aggregate 
outlay of more than $10,000,000— caused by 
the emigration to California. Speaking of the 
effect of this large emigration from the States;

He culls scraps of veritable history from 
here nnd there, and skilfully entwines them 
to suit his fancy. Examine carefully the his- 
torical novels of that prince of writers, i?cott, 
and you will find, in comparing them with 
veritable history, that he has used fuels only 
to ^ive an air of truth to his works : in many 
cases, he has awfully distorted even these, 
in order to adopt them. It is the province of 
the historian to tell tho truth ; of the novel 
writer, to tell what he pleases. The one 
gives you a transcript of real-events, the 
other duguerrotypes the floating images of 
his excited fancy ; aud yet you go to the 
novel-writer to gain a knowledge of his- 
tory ! 

Why do you read nm<eh: "To gain a 
knowledge of hitman nature" replies another. 
Alas I for poor, erring humanity, if novel 
writers nre its expositors. Our fallen nature 
is yet groaning under tho curse of Eden. 
There is enough in the actual .affairs of life 
to make a good mnn exclaim, "My whole 
head is sick, and my whole heart is" faint;'* 
but the real condition has far more symme- 
try, harmony and order, than these ideal 
caricatures of novel-writers. The very na- 
ture of their vocation impels them to go be* 
yond tho boundaries of truth, and to present 
to their readers not what is true, but what is 
netc. Exnmine cautiously any of their works, 
and you will find that, with" comparatively 
few exceptions, the characters with which

The 
individual who makes this a motive for read- 
ing several thousand pages of fiction, is self- 
deceived. There is nothing but the artificial 
interest that they create, which gives them 
the preference, and there is hardly a single 
novel written in a style worthy of being em- 
ployed in writing a veritable book. One of 
the silliest objects in the world is nn indivi- 
dual melted to tears while reading a novel : 
weeping over the phantasms which an author 
has made to flit before the mind. Wherein 
consists the utility of subjecting our finer 
feelings to such airy trifles i God never in- 
tended them to be exercised thus. But sup- 
pose that you could acquire the best style by 
reading novels, are you ignorant of that 
well established fact in mental science, that 
the mind becomes assimilated to that which

Yoti do wrong in reading novels, because 
you subject your purity of mind to a fearful 
trial. It is hard to discriminate between the 
good and the evil in novels. The novel ap- 
petite being once formed, it craves all. A 
hellish seduction characterizes this kind of 
reading. The unhappy being who takes the 
first steps becomes enamored of the pleasure 
it affords. All other reading becomes life- 
less. Now observe this fact. Only one suc- 
cessful attempt has been made to write a 
novel in which woman is not a prominent 
character, nnd lust one of the main ingredi- 
ents in the composition of its plot. Authors 
are well acquainted with human nature. 
They know that it loves to coast along the 
borders of infamy and crime. Open vulgari- 
ty and obscenity are forbidden by reigning 
custom ; but novel writers, by means of ho- 
nied words nnd artful plans, lead the mind 
just farenough to give it courage in its own 
imaginative powers, and then leave it in a 
most dangerous situation. A .virtuous im- 
pure would send it back ; but, alas ! here 
the enemy puts forth his gieatest efforis. 
Where the novel-writer leaves off, the devil 



Kane has himself visited the Mormons in 
their new home, and therefore, in the des- 
criptive portion of his lecture, speaks from 
personal observation. 

Much has been said for and against this 
people; and the unprejudiced and well- 
balanced mind is at times nt a loss to deter- 
mine whether they have been traduced or 
not. Upon the maxim, however, that com- 
munities, as well as nn individual, are to bo 
presumed innocent until proven guilty, wo 
have hitherto refrained from condemning the 
Mormon people, and shall continue to do so, 
except upon strong proof of their criminality. 
One circumstance which weighs in their 
favor is, that tho charges made against them, 
when not proceeding from parties directly 
ly interested in decrying them, have gene- 
rally been anonymous. We with more con- 
fidence, therefore, take hold of any res- 
ponsible nnd disinterested evidence which wo 
find for or against them ; and of such a cha- 
racter we judge Mr. Kane's Icctnro^to bo. 
The Philadelphia Inquirer gives the follow 
inir synopsis of Mr. Kane's discourse : 

iThe lecturer, in a journey westward, ar- 
rived at their capital tho day after tho 
dispersion of its inhabitants, nnd well des- 
cribed the melancholy aspect of tho desert-' 
ed street — the desolate mansion, the unten- 
anted workshop. He journeyed onwards, 
and came up with bands of frightened fugi-' 
lives : he mingled among them-— observed 
their admirable discipline in the conduct of 
their march — their tenderness to the sick — 
the devoted care with which, by compass; 
chain and well-known land-mark, they as- 
certained and registered for future recogni- 
tion the burial-place of their* dead. The des- 
cription of the hardships this people have 
endured, as given' by the speaker, was weU 
calculated to win a feeling of sympathy — a 
sentiment he took care to improve by testi- 
fying, in the most unqualified manner, as to 
the faithfulness, affection nnd devotion of tho 
Mormon women in their relations of daugh- 
ters, sisters end wives. ° 

"Mr. Kane's opportunities of observation 
were, we think, as commented on by him. 
well calculated to remove in the minds of 
his hearers the prejudice existing against thia 
people. Their hospitality to California emi- 
grants, nnd unvarying kindness to all who 
sought shelter and protection at their hands, 
were facts of which the prints bore constant 
proof; and that their enterprise, nnd saga- 
city, and industry, were elements which com- 
posed their character, and were fast elevat- 
ing them into the condition of a great and 
thriving race ; and that thev had already as- 
sumed a position which ^entitled them to ad-** 
mission into the Union. "Some of Mr. Kane's 
descriptions were very felicitous; we regret 
we are unable to give them in then; very 
words — a circumstance indispensable to a 
just appreciation of their merits. 

*'In conclusion, the lecturer held this lan- 
guage: 

" *I have given you, in terms, the opinion 
wy four years' experience has enabled me 
to form of the Mormons, preferring to forco 
you to deduce it for yourselves from the facts. 
But I will add, that I have not yet heard tho 
single charge against them in a community 
-—against their hnbitunl purity of life, their 
wilhug integrity, their toleration of religious 
differences of opinion, their regard for the 
laws, of their devotion to the constitutional 
government under which we live — that I do 
not from my own observation, or upon the 
testimony of others, know to be unfounded.' 

"The discourse, throughout, was deeply 
interesting, and was listened to with the . 
closest attention."

Ktcara^ua Treaty and Canal. 
According to the New York Tribune, the 
material provisions of the Nicaragua trca- 
tv are substantially as follows : 
* 1. The "United States and Great Britain 
mutually and reciprocally pledge their laith 
to either, that they will not take, use, hold, 
occupy nor exercise dominion oyer any part 
of Ceutral America henceforth and forever. 

2. They further agree not to establish nor 
maintain any fortifications nor military posts 
upon or within said country. 

3. Each Government pledges itself to re- 
spect, and to use its best offices to cause to 
be respected by other nations, the complete 
and perpetual neutrality of the ports on the 
Wutie and Pacific oceans, which shah be 
the termini respectively of the proposed 
ship canal through Central America. t 

4 They will also respect, and use their 
best offices to cause to be respected by oth- 
ers, the perpetual neutrality of said ship ca- 
nal, the vessels navigating it, and every thing 
pertaining thereto. 

5. Thev further agree to respect the neu- 
trality of all vessels within a reasonable dis- 
tance of either terminus of said ship canal, 
[no distance vet agreed, but two degrees, or 
one hundred'and twenty geographical miles 
have been suggested, and met with no ob- 
jection,] and to endeavor to procure a gen- 
eral recognition of such neutrality by all na- 
tons whatsoever. 

G. They mutually agree to protect and se- 
cure the operations of such company as, 
under the authority of the State of Nicara- 
gua, shall construct and maintain the pro- 
posed ship sanal. 

7. If the company now holding a contract 
with the State of "Nicaragua, for the con- 
struction of the ship canal uniting the two 
oceans, shall within twelve months demon- 
strate to thesatistactionofthe two govern- 
ments, its ability to construct said canal, the 
foregoing stipulations shall enure to its ben- 
efit? but if not. then any other company, du- 
ly authorised by Nicaragua, and who can 
satisfy the two governments of its ability to 
make the canal, shall enjoy all the benefits 
which this treaty is intended to guaranty to 
(lie constructors of the canal. # 

8. The contracting parties reciprocally 
pledge themselves to use their good offices 
respectively with the several State govern- 
meats of Central America, to induce them 
to enter into stipulations based upon and ac 
cowling with the foregoing. 

0. Each party pledges to the other that it 
will interpose its good offices for the arnica- 
settlement of any disputes which may arise 
respecting the construction of the ship cnnal, 
or its management thereafter. 

10. The two governments are not to in- 
fere with the construction or management 
of the canal, except that either government, 
should tolls bo levied on vessels passing 
through it which in its view are exorbitant 
and oppressive, reserves the right of with- 
drawing from the company all the protec 
tion and favor which this treaty pledges it to 
aflbrd; but this will not affect the interna- 
tional stipulations of the treaty. 

1 1. By a proctocol to the treaty, the two 
nations covenant with each other not to 
claim or exercise under the cover of ; a pro 
tectorateof, or allegiance with any Central 
American State or tribe, any power which 
they have disclaimed or renounced m tne 
foregoing article.

literally mountains. Hanges of mountains 
and hills of auriferous quartz extend the 
whole length of the Sierra Nevada. From 
these quartz rocks, Mr. Wright, the member 
of Congress elect from California, has 
brought most interesting specimens. 

One of his specimens which he considered 
very interesting is a piece of quartz chipped 
rudely olf from some exposed rocks, and 
which bears unmistakable marks of time. 
It is moss-covercd, and has been exposed to 
rains and storms for ages. It chiefly consists 
of solid gold embedded; in the quartz. He 
has also aj:umber of boulders of gold, with 
quartz adhering to them,- arid which,, of 
course, were detached by time and torrents 
from the mountain mass. 

Another set of spei imcrss consists of quartz 
in which minute particles of gold are dis- 
tinctly visible to the eye. These are very 
rich in their product. 

The next class of specimens consists of 
ordinary white and grey quartz, of which 
there nre mountains in California, and in 
which no jjold is very apparent to the eye, 
but which yields eleven dollars and a half in 
gold to four pounds of rock. 

This has been tested by experiment, and T 
saw a ball of gold extracted from four pounds 
of the quartz, worth §1 150. 

The gold mountains and placers in Cali- 
fornia are all public property, except Col. 
Fremont's mine, which is on a comer of the 
range and laps on to it. This mine is his 
own property. All or nearly all the rest be- 
long to tlio U, and are the most valuable 
of all the public property. Col. F.'s mine is 
very rich. 

When Congress is in a humor to resume 
legislation, it is probable that their attention 
will be turned to the regulation, by law, of 
this property— its sale or lease. Mr. Benton 
has a project in view, and Mr. Douglass and 
others ; and the California members have 
plans and views on the subject.

It has been conjectured by some, that the 
carth.will not be sufficiently capacious to ac- 
commodate the nations of the righteous.

Fkom Cuoa.— A correspondent of the" 
New York HeiVUd writing from Matanzasi, 
under date of March 21st, says : ! 

Before this island can bo annexed to the 
Union, war, with horrors hardly ever dream- 
ed of, will leave it a waste. The number of 
troops now on the island amounts to over 
25,000, and tliis number is daily increased 
by new levies from Spain. They are well 
clothed aud fed, and in the highest state of 
discipline. During the hist three months, 
they have been, and are still: practising 
" Guerrilla warfare." The marine has been 
increased by additions f-om Spain. The 
foils, castles and defences have been put in 
order, the trcops in the interior have been 
ordered to the coast, aud paixan shell guns 
have been, to a large number, added to the 
already well prepared defences. There is a 
large number of natives of old Spain scat- 
tered throughout the island ; every town, 
village and hamlet contains its quota and 
they are mostly men accmstomed to the use; 
of arms. These men hate the Creoles or 
Cubans, with an intensity beyond belief. This 
deep hutred pervades both "parlies, through- 
out all grades und all ranks. These old 
Spaniards have declared that, should an ex- 
pedition come from the United States, their 
first act would be to arm the negroes, even 
if they should perish all together. ; ; The Cre- 
oles, generally, are in favor of annexation, 
but the old Spaniards would lose their last 
drop of blood in maintaining their sway over 
this island, the last remnant of their once 
great American possessions. Jt is their Cal- 
ifornia—their Dorado — everything, with- 
out which they would be nothing. Every 
two or three years, swsirms of office-holders 
arrive here from Spain, and in a few years 
return in affluence ; aud about six millions 
are annually drawn from this island to sup 
port the mother country. 

If we are to be annexed, it must fee peace- 
ably; if by force, England and France, 1 
think, would have to interfere. English 
capitalists have about thirty millions or more 
invested in this island, which would be ev- 
ery cent lost, incase of civil war. 

If annexation could be brought about by 
acts of the pen, instead of the sword, it 
would be to us a great blessing. Our bays 
would then be crowded with vessels, instead 
of being, as some now are, entirely desert- 
ed. Our beautiful island would be cross- 
ed in every direction by railroads; towns 
would spriug up where there but a few 
palm-leaf huts. The great resources of our 
splendid plantations would then be fully 
developed, and our commerce would then 
be increased in a tenfold degree.' These 
These are a few of tho great blessings which 
we think, would result from annexation. But 
it must be -done by diplomacy. If force be 
employed, this beautiful islaud will : become 
another Sari Domingo.

Hancock arose and said, I do 
know that Russell once enjoyed the spirit of 
God. and he has felt that this was the Church 
of God; I believe that the man has not 
prayed* but has been negligent ; or he would 
know that Joseph was a prophet of God, 
and that Brigham Young is the prophet now. 
1 move that Samuel Russell be cut off from 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints , seconded by A. P. Rockwood, and 
carried unanimously. 

President B.Young, after some prelimin- 
aries said, Mr. Russell has tasted the good 
word of God, and the powers of the world to 
come, and now to forsake that God who has 
sustained him, and offered him eternal life, 
and now to turn awaj- from God, and make 
light of those things, is detestible to my feel- 
ings, (turning to him, he said.) inasmuch as 
we have severed this branch from Cite tree, 
1 say unto you, Samuel Russell, in the name 
of the Lord" Jesus Christ of Nazareth, you 
shall feel :l;e heavy hand of God; 1 deliver 
you over into the bauds of Satan ; you have 
covenanted, to serve your God ; asVou now 
forsake him, you shall feel the wrath of God, 
and shall know there is Revelation, and if 
it does not burn you up, you will wish it 
would. 

1 now call up the case of Moses Martin — 
when he came into the valley a year ago last 
fall, he had not the spirit of the Lord with 
him that I could perceive ; nothing was said 
to him, or about him, till last summer, when 
the Presidents of the Seventies called him 
in question; they examined his feelings, and 
1 know that he lied in the name of the Lord: 
I said he was a wicked man : he U. I can 
prove he is guilty of adultery, and the Doc- 
trine and Covenants says : a man who com- 
mits adultery, and does not speedily repent, 
will lose the spirit of the Lord, and will de- 
ny the faith : 1 would not sustain him were 
he my own father or brother; a year ago I 
asked him in Council, Br. Moses, I ask you 
in the name of the. Lord, did you keep 
yourself virtuous and pure, until you re- 
turned to your family *. After about live 
minutes' hesitation, and conversation, he 
said, yes. He lied, and that too, in the 
name of the Lord 5 lie ia a liar, and I know 
it ; he has always been like a wild bull in 
the net ? I am on hand to prove him guil- 
ty of adultery. 

" President H. C. Kimball moved that Mo- 
ses Martin be cut off from the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, for his 
wickedness ; carried unanimously. 

President Young said, there were many 
going to the mines ; he would rather they 
would stay here and raise gram, and not 
run after the God of this world — when 1 sire 
some of the brethren going away, I feel like 
a mother seeing her darling child in (he 
midst of the ocean, or in the roaring flames.

Conference again assembled and called to

esteem the providences of God as afresh 
manifestation of his kindness in removing the 
Saints to this place, to sutler the wickedness 
of the wicked to remove us to this place. 1 
hope we will improve on the same ; I would 
be thankful if I could have my feelings satis- 
fied at this Conference ; to a certain degree 
they are, nnd will be. When I realize what 
a struggle and labor wc have undergone ; I 
whuld rejoice at the privilege to look at my 
brethren lor days and days. It is a place of 
happiness to me, the day I have long looked 
for, to enjoy the privileges now around me. 
1 can truly' say ten or fifteen years ago, 1 
looked upon this people with an expectation 
that every man and woniau would be worn 
into the grave, their lives spent in preaching;, 
in watching their houses aud protecting their 
families, before we could enjoy the present 
privilege. 1 expected it would be enjoyed 
by my ehildien, but nokby me, l am disap- 
pointed: it is all I could have' '^anticipated'; 
my life, my labor, all that I could anticipate 
eight or ten years ago, is now realized by 
me. The providences of the Almighty 
speak volumes to me, and says to Israel, be 
on the look out: Latter-day Saints be on the 
watch tower. The providences of God as 
they are dealt out to the earth speak to us, 
and should be realized as peals of thunder, 
that the Lord will cut short his work in right- 
eousness, for a short work will he do on the 
earth. v 

1 can say to all Israel, it is time we should 
awake from our lethargy, from our drowsy 
and sleepy feelings ; awake to righteousness, 
and hasten the work that is upon us, for in a 
day and hour that wc are not aware of, be- 
hold the Son of man comcth, as fast as the 
wheels of time roll round, to bring calami- 
ties, famine, fire, pestilence, sword, and the 
destroyer that walks abroad at noon day, or 
at midnight, and lays waste its thousands ;

their vows, and their prayers, they have for 
gotten what they once remembered, as the 
first nnd foremost in their hearts. 1 wil 
draw cuts w ith any man who would go and 
plough to morrow", which grows the most 
wheat, by staying here to-morrow and get 
ting our hearts warmed, or go ploughing, 
I have seen it tried, and jbroved, that when 
the Lord requires any thing of his Saints, 
and they do it, he can give the increase bet- 
ter, than if they served themselves; there 
is not the lirst man who lias gained the first 
picayune by going to a Kanyon on Sunday, 
or by laboring on the Sabbath day ; , neces- 
sity does not drive a man to do it, no such 
thing, but it is their own dispositions, and 
the spirit that is in them. There is no more 
necessity to go to the Kanyons or hunt your 
cattle on the Sabbath day , you might as well 
plough ; but some feel that they cannot 
spend time on a week day. We have tried 
it in traveling since we left Nauvoo, and not 
one time having traveled on the Sabbath day 
have we gained by it, but wc have lost a 
day or two the next week to pay for it. 
What is the harm '? It proves that you' 
treat lightly, the rules of the God of nature, 
the God we serve. The Lord that organized 
the elements knows what they can endure, 
he said to man. when you have labored six 
days, Vest one,, to refresh your bodies ; let 
your horses and cattle that labor rest, your 
men and women, let them rest ; 1 don't mean 
to rest like Christians, ride ten miles to a 
meeting, and then ride twenty-live miles for 
pleasure ; but I mean a Saints Sabbath

fold. 

Cut and put up all the hay you can, from the 4th 
day of July to the 13th day of September. The

Moved that Jonathan Crosby go on a mis- 
sion to the &>ciely Islands, and James Bay 
to Ohicr; carried. 

President Kimball gave them some in- 
struction, and advised all the elders when 
they start on missions, to leave their families 
at home, »nd then their minds will be more 
free to serve the Lord. 

A groat deal of local business was attend- 
ed to, and instructions given on various du- 
ties. 

Afterwards President Young gave some 
instruction on' the law of tithing. The Lord 
himself instituted the principle through 
Joseph the Prophet, and that is for all tht 
members of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-dav Saints, to pay one tenth of all 
they have, to begin with, and afterwards 
one tenth of their increase. After mak- 
ing some further observation, he* said we 
want to build a large house and farm to 
place the poor on, as soon as they arrive 
Ju re. We wantonly your tenth. I ask not 
that of my brethren, but what 1 am willing 
to give myself; and what I do as your lcad- 
er,°or president, you should be willing to do 
the same. 

Wc want to build a large store house, anc 
I trust I shall see the day, when we want 
u few teams or a few thousand bushels o 
grain, to send to the relief of the poor; al 
wc shall have to do will be to go to the store 
house of the Lord, without calling on the 
brethren to contribute. We shall yet see the 
day that we have not a poor person in our 
raitlst and tho invalids and indigent persons 
will be in a comfortable situation for food 
and raiment, &c. 

He then made a few remarks on the sub- 
ject of mesmerism, and witchcraft in the days 
of old, showing that the power of the mes- 
• merizers are perfectly harmless to the faith- 
ful elders of Israel.' 

Elder G. A. Smith made some remarks on 
the severity of the weather in the mountains 
in the, tall" of the year, and the prospect of 
sending forth a great number of Elders; 
and in order to avoid a great deal of suffer- 
ing by them, passing through the mountains. 
He moved that we adjourn this conference 
to the! first Friday iu JSeptember, then to 
| meet at the Bowery, in Great Salt Lake City, 
at 10 a. m.: carried unanimously .

When (the conference was adjourned by Pre- 
sident Young, blessing the peoplo in the 
name of the Lord.

The average freight of each 
wagon is 1850 pound*. Tho average amount of 
bread stuffs to the person, old or young, is one 
hundred and twenty-five pounds— bacon, augur, 
coffoe, tea, rice, dried fruit, and other little neces- 
sarica in proportion. 

To seo a people who, three or four year* ago, had 
to sell their ail to get bread to last till Uiey could 
raise it ; and now see them with from one to four 
wagons each, with plenty of good team, thousands 
of sheep and loose cattle, horses, mules, and ma- 
chinery of various kinds; wagons all new, and 
stock oil young and thrifty, is gratifyiug in the ex- 
treme. 

This people are naturally industrious ; necessity 
has forced them to acquire this habit. Public frown 
upon a poor miserable lounger in our streets is so 
severe, that he is compelled to go to work or clear 
out. This is just as it should be. A lounger should 
be served as drones are served in the hive, or the 
vagrant law put in force against them. 

It has been our aim continually to cuconrage 
Industry, and inspire every able person to labor 
steadily and faithfully, in the most advantageous 
way, pointing out a field for every man to labor in. 
And it affords us unbounded satisfaction to behold 
the result in part. Betweeu seven and eight hun- 
dred wagons well fitted out for tho mouutalns, are 
gone from this>oint this year. May the Guardian 
ever continue to encourage industry and ecouomy 
—to suppress vice and j romoto virtue— to exalt the 
honest and Industrious,— and to scourge aud abase 
the viscious, the idle, and such as are toofrijprt of 
good and redeeming qualities! And may those 
who love this stand which the Guardian has, taken, 
subscribe for it themselves, and influence as many 
others to follow their example as they can. It is 
true that some have fouud fault with the strictness 
of our course, and pronounced us overbearing and 
tyrannical. But we huse this consolation that such 
as find fault willrms, are either Idle and wish to live at 
the expense of others, that ore always borrowing, beg 
ging, loungin g, and never producing anything use- 
ful by their own industry and economy. They can 
sell whisky, and by it, corrupt the morals of socio 
ty. They can gather pecuniary strength enough

The neoplo of the Creolo made fast their 
vessel to the wharf, and delivered her and themsei 
ves over to the Naval authorities. 

The collector has seized the Creole for violation 
of the revenue laws> and the people havo been as- 
signod to the vacant United States barracks for 
quarters. The Creole has had a very narrow es 
cape ; it was their intention. U> have her blown up 
rather than be taken. The Captain of the Spanish 
steamer Pizarro states tha*. lie captured tho barquo 
and brig which accompanied the Creole, and took 
possession of tho letters and communications con- 
taining full plans of tho expedition to Cardenas and 
of other divisions of the expedition, not heard from 
John La', of tho Cuban junta, and editor of the 
La Verdad, Spanish paper at N. York, was arrested 
there under an order from Washington, charged 
with being the supporter und aider of Lopez'i ex- 
pedition.

The citizens of Poltawatamio County, and ad- 
jacent regions who have lost horses, mules, oxOu 
or cows by the Indians living directly opposite us, 
on tho West side of the Missouri river, are request- 
ed to register their names at this office, with the 
amount and kind of property they have lost, which 
they know ond verily bolievo the Indians on the 
West side of the river have stolen. 

We feel disposed to make a trial in behalf of the 
sufferers to have their losses mado up. Those who 
are now residents of tho Salt Lake Valley, who 
havo suffered losses by the depredations of the In- 
dians here, are requested to register their names 
with the kind ond amount of property they have 
lost, at the Secretary's office, Salt Lake City, im- 
mediately on receiving this notice. Wo expect to 
be the bearer of this request to that country, am 
to be present to superintend the registry. If 
property has been stolen by white men, we want 
uo account of that. Maj. John Milter, the former 
Indian Agent, at Council Muffs, is very well ac- 
quainted with tho depredations of the Indians on 
the property of the citizens of this tcction of 
country. Maj. Barrow, the present Agent, also 
has some knowledge of tho history of the past, touch- 
ing this matter, wo presume.

Mr. Butler, of South Carolina rose ana announc- 
ed the death of his colleague franklin H. bllmore. 
Mr. Butler gave a brief >ketoh of ute life and pub- 
lic services and passed a glowing tribute upon bw 
moral nnd iutellectual worUi. In conclusion he 
offered the usual resolutions in a few eloquent re- 
marks in honor of the j deceased. Messrs. » "Ice, 
Webste r. and Jefferson Davis also delivered tribute* 
to the memory of the deceased. ,; 
The resolutions were adopted, and Ihe Senate ad- 
jonrnad lo attend the funeral to-morrow ut 11 
o'clock. 

Hocsk — About 12 members met this morning at 
8 o'clock, a. M-, Mr. Boyd, in the chair. The jour- 
nal of yesterday having been read, Mr. Joues mov- 
ed that the House adjourn till to-morrow at 11 
o'clock.

' the pack mule companies, besides a large 
number who were encamped off the road.

Mr. Cfafs Erposttion — Statement of the Pre- 
sident's Vines — Southern Opposi- 
tion— The Cabinet, dr. 

Mr. Clay's exposition of the principles 
and objects of the report and scheme pre- 
sented by the committee of thirteen, was 
listened to with profound! attention by a full 
auditory. Mr. [Clay imparted some portion 
of his own continence in the success of the 
scheme, as a whole, to all who heard him. 
Like Mr. Clay, the publii' must be willing 
to await events, without abating one jot of 
heart or hope. 

Mr. Clay has, with candor and earnest- 
ness, stated his views us to the result of the 
defeat of this plan of compromise. He has 
stated that, in his opinion;, if it do not sue- 
ceed, the country will bo involved in agita- 
tion and confusion, from! which it cannot, 
soon or easily escape. Ho has compared 
this with all other plans which have been 
presented to the country, and shown that 
this alone can restore to us the lost pearl of 
harmony any peace. 

The President's plan, as it is called — 
meaning the policv indicated in the Califor- 
nia message id* January 21st — he treated 
with proper respect, but showed its utter in- 
Millieiency for the purposes in view — the 
fuililmcnt of the high obligations of the 
government, in the territories acquired front 
Mexico, and the restoration of harmony at 
home. Mr. Clay, 'I imagine, did not speak 
without authority, when he said that the 
J 'resident, if he were now to state his views,* 
woul d present a much wider platform. 

I learn from the best sources that such is 
the. fact, and that the President anxiously 
desires an adjustment of the Mexican sub* 
ject. 

When the President wrote tho message of 
the L'lst .lanuary, he apprehended that the 
Wiiiuot proviso; would be attached to any 
territorial bills.! It is avowed that lie sug- 
gested what has been called the non-aelton 
policy as to the territories. 

Many person* have objected -« Mr. Clay's 
scheme, on the ground timt his territorial 
bills eontttin a provision which is equivalent 
to a Wilmot. This objection is founded mi 
a mistake. Tho bills reported are clean 
bills.

It has ever been the t.urposc of the Lord 
to classifv his people and separate them from 
the wicked and ungodly that he might bring 
them into such situations as would be favor- 
able for their instruction in principles of 
righteousness, that they might be goverened 
by laws of His own enactment, which could 
not be done were they to remain in a scat- 
tered condition. , for as the heavens are above 
the earth, so arc the ways of the lord above 
those of sinful men \ as light is opposed to 
darkness, so arc his laws opposed to those 
of all the wicked kingdoms of the earth.

Where will it come from i the midst of the 
Atlantic Ocean I No ; for as before shown, 
it is to take its rise araon^' mountains, conse- 
quently we must of necessity cross to the 
continent of America in search of it. ^ow, 
that the portion of si«ack in which the king- 
dom is to take its rise has been traced to 
the American continent, it remains to be 
proved in what part of that land it is situa- 
ted. Inasmuch as God is the Jung or head 
of the government to be established in the 
last days, it will only be necessary to prove 
in what portion of the American continent 
he will reign, to find where the seat of his 
kingdom will be.— Mieah iv. 7. "And 1 
will make her that haltelh, a remnant, and 
her that was cast off, a strong nation, and 
the Urd shall reign over them m Mount 
Zion from henceforth, even forever." 

From the above we learn that the name of 
the capital of His kingdom is to be called 
Zion. Now let us seek for the locattou of 
Zion. " Beautiful for situation, the joy of 
the whole earth is Mount Zion, on the sides 
of the north, the city of the Great King."— 
Psalms xlviii. 2. I will not give sleep to 
mine eyes, or slumber to mine eyelids, until 
1 find out a place for the Lord, an habita 
lion for the mighty God of Jacob. Lo, we 
heard of it at Ephratah ; wo found it in the 
fields of the wood."— Psalm exxxii. 4—6 
verses. By compnring these passages with 
those before quoted, we find that Zion is lo- 
cated in the fields of the wood (prairies ol 
the wilderness) in. the northern part of Amer 
iea. Indeed we might wilh propriety con 
sider the Gentile nations of the New World 
as forming a part of the feet and toes of the 
image, from the fact that they are the do- 
cendants of those inhabiting the kingdoms of 
modern Europe, and have nil the character- 
istics pointed out by tlie prophot.— Sec Dan- 
iel ii, 41— 44. 

The inhabitants of Zion arc to be gather- 
ed out of all nations— Sec Jeremiah xxxi. G, 
7 and 8 vers. 

" For there shall be a day, that the wa'cl:- 
man upon Mount Ephraim shall cry, arise 
ye, and let us go up to Zion, unto the Lord 
our God. For thus saith the Lord, sing with 
gladness for Jacob, and shout among the 
chief of the nations; publish, ye, praise ye, 
'and sav, O Lord, save thy people, the rem- 
nnnt o'f Israel, Behold ! 1 will bring them 
from the north country, and gather them 
from the coasts of the earth, and with the 
blind and the lame ; the. woman with child 
and her that travailelh with child together : a 
»reat company shall return thither." 

Zion is to be the great gathering place for 
the tribes of Ephraim and Mnnasseh, and 
the children of Israel their companions, to- 
<'cthcr with as many of the Gentiles as will 
gather to Zion, nnd* enter with them into a 
covenant to serve the Lord. They will thus 
become Israel by adoption, and heirs of tin; 
blessings of the literal seed. Jerusalem will 
also come in remembrance before the Lord, 
as the great centre of gathering for Judah. 
and the children of Israel his companions. 
Zechariah ii. 12, "And the Lord shall inherit 
Judah, his portion in the holy land, and 
shall choose Jerusalem again." 

Judah, by right, held the* reigns of gov- 
ernment until .Shiloh . (Jesus) came, when 
the sceptre departed from him, and he was 
no longer a lawgiver to Israel— sec Gen. 
.xlix. iu,— but after the coming of £hiloh, the 
sceptre, or the rights and blessings of the 
first bom were to be transferred to Ephra- 
iriii Jeremiah xxxi. 0. "For I am a Father

All earthly 
kingdoms have instituted ordinances of adop- 
tion, or laws of naturalization, the obser- 
vance of which is necessary before a for- 
eigner can be admitted to the right of citi- 
zenship, thus guarding with jealous care the 
rights of the natural born ciltzens. ■. 

It is not reasonable to suppose, that God, 
the greatest of all *in^«, whose kingdom is 
the grearest of all kingdoms, and whose 
blessings of citizenship far exceed thoso of 
all -other kingdoms, would be equally, yea, 
far more slrict than any earthly ; king in 
guarding his kingdom from interlopers and 
all unworthy persons, by instituting ordin- 
ances which" would be strict in proportion to 
the greatness of the blessings to bo obtained 
through their observance; and that He would 
not leave the administration of those laws a 
matter of uncertainty, but that He would 
call and ordain worthy men, whose duty it 
would be to administer them to; all who 
earnestly sought to be admitted : into His 
kingdom. W e have the most abundant evi- 
dence in the scriptures that He has done so 
in all former dispensations. It has been be- 
fore shown that God has at sundry; tithes en 
deavorcd to establish His kingdon uport the 
earth ; therefore, if we can find out what the 
initiatory ordinances were in those dajrs, it; 
will materially assist us in ascertaining what 
ordinances are necessary to observe to gam 
admission into His kingdom in the last days. 
Jesus himself placed the matter beyond dis- 
pute in His day, for when called upon by a 
celebrated (divine) teacher of Israel form- 
formation upon the subject, He made the fol- 
lowing sweeping declaration, "Except a man 
be born of water and of the spirit, he cannot 
enter the kingdom of heaven." Sfcc John iii, 
5, 6. The Redeemer set an example of 
obedience to the first ordinance, being bap- 
tized by John in Jordan- As the birth of 
water requires an administrator, so does the 
birth of the spirit. We find that after the 
disciples were baptized, or bora; of water, 
the apostles laid their bands on.lhcm for the 
gift or birth of the .Spirit. But* [ says otic, 
J&sus did not receive the Holy Spirit through j 

True, for there 



Israel were baptized by immersion, or I 
of the water, yet we have no account of 
hands being laid upon them for the birth of 
the Spirit. Granted, yet their being baptiz- 
ed proves that the initiatory ordinances were 
in use in the days of Moses as in <J* T8 
of the Apostles; and it is not at all likely 
that the great lawgiver of Israal would ad- 
minister one ordinance and neglect the other; 
for except they were born of the Spirit, as 
well as of the water, they could not effter the 
kingdom of heaven. . 

Inasmuch as the kingdom God is the only 
kingdom that will endure forever, no man 
can obtain an eternal salvation otlt of it ;' and 
Jesus says, no man/can enter it without first 
being born of the water and "of the spirit. 
Since the strict observance of those initiatory 
ordinances were considered necessary to the 
salvation of the human family in tho days 
of Jesus and the Apostles, it must be evident 
to every candid minded person, that as sure 
as the same great king rules now^ that ruled 
then » »s sure as .in llim there is no vari- 
ableness nor shndow ot turning, so sure will 
the order of his kingdom remain unchanged 
—so sure wilUUiU^SHHMmd ordinances re- 
mam the same. If it was unlawful for any 
man to take upon himself the honor of ad- 
ministering the ordinances of the kingdom in 
the days of Paul, without being called and 
ordained as was Aaron, i. e,, by revelation, 
it must be equally so now. 

Saul was cursed, and tho kingdom rent 
from him, because he took upon himself to 
act the part of a priest at the altar. — 1st 
Samuel xiii. 8— 19.. . . 

C/.ziah, king of Judea, was cursed with 
leprosy for life, because he sought to. offer 
incense before the Lord without authority. — 
2 Ohron. xvvi. 16— 21; 

Fire came out from before the Lord, ant 
consumed Korah and his company, because 
their inordinate vanity had led them to as- 
sume tho high and dignified office of a priest 
and to seek by subtilty td establish their 
claim to the priesthood in the minds of the 
congregation; the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed up all that held up their heads 
for them. The Lord has never shown the 
least respect whatever for the offerings ' of 
such soi-disant priests ; but on the contrary , 
His wiath and indignation has been poured 
out in times that are past, upon all who have 
sought to administer in the priestly office 
without authority. If such was the case, 
what will become of the thousands of self- 
appointed uncalled ministers of tho nine- 
teenth century.

?iew Coins. 
The officers of the United Stales Mint 
have sent us specimens or illustrations of the 
two new coins {lately struck at the Mint] 
proposed in the bill presented by Mr. Dick- 
ensou, in the C. S. Senate. The ceiiti con- 
taining a small proportion of silver, is designed 
as a substitute for the copper coin how u*ed. 
It weighs twenty-five grains, the present cent 
one hundred and sixty-eight. It has a cir- 
cular hole in the centre. The three cent pieces, 
composed of three-fourths silver and ease- 
fourth copper, jure it.t nded to be exchanged 
for the **lips, levies and tjuarters" of Spanish 
type, now so infesting our currency. The 
exchange is to be ma<'e at current value and 
not by weight,!; so as to induce a rapid and 
general re-coiniige. The piece weighs twelve 
and three-eighths grains, and its diameter 
1 is just midway between the half-dime and 
gold dollar. 'These coins are decidedly 
more elegunt and convenient than those now 
in use.

Mai has not without reason been styled 
the crature of circumstances. History con- 
firms the assertion that the most extraordi- 
nary intellects of every age have | been dis- 
tinct!} marked by the character of their own 
times.

Do we not not* look in 
vain for these splendid displays .6f genius 
which were once made in our own times and 
country ? Where is our Patrick Henry of 
the present day ? Where is Fisher Ames ? 
Where is Alexander Hamilton ? and where 
is the whole glorious constellation 5 that be- 
spangled oar political heavens in : the days 
of the Revolution, and shone brighter and 
brighter as things around it worej a darker 
and more gloomy aspect ? 

To establish arbitrary rules for human ac- 
tion is in vain.

Rut few like him have invested with a 
visible tangible form every affection "of the 
soul, and every pang that plants daggers 
deepest in the bosom. Like Byron, others 
bnve wandered among tiie ruins of the East, 
and mused over broken arches nnd pros- 
trate columns, but none like him have told 
us their story. Like liim. others have stood 
among the Alps, while fhe-spirits of the 
place were holding their festivals, and heard 
" the rattling crags among which leaps the 
live thunder." but none like him have pro- 
longed its tremendous roar through the mu- 
sic of their song. Like him, others have 
beheld " the storm spirits fling their thun- 
derbolts from hand to hand." but none like 
him have transferred them, still burning and 
flashing, to their pages.

Nor is there any thing in the 
previous history of Mr. Paine, which should 
excite us in these days of humbug and morbid 
thirst for notoriety, to give full credence to 
his account for the astounding nature of this 
discovery, unsupported by testimony from 
persons well qualified to test its merits, and 
who have been allowed an opportunity of so 
doing.

Grass, was beginning to be plenti- 
i\. Early Pea Vines were up. Some full 
wheat was jointed, though the spring was 
called a late one in the V alley of tlj^e Moun- 
tains. 

On the same day we found ourselves over 
the first mountain and safely encamped on 
Kanyon creek. 12| miles from the city. 

Alter beating a track through .the snow 
to the summit of the second mountain and 
seeing the Platte River Kerry Company 
shoe their waggons; at day dawn of the 24th 
we descended the mountain and. succeeded 
in getting 2 miles down the East side, coming 
over .-now (on the crust) drifted about 20 
feet deep, on the East side of the summit. 
After other two days wallowing in the snow 
and shovelling a track upwards of a mile, we 
got to the mouth of Kanyon creek, four miles 
110m the summit of the second mountain. 
Some were snow blind, others with swplen 
faces, most of the company having bad colds. 

We found Kanyon Creek crossing very 
deep. The last crossing — three inches depth 
of water ran through our wagon beds. At 
Yellow Creek — two rods wide — the water 
so deep that it ran over our wagon beds into 
our wagons. Weber and Bear rivers were 
low; easy fording. 

On the evening of the 8th of May, we 
found ourselves comfortably encamped at 
Fort Bridger, 113£ miles irom our city in 
eighteen days. Here we heard, from the 
Snake. Indians, the welcome news thai there 
had been but little snow East this winter; 
though there had been so much West of 
Bridger, even in the months of March. 

Our cattle, while in the snow, and after- 
wards in the mud, were sustained • by the 
dry and green grass on the South side of the 
mountains, which were generally bare aud 
free from snow. We were mforimid > at 
Bridger, cattle had wintered well in the vi- 
cinity of Hams Fork, about twenty miles 
east of Bridger. Mr. Bridger, Batteez, anoV 
other traders, had two or three hundred 
head of horses for sale. The Fort Hall ex- 
press had just passed and bought two suita- 
ble for their trip at $50 each. 

On the 11 th we forded Hams Fork — four 
rods wide — swam our cattle over; put our 
effects &c, on boards laid across our pro- 1 
jeclions, and by connecting chains reaehed 
our cattle on the East side; drew our wagons 
across in safety, and iu very little time, hav- 
ing a iariett fastened to the ends of the chain 
to draw back again. 

On the 13th we forded Green River— six- 
teen rods wide-— in oue place, for about a rod, 
swimming our cattle and wagons. The fer- 
ry company had not their boats ready.

On the 14th we passed Snako (Indian) 
village on the move. They had wintered on 
the Wind river; had much fur, peltry, skins 
&e., which they were taking to Bridger to 
exchange for ammunition, blankets, &c. &c; 
all were on horseback, young and old; colts 
unable to travel, packed; dogs and eagles, 
packed; and we espied a rooster (which 
now they had packed up) and that had got 
so used to Indian life that we thought he 
seemed as graceful and dignified 011 horse- 
buck us if setting on the old barn yard fence 
at home. 

) On the 15th we met S. B. Craw's com- 
pany, of Kendall county 111,, within 1| miles 
of Dry Sandy, over the South pass eleven 
miles. They were well and hearty; their an- • 
imals were in good travelling order, much to 
our astonishment. But they had fed them 
grain and when that was exhausted they had 
fed their flour, depending on supplies at Salt 
Lake, .which no doubt they would receive, 
being the first gold diggers on the road, and 
which would pass through Salt Lake this 
season. When our company left the city 
flour was plenty at $10 per hundred. 

On the evening of the 16th, we encamped 
at the last crossing (to us the first crossing), 
of Sweet wate r; found Cnpt. Denison, from 
Ohio, with a company of two hundred, who 
had just encamped; and in a few minutes a . 
small company rolls up, crosses the river and 
encamps on the other side. The animals in 
Denison 's company were much used lip and, 
not to be at all compared with those in 
Craw's company, 

On the 21st we passed a few ox teams that 
had wintered at Laramie; also a man with a 
wheelbarrow (said to be a Scotchman.) He 
had been a-»ke& by several to join theii con.* 
pany and they would haul his provisions 
aud bedding. He thanked them kindly, but 
wished to be excused, as he could not wait 
on the tardy movements of a camp. Ho 
never was afraid of ihe Indians stealing his 
horses, and he never lost any rest dieading 
a stampede. One of our company, Bro. 
John 0. Angus told him he had in beholding 
him, seen the fulfilment of a Mormon proph- 
ecy. Three years ago he had heard a Mor- 
mon prophet declare that they would travel 
the plains with wheelbarrows. Many camps 
now pass us daily—roads thronged three 
hundred miles from Groat Salt Lake City; 
seven hundred and thirty one, miles from 
Council Bluffs. Crossing of "Sweetwater 
tolerable high; but wagon beds blocked three 
.or four inches go over safe. 

On the"25tFiwe reached Upper Platte 
Ferry and forded. The road now was com- 
pletely .covered with wagons and emigrants 
tor the Diggins. We tound here some har- 
ness laying on campgrounds; some casks,.

We saw u wagon alone 
on the river hank— mos all reported to have 
died. The road heir runs a couple of miles 
from the river. IJoti^ht wine sugar of n 
gentleman who said he was alone in his 
mess, his two friends bad died. The emi- 
grants had railed this, or somewhere in ibis 
vicinity, "the valley of death." Uravesby 
the wayside were reckoned at an average of 
one per mile; and who can tell the number 
on camping spots along down on the river 
banks,' 

On the 21st musketos and horsellies be- 
came numerous; and to give a correct ac- 
count of the annoyance v they gratuitously 
bestowed upon us and our jiorses, J feel in- 
adequate to the task.; 

On the evening of the 24th, we camped 
with Dro's. Lorenzo Young and Charles 
Decker, haying passed an unorganized com- 
pany of saints in the morning, gntherud 
from St. Louis and other places.

years ago; ascending the Upper 
Mississippi li the Autumn, when its waters 
' was compelled to travel by land 
ion of the -li;i{mls. My road lay 
through UM llalf- Breed Tract, a 'tine section 
of iowa. \\ llich the unsettled state of its land- 
titl«4s had appropriated as a sanctuary for 
coiners, horse thieves, and other outlaws. 
I had left inv steamer lit Keokuk, at the 
foot of the Lower Fall, to hire a carnage, and 
to contend lor some fragments of a dirty 
meal with the swarming Hies, the only scav- 
engers of Mie locality. From this place to 
where the deep water of the river returns, 
my eye weaiied to see everywhere sordid, 
vagabond and idle settlers; and a country 
nvarre'l, without being improved, by their 
careless hauils. 

1 was descending thei List hillside upon 
my journey,] when a landscape in delightful 
contrast broke upon my view. Half encir- 
cled by a bend of the river, a beautiful city 
lav glittering in the fresh morning sun; its 
brigiit new dwell n set in cool green gar- 
dens, ranging up around a stately dome- 
shaped hill, (which was crowned by a nobio 
marble edifice, whose high tapering spire 1 
was radiant kvith white and gold. The city 
appeared to cover several miles; and beyond 
it. in the bad; ground, there rolled off a fair 
country. che»|uered by the careful lines of 
ifruitful husbandry. The unmistakeable 
marks of industry,* enterprise and educated 
wealth, everywhere, made the scene one of 
singular undimosi striking beauty. 

It was a natural impure to visit this in- 
viting region. 1 procured a skill*, and row- 
ing across tl.e river, landed at the, chief 
Wharf of the city. No one met me there. 
I looked, and saw no one. 1 could hear no 
;one move; though the quiet every where was 
such that I heard the dies buzz, and the 
water-ripples break against the shallow of 
the beach. I walked through the solitary 
.streets. The town lay as hi a dream, under 
some deadening spell of ioneliness, from 
which 1 almost feared to wake it. For plain- 
ly it had not slept long. Vi'here was no 
|gass growing up m the paved ways. Rains 
had not entirely washed away the prints of 
dusty footsteps. 

Yet I went about unchecked, I went in- 
to empty workshops, ropewalks and smith- 
ies. The spinner's wheel was idle; the car- 
penter had gone from his work-bench and 
shavings, hip unfinished sash and easing. 
Fresli bark was in the tanner's vat, and the 
/reshVchoppeji lightwood stood piled against 
i& bakers oven. The blacksmith's shop 
was cold: but his coal heap and ladling pool 
And crooked waterhoru were all there, as if 
he had just gone off for a holiday. No work 
people an v where looked to know my erraud 



years, and had been finally successful only 
a few days before my visit, in an action 
fought in front of the ruined suburb; after 
which, they had driven them forth at the 
point of {the sword. The defence, they said, 
had been obstinate, but gave way on the 
third day's bombardment. They boasted 
greatly [of their prowess, especially in this 
Battle , as they called it; but 1 discovered 
they were not of one mind as to certain of 
the expl i:s that had distingui>hed it; one 
of which, as I remember, was, that they had 
slain a father and his son. a boy of fifteen, 
not long residents of the fated city, whom 
they admitted to have borne a character 
without reproach. 

They also conducted me inside the mas- 
sive sculptured walls of the curious Temple, 
in which they said the banished inhabitants 
were accustomed to celebrate the mystic- 
rites of an unhallowed worship. They par- 
ticularly pointed out to me certain features 
of the building, which, having been the pe- 
culiar objects of a former superstitious re- 
gard, they had as matter of duty sedulously 
detiled and defaced. The reputed sites of 
certain shrines they had thus particularly 

noticed, and various sheltered chambers, fn of another home. Hardly anythin^

I first listened to the sounds of revel of a 
party of the guard within the city. Above 
the distant hum of the voices of many, occa- 
sionally arose distinct the loud oath-tainted 
exclamation, and the falsely intonated scrap 
of vulgar song; — but lest this requiem should 
go unheeded, every now and then, when 
their boisterous orgies strove to attain a sort 
of exiatic climax, a cruel spirit of insulting 
frolic carried some of them up into the high 
belfry of the Temple steeple, and there, with 
the wicked childishness of inebriates, they 
whooped, and shrieked, and beat the drum 
that 1 had seen, and rang in charivaric uni- 
son their loud-tongued steam-boat bell.

That here parents "went into the water" for 
their lost -children, children for their parents, 
widows for their spouses, and youug per- 
sons ibr their lovers: That thus the Great 
Vase came to be for them associated with all 
dear and distant memories, and was there- 
fore the object, of all others in the building, 
to which they attached the greatest degree 
of idolatrous "atlectioii. On this account the 
victors hl(l so diligently desecrated it, as to 
render the apartment in which it was con- 
tained too noisome jtb abide in. 

They permuted me also to ascend into the 
steeple, to see where it had been lightning-

those 1 had seen near the City, extending 
bill they were lost in the distance.

curiosity, What had been their fate — what 
their fortunes ? 

I purpose making these questions the sub 
ject of my Lecture. Since the expulsion of 
the Mormons, to the present dnt«v I have 
been intimately conversant with the details 
of their history. But I shall invite your at- 
tention most particularly to an account of 
what happened to them during their lirst 
year in the Wilderness; because at this. time 
more than any other, being lost to public 
view, they were the subjects of fable and 
misconception. Happily, it was during this 
period I myself moved with them; and earn- 
ed, at dear price, as some among you are 
aware, my right to speak with authority of 
them anil their character, their trials, achiev- 
ments and intentions. 

The party encountered by me at the river 
shore were the last of the Mormons that 
left the city. They had all of them enga- 
ged the year before, that they would vacate 
their homes, and seek some other place of 
refuge. It had been the condition of a truce 
between them and their assailants; and as 
an earnest of their good faith, the chief el- 
ders and some others of obnoxious standing, 
with their families, were to set out for the 
West in the Spring of 104G. It had been 
stipulated in return, that the rest of the 
Mormons might remain behind in the peace- 
ful enjoyment of their Illinois abode, until 
their leaders, with their exploring party, 
could with all diligence select for them a 
new place of settlement beyond the Kocky 
Mountains, in California, or elsewhere, and 
until they had opportunity to dispose to the 
best ndvantage of the property which they 
were then to leave. 

Some renewed symptoms of hostile feel- 
ing had, however. "determined the pioneer 
party to begin their work before the Spring. 
It was, of course, anticipated that this would 
be a perilous service; but it was regarded as 
a matter of self-denying duty. The ardor 
and emulation of many, particularly the 
devout and the young, were stimulated by 
the difficulties it involved; and the ranks of 
the party were therefore filled up with volun- 
teers from among the most effective and re- 
sponsible members of the sect. They began 
their march in midwinter; and by the begin- 
ning of February, nearly all of them wore on- 
the road, many of their wagons having cros- 
sed the Mississippi on the ice. 

Under the most favoring circumstances, 
an expedition of this sort, undertaken at such 
a seasou of the year, could scarcely fail to 
be disastrous.* But the pioneer company

spring proved this a delusion, 
warm weather had made the 
enough for easy travel, messengers came :n- 
from Nauvoo to overtake the party with 
fear-exaggerated tales of outrage, and to 
urge the chiefmen to hurry back to the city 
that they might give counsel and assistance 
there. The enemy had only waited till the 
emigrants were supposed to be gone on their 
road too far to return to interfere with them, 
and then renewed their aggressions. 
The Mormons outside Kauvoo were indeed 
toil tor themselves and| their cattle, they hard pressed; bu t inside the city they main- 
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would find themselves a quarter or half a 
mile from the place they Jett in the morning. 
The heavy rains ;iaised all the water-cours- 
es: the most trifling streams were impassi- 
ble. Wood fit ftir bridgjng was often not to 
be had, and in such cases the only resource 
was to halt for the freshets to subside, — a 
matter in the case of the headwaters of the 
Chariton, foriinstance, of over three weeks* 
delay. 

These were dreary <waitings upon Provir 
dence. The most spirited and sturdy murp 
mured niost at thi;ir forced inactivity. And 
even the women,, whose; heroic spirits, had 
been proof against the lowest thermometric 
fall, confessed their tempers fluctuated with 
t!ie ceaseless variations of the barometer. 
They complained, hTo, that the health of 
their children suffered [more. It was the 
fact; that the open winds of March and 
April brought with them more mortal sickr 
ness than the sharpest freezing weather.^ 

The frequent burials made the hardiest 
sicken. On the soldier s march, it is mat 
ter of discipline, that alter the rattle of mus- 
ketry over lus comrade's grave, he ! shall 
tramp it to the music of borne careless tune 
in a lively quick-step. But, in the Mormon 
camp the companion who lay ilf and gave 
up the ghost within viewjof all, all saw as hu 
lay stretched a corpse, and all attended to| 
his last resting- place. It was a sorrow then j 
too, of itself to simple-hearted people, the 
deficient pomps of their imperfect style of 
funeral. The general hopefulness of human^ 
— including Mormon — nature, was well il«i 
lustrated by the! fact, tliat the most provi^ 
dent were found 'unfurnished with underta- 
ker's articles}; so that; bereaved affection 
was driven to the most melancholy make- 
shifts. 

The best expedient generally was to cut 
down a log of some eight or nine feet long, 
and slitting it longitudinally, strip off i.s 
dark bark in; two half j cylinders. These, 
placed around the body pf the deceased, and 
bound firmly together wi h withes made of 
the alburnum formed a rough sort of tubu-: 
lar coffin, which surviving relatives and 
friends, with; a little show of black crape, 
could follow with its enclosure to the hole, 
orbit of ditch, dug to receive it in the wet 
ground of the prairie, j They grieved to 
lower it down so poorly clad, and in such an 
unheeded grave. It was hard; — was it 
right I — thus hurriedly to plunge it in o^ie of 
the undistingtiishable wi^ves of the great hind 
sea, and leave it behind them there, under 
the cold north rain, abandoned; to be for- 
gotten / They had no tombstones, nor 
could they find rock to j>fle the monumental 
cairn. So, when they had filled up the 
grave, and over it prayjed a Miserere pray- 
er, and tried to sing a hopeful psalm, i their 
last ofiice was to seek out landmarks, or call 
in the surveyor to help! them determine the 
beaiings of valley bendfe, headlands, orifbrks 




tained themselves very well for two or three 
months longer. 

Strange to say, tlie chief part of this res- 
pite was devoted to completing the structure 
of their quaintly devised but beautiful Tem- 
ple. Since the dispersion of Jewry, proba- 
bly, history affords us no parallel to the at- 
tachment of the Mormons for this edifice. 
Every architectural element, every most fan- 
tastic emblem it embodied, was associated, 
for Uiem, with some cherished feature of 
their religion. Its erection had been en- 
joined upon them as a most sacred duty: 
they were proud of the honor it conferred, 
upon their city, when it grew up in its spleu- 
dour to become the chief object of the admi- 
ration of strangers upon the Upper Mississip- 
pi. IJesides, they had built it as a labor of 
love; they could count up to half a million 
the value of their tithings and free-will. ofTer- 
ings laid upon it. Hardly a Mormon woman 
had not given up to it some trinket or pin- 
money: the poorest Mormon man had at 
least served the tenth part of his year on' its 
walls; and the coarsest artisan could turn tu 
it with something of the ennobling attach- 
ment of an artist for his fair creation. There- 
fore, though their enemies drove on them 
ruthlessly, they succeeded in parrying the 
last sword-thrust, till they had completed 
even the gilding of the angel and trumpet on 
the summit of its lofty spire. As a closing 
work, they placed on the entablature of the 
front, like "a baptismal mark on the forehead ?

Then, ht High noon, under the bright 
sttnshinc of May, the next only after its com- 
pletion, they consecrated it to divine service. 
There was a carefully studied ceremonial 
for tlie occasion. It was said the high elders 
of the sect traveled furtively from the Camp 
of Israel in tlie Wilderness; and throwing 
off ingenious disguises, appeared in their 
own robes of holy office, to give it splendor. 

For that one day the Temple stood re- 
splendent in all its typical glories of sun, 
moon and stars, and "other abounding figur- 
ed and lettered signs, hieroglyphs and sym- 
bols: but that day only. The sacred rites 
of consecration ended, the work of removing 
the sacrosancta proceeded with the rapidity 
of magic. It went on through the hkjht; nnd 
when the morning of the next day dawned, 
all the ornaments and furniture, eveiy thing 
that could provoke a sneer, had been carried 
off; and except some fixtures that would not 
bear removal, the building was dismantled 
to the bare walls. . 

It was this day saw the departure of the 
last elders, and the largest band that moved 
in one company together. The people of

ather hazardous, especially at that late sea- 
son of the year. Many of them had fried 
it, but none had ever succeeded in achieving 
it. - The country was represented to be bar- 
ren in the extreme, and almost, if not entire- 
ly, destitute of fresh water. In addition to 
which, some disturbances and ill-feeling had 
taken place between the. whitens and the 
Snake or Shoshone Indians, arising'out of a 
•toss outrage which had been wautonly in- 
flicted upon the latter hv a band of unprinci- 
pled emigrants, in * Inch several of their 
men were killed, and women violated and 
murdered. I was ue * i mined, however,- to' 
proceed; and having psovided ourselves with 
some India-rubber ba^s for 'packing' water, 
in case of necessity, on the 19th of October 
we commenced our journey. We were also 
provided with one .-ohiieis' tent, and one 
wall tentifly, for prelection from rains; but 
they were of little u.-e. its but in one or two ' 
instances eould poles be procured for stretch- 
ing them, so utterly dusiiiut^uf timber was 
the region through which We passed. The 
journey occupied us until the 8th of Novem- 
ber. ; 

We found that the whole western shore 
of the lake consists of immense level plains 
of soft mud, inaccessibly within many miles 
of the wafer's" edge to the feet of mules or 
horses, being traversed frequently by mean- 
deiing rills of salt or sulphur water, which 
apparently sink and seem to imbue aud sat- 
urate the whole soil rendering it miry and 
treacherous. These plains are but little ele- 
vated above the present level of the lake, and 
have, without doubt, at one time, not very 
long since, formed a part of il; for it is evi- 
dent that a rise of but a few inches will at 
once cover the greater portion of these ex- 
tensive areas of land with water again. I 
do not think 1 hazard much by saying that a 
rise of one foot in the lake would nearly il 
not quite double its present area. 

"The plains are, lor tho most part, entire- 
ly denuded of vegetation, exc qning occa- 
sional patches of Artemesia and •grease- 
wood,* and they "glitter in the sunlight, pre- 
senting the appearance of water so perfectly 
that it is almost impossible, for one to con- 
vince himself that he is not in the immedi- 
ate shore of the lake itself. This is owim. 
to the crystallization of minute portions o: 
salt on the surface of the mud, and. the oozy 
slime occasioned by the complete saturation 
of the soil with moisture. From this cauue, 
also, arises a miraye, which is greater here 
than I have ever witnessed elsewhere; dis- 
torting objects in the most grotesque man- 
ner, and giving rise to optical illusions al- 
most beyond belief. I anticipate serious an- 
noyance" from this cause, in making the tri- 
angulation.'* 

♦•In an estimated distance of one hundred 
and fifty miles, on one part of the route, fresh 
water and grass were found only in one spot, 
about midway of this stretch, and we were 
olnVed to subsist our animals, that is, to 
keep life in them, by serving them out a pint 
of watepycach, night and morning, taken from 
the india-rubber bags packed upon their 
backs. The first part of this desert was about 
seventy -five miles in extent, and occupied u'i 
two days and a half to cross it, traveling . ttll 
day and the greater part of the night; walking 
a great portion of the way to relieve the 
mules, which began to sink" for the want ot 
sustenance and water. 

"In the latter portion of this first desert 
we crossed a jkld of solid salt, which lay en- 
crusted upon the level mud plain, so thick 
that it bore up the mules loaded with their 
packs so perfectly that they walked upon it 
as if it had been a sheet of solid ice, slightly 
covered with snow. The Whole plain was 
as level as a floor. We estimated this field 
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t*» be* at least ten miles in length, by sevehi.iii 
width, and the thickness of the jsufr. at from 
one-half* to three Quarters of an inch.- A 
strip of sonic three-miles in width had been 
previously crossed, but if was riot thick, nor 
hard enough to prevent the animals frou-. 
sinking thioagh iti into the mud at every 
►tep. The salt in the >.y]id field" was ner- 
fcctly crystalled, and, where it hud not" be-, 
come mixed .with the soil, was as white and 
ifne as the best specimen's ofisalina table

life; greatest and best of men. His illness 
appears to have been sudden, and the dis- 
ease to which he full a victim was, no doubt, 
contracted in his campaigns in Mexico, 
heightened and aggravated by the incessant 
toil] and new duties, habits of life and es- 
trangement from former customs, imposed 
by his civil position. 

Sever has the nation had occasion to 
mourn the demise of a purer or nobler man. 
History and time will do that justice to his 
memory, which, liviug, his enemies denied 
him, and of which political asperites strove 
to divest him. His whole life was a exem- 
plification of his patriotism and devotion to 
his country. In another aspect, his death 
at the present time is to be deplored. In 
his life — 'his ability to rule — the confidence 
that all men reposed in his firmness and at- 
tachment to the Constitution, and determi- 
nation to support and sustain it at all haz- 
ards— the People, political friends as well 
as opponent", felt perfect security that, 
however the storm of ultraism might rage at 
the North or the fc?outh, there was still a 
power at the helm that eould control it. 

That he was equal to the prominent sta- 
tion to which the affections of his country- 
men called him, is evinced by his brief ad- 
ministration. He came into power surround- 
ed by peculiar circumstances. A majority 
of each House 1 ' of Congress was against him, 
and. although nearly seven months of ses- 
sion Have been wasted and no one subject 
embraced in his annual message has been 
disposed of, yet even the political majority 
against him has not dared to net in opposi- 
tion to any of his propositions. Had he been 
permitted to live to see the result of his re- 
commendations, their utility, statesmanship 
and forecast, would have been exemplified 
and vindicated. 

He sleeps with his fathers, and the patri- 
ots of the land who have gone before him ; 
but his spirit, his integrity and high pur- 
poses,-will live, after him in his successor to 
the Chief Magistracy. — [Republican. 

Washington*. Pith July.

one hundred and eleventh parallel of longi- 
tude west from Greenwich; thence due 
south on the said parallel of longitude to a 
point* on the Rio Gala, intersected by the 
same ;« thence up the middle of the main 
channel of said river to the point which may 
be designate'! by the Commissioners appoint* 
ed t to establish the line between the United 
States and the Republic of Mexico, ns the 
point where said river or one of its branches 
shall be intersected by the western line of 
New Mexico : thence south on the said line, 
as the same shall be established by. the Com- 
missioners, to the angle formed by the States 
of Chihuahua, Sonora and New Mexico;

Exces- 
sive heats, varied only by repeated drench- 
ing thunder squalls, .knocked .up my horse, 
my only, traveling companion; and otherwise 
added to the ordinary hardships of a kind of 
life to which I was as yet little accustomed. 
I sullered a sence of discomfort, therefore, 
amounting to physical nostalgia, and was, in 
fact, wearied to death of the staring silence 
of the prairie, before 1 came upon the objects 
of my search. • 

They were collected a little distance above 
the I'oita watamie Agency. The hills of the 
"liigh Prairie 1 ' crowding in upon tl'te river 
at this point, and overh mging it, appear of 
\ an unusual and commanding elevation. They 
'are called the Council Ululfs; a name given 
them with ano|l:er meaning, but well illus- 
trated by the picturesque Congress of their 
high und mighty summits. To the south of 
them, a rich alluvial flat of considerable 
widtli follows down the Missouri, some eight 
miles, to where it is fost from view at a turn, 
which forms the site of the Indian town of 
Point mix Poules. Across the river from 
this spot the hills recur again, but are skirted 
nt their base by as much low ground as suf- 
fices for a landing. 

This landing, and the large flat or bottom 
on the east side of the river, were crowded 
w ith covered carts hnd wagons; and each one 
of the Council IJluffhills opposite was crown-

The battnliou gone, the hostlngain moved 
on. The touts which had gathered on kite 
hill summits, like white birds! hesitating to 
venture ui the long flight over the river, 
were struck oue after another, and the dwel- 
lers in litem and their wagons and their cat- 
tle hastei.ed down to cross itjaui ferry in 
the valley, which they made ply night and 
day. A little beyond the landing they form- 
ed their cQmpanics,innd.made their prepara- 
tions for the last and longest stage of their 
journey. It was a more serious matter to 
cross the mountains then than [now, that the 
thirst of our people for the golu of Calitbrnia 
.lias made die region between them and their 
.desire such literally trodden ground. 

Thanks to this wonderful movement, I may 
dismiss an effort to describe the incidents of 
emigrant life upon the Plains, presuming that 
you have: been made more thanj familiar with 
then already, by the many repeated descrip- 
tion? of which they have been the subject. 
Tiie desert march, the ford, the quicksand, 
the jndian battle, the bison chase, the prairie 
lire:— the. adventures of the ijlormonsicOm- 
prisid every variety, of these viarieties; b|it I 
eouki not hope to invest them with the inter- 
estDf novelty.

' extremest suffering: and their relief parties 
were out night and day to scour over every 
trail. 

At this time, say two months before the 
final expulsion from Nauvoo, there were al- 
ready, along three hundred miles of the road 
between that city and our Papillon Camp, 
over two thousand emigrating wagons, be- 
sides a large number of noudeseript turn-outs, 
the .molley rfnake-sJufts of poverty; from the 
unsuitably heavy cart that lumbered on mys- 
teriously with iis sick driver hidden under 
its counterpane cover, to the crazy two- 
wheeled trundle, such us our own poor em- 
ploy for the conveyance of their slop barrels, 
this pulled along it may be by a little dry, 
dugged heifer, and rigged up only>to drag 
some such light weight as a baby, a sack of 
meal, or a pack.of clothes paid bedding. 

Some of them were in distress from losses 
\?pou the way. A strong trait of the Mor-' 
xiions was their kindness to their brute de- 
pendents, and particularly to their beasts of 
draught. They gave them the holiday of 
the Sabbath whenever it came round: I be- 
lieve they would have washed them with old 
wine, aftqr the example of the emigrant Car- 
thaginians, had they had any. Still, in the 
Slave-coast heats, under which the animals 
had lo move, they sometimes foundered. 
Sometimes, too, they strayed oil in the night, 
or were mired in morasses;— or.oftener were 
stolen by Indians j who found market covert 
for such plunder nmoh£the.horse-thicf whites 
of the frontier. But the great muss of these 
pilgrims of the desert wits made up of poqr 
folks, who had fled in destitution from IN au- 
voo, and .been refused a,restiug place by the 
people cf Iowa. - • 

It is difficult fully to understand the state 
of helplessuess in which some of these would 
arrive, after accomplishing a journey of such 
extent, under circumstances of so much pri- 
vation and peril. The fact was, they seem- 
ed to believe that all their Jtroubb would be 
at an end if they could only come up with 
their comrades at the real Camps. For 
this they calculated their .resources, among 
i \\;hich their power oCepdurance was by much 
'the largest and most .reliable item, und they 
were not disappointed ,if they arrived with

The most striking feature

West's picture of our Philadelphia Treaty, 
? and staring their inability to comprehend the 
f wonderful performances. These loitered to 
the last, as if unwilling to seek their abject 
homes. 

Well as I knew the peculiar fondness of 
the Mormons for music, their orchestra in 
service on this occasion astonished me by its 
numbers and fine drill. The story was, that 
an eloquent Mormon missionary had con- 
verted its members in a body to an English 
town, a stronghold of the sect, and that they 
took up their trumpets, trombone?, drums 



ha, and Otto and Missouria Indians. It re- 
mained pitched herej for nearly two months, 
during which period I.resided in it. 

.Ik was situated near the Petit Papillon, or 
Little Butterfly River, and upon some fine- 
ly rounded hills that encircle a favorite cool 
sprj'pg. On each of these a square was mark- 
ed out; and the wagons as they arrived took 
their positions alongUts four sides in double 
rows, so as to leave |a. roomy street or pas- 
sage-way between them. The tents were 
disposed also in rows, at intervals between 
the wagons. The cattle were folded in . high 
fenced yards outside. The quadrangle in- 
side was Itf ft vacant |for ihc sake of ventila- 
tion, and the streets, covered in witli, leafy 
arbor work and kept scrupidously ,cJean, 
formed a shaded cloister walk. This was 
the place of exercise for slowly recovering 
invalids, the day-homo of the infants, and 
the evening promenade of all.: 

From the first formation of the camp, all 
its inhabitants .werci constantly and labori- 
ously occupied. Many of them were highly 
educated mechanics | and seemed only uj 
need a day's anticipated rest to engage them 
&t the forge, loom, or turning lathe, upon 
some needed chore of work. A Mormon 
gunsmith is the inventor of the excellent re- 
peating rifle, that lo:kds by slides instead of 
cylenders; and one jof the neatest finished 
fire-arm'? I have ever seen was of this kind. 



It was that of a joyous hearted clever fel- 
low, whose songs and fiddle tunes were the 
life and delight of Nauvoo in its merry days. 
1 .forget. his story, and how exactly, it fell 
about, that after a Mormon's full peck of 
itroubles, hestarted after us with his wife and 
•little ones from some *lymg down place' in 
the Indian country, where he had contended 
wilh an attack of a serious malady. He was 
just convalescent, and the fatigue of margh- 
ing on foot again with a child on his back, 
speedily brought on a relapse. But his anx- 
iety to reach a place where he could expect 
to meet friends with shelter and food, was 
such that he only pressed on the harder. Pro- 
bably for more than a week of the dog-star 
weather, he labored on tipder a jiigh lever, 
jjvalkfng every day tjil.be was entirely ex- 
hausted. 

His Jimbs failed him then; but his courage 
holding out, he got into his covered cart on 
]fpp of its freight of baggage, and made tjienri 
jlrive him on, while he lay down. .They could 
mrdly believe how ill he was, he talked on 
so cheerfully— •♦I'm nothing on earth ailing 
but home-sick: I'm cured the very. minute I 
get to camo a,nd see the brethren." 
j Not being able thus to watch his course, 
he lost his way, and had to regain it. through 
a wretched tract of Low Meadow Prairie, 
.where there were no trees to break the noon", 
nor water but,what was ague-sweet or brack- 
ish. By the time he got back to the trail of 
the High Prairie,;lie was, in his own phrase, 
>pretty far gone.' Yet he was resolute in his 
(purpose as ever, and lo a party be fell in 
With, avowed his, intention to be cured at the 
camp, 'and no where else.* ; IIe even jested 
with them, comparing his jolting couch to a 
Summer cot in a white washed cockloft. "But 
I'll make them take me down," he said, 
«^and give me a dip in the river t when,I get 
there. All I care for is to see the brethren." 

His determined bearing rallied the spirit of 
his travelling household, and they kept on 
their way till he was within a few. hours jour- 
ney of tne camp. He entered on his r iast 
day's journey with the energy of increased 
hope.

John Taylor's proclamation lo the French peo- 
ple. It is worthy the perusal of all: 

Tu the Editor of the "iNTEitntETEK." 

BoLLOCiNE-SlU-MEK-, 

June 25th, 1850. 

Mr Dk.vu Sir : — As I perceive bv your 
paper that you are liberal in you sentiments 
and that vour tolumus are open to all pro- 
fessions, { have taken the liberty of forward- 
ing to you the following communication for 
an insertion in your excellent journal. 

I have lately arrived at Boulogne in com- 
pany with three other gentlemen Mr. Curtis 
E. liolton, Mr. John Pack, and Mr. William 
Ho .veil. We are Elders of the- Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints : We have 
come to Boulogne for the purpose of preach- 
ing or lecturing on the religious principles 
believed in by us as a people, and we aire 
desirous of laymg those principles as fully 
before till classes of the citizens of Boulogne 
as circumstances wild admit of. What those 
principles are, will of course be more fully 
developed in . the lectures which will be giv- 
en ; but at present I will give a brief syn- 
opsis or outline of the leading items of our 
faith. But before 1 commence, perhaps it 
may be proper to answer one or two ques- 
tions that I have had put to rau frequently 
since my arrival here. Have you any political 
object in view .' No. We are ministers of the 
Lord Je.-us Christ, and have come to teach 
his word as committed unto us and desire to 
infringe on no man's rights: nor to interfere

with the government or policy of this nation. 
We wish to be in subjection to all law, rule, 
and authority : and to sustain them so far as 
our humble inlluence will extend. Are you 
Protestant or Catholic neither, in the com- 
mon acceptation of the term : Both, in many 
particulars. 

The church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints was ilrst organized in Town of Man- 
chester, Ontario County, State of New York, 
U. S. A. Cth, April, HJ30. Previous to this 
an angel appeared unto a young man nbout 
fifteen years of age, a farmer's son, named 
Joseph Smith, and communicated unto him 
many things pertaining to the situation of 
the religious world, the necessity of a cor- 
rect Church organization, and unfolded many 
events that should transpire in the last duys, 
as spoken of by the Prophets. 

As near as possible 1 will give the words 
as fye related them to me. He said that "in 
tin: neighborhood ill which he resided there 
was a religious revival, (a thing very com- 
mon in the country) in which several" diller- 
cut denominations were unitet^; that many 
professed to be converted : among the num- 
ber, two or three of his fathers family. When 
the revival was over, there was a contention 
as to which of these various societies, the 
persons who were converted, should belong. 
One of his father's family joined one society, 
and another a ditferent one. His mind wits 



do that .every fear was banished from his 
heart and nothing but ciilmncss pervaded 
bis soul. The statute of tijus personage was 
a little above the common size of men in this 
age; his garment was perfectly white and 
had tlie' appearance of be ng without scam. 
He declared himself to be an angel of Got}, 
sent forth by commandment, to communicate 
to him that his sins were forgiven, and that 
his prayers were" heard ; and also to bring 
tlie jo} : ful tidings, that the covenant which 
Uod made with ancient Lsrael, concerning 
their posterity, was at baud to be fulfilled ; 
that the great preparatory work for the se- 
cond Coining of the Messiah was speedily to 
commence— that the time; was at hand for 
the Gospel, in its fubms to be preached in 
power unto all Nations ; that a people might 
be prepared with faith and righteousness, 
for the MihVnial reign of universal peace 
and joy ; ami that he was called and chosen 
to be an instrument in the hands of God, 
to bring about some of his marvellous pur- 
posed in this latter dispensation.* 1 

There are 'many other things relatingjto 
this vision too lengthy for a communication 
of this kind, but which we hope hereafter to 
be able to lay before the people. Such as 
the gathering of Israel ; the restoration | of 
the, ten tribes ; the personal reign of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ upon tlie earth ; the 
discovery of Ancient Sacred Records ; the 
dealings of the Lord with the North Ameri * 
can Iiidiaus in former days ; the Urim njnd 
Thummim; the Melchisedeck Priesthood; 
the situation of the Churches and the world; 
the organization of a pure Churvh ufier the 
order of that of the Apostles, and the resto- 
ration of the Gospel in all its fulness, riches, 
power, glory, gilts and blessings as in for- 
mer days. 

Without entering into any further details 
I shall proceed to slate the leading doctrines 
or items revealed unto Us, and which we 
teach.

We believe in faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ ; repentance towards God ; baptism 
for the remission of sins, [viz adult baptism 
by immersion] and laying on of hands for 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. Acts 2 chap. 
38 39 verses,— Mark 16 chap. 16 to 20. 
Acts 8 chap. M to, 18. We believe also in 
the resurrection of the dead and eternal 
judgement, as being among the first princi- 
ples of the Gospel,— Hebrews 6 chap. 2 v. 

We believe that when men receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost it will do the same 
things for them now, as it did formerly. 
Acts 2 chap. 16 to 18. Act4 19—6; they 
will .have also the gifts of tongues, healings, 
wisdom utterance,' kno' 
everything that existed 
sociated with the same Gospel. I Cor. 12, 
8 to 11.

Wet the hand in cold water and 
mould into shtipe, clap it at once into 
the oven and during the cooking of any 
meal, with live minutes* labor, you can have 
excellent bread. The soda and acids consti- 
tute the elements of commou salt, and they 
not only raise the bread by combination, but 
salt in the bargain.

Th£ nearest unlinished 
rnu^irigi to the; Papillonj Camp, was that of 
e Corne a ('erf, or Elk-horm a tributary of 
w Halle, distant may be a couple of hours' 
innii, IIere,|in what seemed to be an in- 
y short space of tirhe» there rose the 
ven ereal pietis and abutments of a bridge, 
ith .is inigut olmllenge honors for the en- 
tire public spirited population of lower Vir- 
ginia. The patty detailed to the task work- 
vd in the broiling sun, in water beyond depth, 
soil up to their necks, as if engaged in the 
perpetration of j«omo pointed and delightful 
jraeucle joke. |Thc chief sport lay in float- 
along with the logs, cut from the oyer- 
bni,'ing timber up the stream, guiding them 
t il they reached their destination, and then 
plunging them under water in the precise 
s^t where theV were to be secured. This 
«'! c laughing eii^mecrs would execute with 
thi? agility of happy diving ducks. 

Our nearest ferry wns that over Uie Mis- 
smri. Nearly 6pj)osite Pull Point, or Point 
ui\ I'oules". a trstding jiost of the American 
Kur Company, and village of the Pottawn- 
tainie*, they had gained a favorable cross- 
making ; a deep cut for the road 
through the steelp right bank. And here, 
without imermiksion, their flat-bottomed 
- scows piled, crowded with the wagons and 
cows and sheep jand children and furniture 
(>f tac einigranU*,nvho, in waiting their turn, 
tttnle the woods; around ^nioke with their 
crowding camp %s. .But no such gqpd tor- 
j'Jiie as a gratui^uts passage awaited the 
heavy oattle, of -whom, with the others, no

A heavy fresljet had at once swollen the

ming in among their battling hoofs, display 
feats of . address and hardihood^ that would 
h.*tve made Fijanconi's or the Madrid bull- 
ririy: vibrate with bravos of applause. But 
in toe hours after hours that 1 have watched 
litis sport at the ferry side, I never heard an 
oath or the language of quarrel, or knew it 
provoke the least sign of ill feeling. 

After the sorrowful word was given out to 
halt,, and make preparations for winter, a 
chief labor betamo the making hay; and 
with every datr dawn brigades of mowers 
would take up the; march to their positions 
in chosen raeaidows— a prettier sight than a 
charge of cavalry — las they laid their swarths, 
whole companies of; scythes abreast. Before 
this time the manliest, as well as most gen- 
eral daily labor, was the herding of the cat- 
tle ; the only wealth of the Mormons, and 
more and more cherished by them, with the 
increasing pastoral ! character of (heir lives. 
A camp could not! be pitched in any spot 
without soon exhausting the freshness of 
the pasture around it ; and it "became an 
ever recurring [task to guide the cattle, in 
unbroken droves, to the nearest places where 
it. was still fresh and fattening. Sometimes 
it was necessary to go further, to distant 
ranges which were known as feeding grounds 
of the Buffalo. About these there were 
sure to prowl parties of thievish; Indians; 
and each drove therefore had its escort of 
mounted men hnd boys, who learned self- 
reliance and heroism while on night guard 
alone, among the silent hills. But generally 
the cattle were driven from the camp at the 
dawn of morning, and brought back thou- 
sands together in the evening, to be picket- 
ed in the great ! corral or enclosure, where 
beeves, bulls, icows, and oxen, with the 
horses, mules, hogs, calves, sheep and hu- 
man beings, could all look together upon the 
red watch tires.; with the feeling of security, 
when aroused by the Indian stampede, or 
the bowlings oil the prairie wolves at moon- 
rise. ■ 

When they sijt about building their winter 
houses, too, the Mormons went into quite 
considerable timbering operations, and per- 
formed dtisperate feats of carpentry. They 
did. not come, ornamental gentlemen or raw 
apprentices, to extemporise new versions of 
liiuinson Crusoe!. It was u comfort to notice 
the readiness wSth which they turned their 
hands to wood craft? some of "them, though 
I believe these ljad generally beeu bred car- 
penkrs, whcelrjghts, or more particularly 
boat builders, quite outdoing the most nota- 
ble voywjiutrs iii ithe use of the axe. One of 
these would felj a tree, strip oil' its bark, 
cut and split up the trunk in piles of plank, 
scantling, Or shingles ; make posts, and pins, 
and palcs4-e very thing wanted almost, of the 
branches ; and. treat his toil from lirst to last 
with more sportive flourish than a school-boy 
whittling his shingle. 

Inside the camp, the chief labors were as- 
signed to the \yomen. From the moment, 
when after the halt, the lines had been laid, 
the spring: wells dug out, and the oVens and 
lire-places built, though the men assjumed to 
set the guards aiid enforce the regulations of 
Police, the Empire of the Tented Town was 
with the better ;sex. They were the chief 
comforters of the; severest sufferers, the kind 
nurses who gave them in their sickness, 
those dear attentions, with which pauperism 
is haidly poor,; and which the greatest 
wealth often fails to buy. And they were a 
nation of wonderful managers. They could 
hardly jbe called j house wives in ety mologi- 
cal strictness, bu^ itjwas plain they had once 
been such, and most distinguished ones. 
Their art availei them in their changed af- 
fairs. With almost their entire culinary ma- 
terial limited to the milk of their cows, some 
store of meal or| flour, and a very few con- 
diments, tl^ey brought their thousand and 
one receipts into piay with a success that 
outdid for their families, the miracle 1 of the 
Hebrew- widow'si cruise. They learned to 
make butter on nj march, by the dashing of 
the wagon, and so nicely to calculate the 
working of barm in the jolting heats, that as 
soon after the halt as an oven could be dug 
in the hill side and heated, their well knead- 
ed loaf was ready for baking, and produced 
good leavened bread for supper. 1 have no 
doubt the appctiz ng zest, their humble lore 
succeeded in imparting to diet which was 
both simple and ^iieagre, availed materially 
for the health as j well as'tho comfort of the 
people. 9 

But the lirst dufy of the Mormon women 
was, through all tihange of place and fortune, 
to keep alive the jiltar lire of home. What- 
ever their manifold labors for the day. it 
w as their effort to] complete them against the 
sacred hour of evening fall. For by that 
time all the otit-workers, scouts, ferrymen 
or bridgemeu, road-makers, herdsmen or 
haymakers, had fyrished their tasks and come 
in to their rest. And before the last smoke 
of the supper lire jcurled up reddening in the 
glow of sunset, a! hundred chimes of cattle 
bells announced jtheir looked-for approach 
across the open hills, and the women went 
out to meet iheni at the camp gates, and 
with their childrep in their laps sat by them 
at the cherished [ Family meal, and talked 
over the events of the well-spent day. 

But every day dosed as every day began, 
with an invocation of the Divine favor ; with- 
out which, indeed, no Mormon seemed to 
dare to lay down to rest. With the lirst 
shmmg^of the stars, laughter and loud talk- 
ing hushed, the neighbor went his way, you 
heard the last hymn sung, and then the 
thousand-voiced murmur of praver was 
"card like babbling water falling down the 
hills. | 

There was no austerity, however, about 
the religion of Mormonism. Their fasting 
and peuuncc, it is no jest to say, was alto- 
gether involuntary. They made no merit 
ol that. They kept the Sabbath with cbnsid- 
erable strictness : they were too close copy- 
ists of the wanderers of Israel in other res- 
pects not to have learned, like them, the 
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value of this most admirable of the Egypto- 
Mosaic institutions. But the rest of die week,

their religion was independent of ritur? 
servance. They had the sort of strong "i 
ached faith that is still found embalmed in 
sheltered spots of Chatholic Italy and Spain, 
with the spirit of the believing or Dark- 
Ages. It was altogether too strongly felt, 
to ne dependent on intellectual ingenuity or 
careful caution of the ridiculous. It mixed 
itself up fearlessly with the common transac- 
tions of their evcry-day life, and only to give 
them liveliness and color. 

If any passages of life bear better than 
others a double interpretation, they are the 
adventures of travel, and of the field. What 
old persons call discomforts and discourag- 
ing mishaps, arc the very" elements to the 
young and sanguine, of what they are willing 
to term fun. The Mormons took the young 
and honeful side. They could make sport 
and frolic of their trials, and often turn right

kept my tent in the camp line; but, for as 
much as a month, had very jjmall notion of 
what went on among my neighbors. 1 re- 
collect overhearing a lamentation over some 
dear baby, that its mother no idoubt thought 
l l ie ^V s .* ro )* m o angel should Have been spe- 
cially; instructed to spare, li wish too for 
my ovn sake, I could forget, liow imperfect- 
ly one day I mourned the decease of a poor 
isaint, who by clamor rendered his vicinity 
troubbsomo. " He no doubt endured great 
pain; for he groaned shockingly till death 
came to his relief. He interfered with my 
own Iwrd gained slumbers, and — I was glad 
when Death did relieve him. j 

Before my attack, I was fond of convers-

This, too, was at a time of serious jilflic- 
tion. Beside the* ordinary suffering from in- 
sufficient food and shelter, distressing and 
mortal sickness, exacerbated, if not originat- 
ed by these causes, was generally prevalent. 

In the camp nearfsst us on the West, 
which was that of the bridging party near 
the Coruc, the number of its inhabilauts be- 
ing small enough to invite computation, 1 
found, us early as the 31st of July, that 37 
per cent, of its inhabitants were down with 
the Fever and a sort of strange scorbutic dis- 
ease, frequently fatal, which they named 
the Black Canker. The camps to ihe.Eust 
of us, which were all on the eastern side of 
the Missouri, were yet worse fated. 

The climate of the entire upper "Jfisen/ 
Bottom," as they term it, is, during a con- 
siderable part of Summer and Autumn 
singularly pestiterious. Its rich soil, which 
is to a depth far beyond the reach of the 
plough as fat as the earth of a kitchen gar- 
den, or compost-heap, is annually the force- 
bed of a vegetation as rank as that of the 
Tropics. To render its fatal fertility the 
greater, it is everywhere freely watered by 
springs and creeks and larger streams, that 
flow into it from both sides. In the season 
of drought, when the Sun enters Virgo, these 
dry down till they run impure as open se*w- 
ers, exposing to the day foul broad flats, 
mere quagmires of black dirt, stretching 
along for miles, unvaried, except by the 
limbs of half buried carrion tree trunks, or 
by occasional yellow pools of what the chil- 
dren call frog spawn ; all together steaming 
up thick vapors redolent of the savor of 
death. 

The same is the habit of the Great River. 
In the beginning of August, its shores hard- 
ly could contain t,he millions of forest logs, 
and lens of billions nf ynlbms of lurbid w»»t. 
er, that came rushing down together from 
its mountain head-gates. But before the 
month was out. the freshet had all passed 
by ; the river diminished one half, threaded 
feebly southward through the centre of the 
Valley, and the mud of its channel, baked 
and creased, made a wide tile pavement be- 
tween the choking crowd of reeds and sedgy 
grasses and wet stalked weeds, and growths 
of marsh meadow flowers, the garden flow- 
ers, the garden homes at this tainted season 
of venom-crazy snakes, and the fresher ooze 
by the water's edge, which stank in the sun 
like a naked muscle shoal. 

Then the plague raged. I have no means 
of ascertaining the mortality of the Indians 
who inhabited the Bottom. In 1015, the 
year previous, which was not more unheal- 
thy, they lost one-ninth of their number in 
about two months. The Mormons were 
scourged severely. The exceeding mortal- 
ity among some of them, was no doubt in 
the main attributable to the low state to 
which their systems had been brought by 
long continued endurance of want and hard- 
ship. It is to be remembered also, that 
they were the lirst turners up of the prairie 
sod, tpid that this of itself made-them liable 
to the sickness of new countries. It was 
where their agricultural operations had been 
most considerable, and in situations on the 
left bank of the river, where the prevalent 
south-west winds wafted to them the mias- 
mata of its shores, that disease was rife.* 

In some of these, the fever prevailed to 
such an extent that hardly any escaped it. 
They let their cows go unmilkcd. Thev 
wanted for voices to raise the Psalm of Sun- 
days. The few who were able to keep their 
feet, went about among the tents and wag- 
ons with food and water, like nurses through 
the wards of an Infirmary. Here at one 
lime the digging got behind I mud , bui iala 
were slow; and you might see women sit in 
the open tents keeping the flies oil' their dead 
children, sometime after decomposition had 
set in. 

in our own camp for a part of August 
and September, things wore an unpleasant 
nspect cnough.f Its situation wns one 
much praised for its comparative salubrity; 
but perhaps on this account the number of 
cases of Fever among us was increased by 
the hurrying arrival from other localities, 
of parties in whom the virus leaven of dis- 
ease was fermented by forced travel. 

But I am excused sufficiently the attempt 
to get up for your entertainment here any 
circumstantial picture of horrors, by the fact, 
that at the most interesting season. I wns 
incapacitated for nice observation by an at- 
tack of Fever — mine wns what tlicy call

h a half dreamy way, I remember, or I 
thirk I remember; a crowd of phanthoms 
like these. 1 recal but one fact, however, 
going far in proof of a considerable mortal- 
ity. Earlier in the season, while going westf 
warl with the intention of passing the Hocky 
Momtains that summer, I had opened with 
the issistance of Mormon spades and shovj- 
els, n large mound on a commanding clcva? 
tion, the tomb of a warrior of the ancient 
race; and continuing on my w;ay, had left a 
deej trench excavated entirely through it, 
Itetuning fever-struck to the Papillon Camp, 
I fouid it planted close by this spot. It was 
just forming as I arrived ; the first wagon j 
if I mistake not, having but a day or two 
before halted into place. My first airing 
upon my convalesehce took mejlo the mound, 
which, probably to save digging, had been 
re-adapted to its original purpose. In this 
brief interval, they had tilled the trench with 
bodies, and furrowed the groundwith graves!

Though , the season was late, when they 
first crossed the Missouri, some of them 
moved forw ard with great hop fulness, full 
of the notion of viewing and choosing their 
new homes that year. But the van had on- 
ly reacled Grand Island and the Pawnee 
villages, when they were overtaken byimorc 
ill news from Nauvoo. Befoni the summer 
closed, their enemies set upon the last rem- 
nant of those who were left behind in Illinois. 
They were a few lingerers, who could not 
be pers wiled but there might yet be time 
for then to gather up their wordiy goods be- 
fore removing, some weakly [mothers and 
their infiuts, a few delicate young, and many 
cripplesand bereaved and sick fjeople. These 
had renained under shelterJ according to 
the Monion statement at least, by virtue of 



)y virti 

an exprfcss covenant in their behalf. If there 
was sudi a covenant, it was broken. A vin- 
dictive war was waged against thein, from 
which tie weakest lied in scattered parties, 
leaving the rest to make a reluctant and al- 
most fulierotisly unavailing defence, till the 
1 7th day of' September, when: 1.02.5 troops 
entered Nauvoo, and drove all forth who 
had not retreated before that time. 
Like the wounded birds of a; flock fired in- 



the tribe was removed in pursuance of it, 
was admirably adapted to enforce habits of 
civilized thrift. It was smooth prairie, want- 
ing in timber, and of course in game ; and 
the humane and philanthropic might rejoice 
therefore that necessity would soon indoc- 
trinate its inhabitants " into the practice of 
agriculture. An impracticable few, who may 
have thought these advantages more than 
compensated by the insalubrity of their allot- 
ted resting place, fled to the extreme wilds, 
where they could find deer and woods, and 
rocks and running water, and where I believe 
they are roaming to this day. The remaind- 
er, being what the political vocabulary desig- 
nates on such occasions as Friendly Indians, 
were driveu — marched is the word—galley 
slaves are marched thus to Barcelona and 
Toulon— marched from the Mississippi to the 
Missouri, and planted there. Discontented 
and unhappy, they had hardly begun to 
form an attachment for. this new soil, when 
they were persuaded to exchange it for' their 




to towaid nightfall, they came

with filtered stops; many of them without 
bag or baggage, beast or bnrrojv,* all asking 
skelter or burial, and forcing r fresh repar- 
tition of the already divided rations of their 
friends. It was plain now, that every ener- 
gy must be taxed to prevent the entire ex- 
pedition from perishing. Further emigra- 
tion for the time was out of the question, and 
the people prepared themselves for encount- 
ering another wtntojp on tho pratrto. 

Happily for the main body, they found 
themselves at this juncture among Indians, 
who were amicably disposed. ; The lands on 
both sides of the Missouri in particular,; were 
owned by the PotUiwatamies and Omahas, 
two tribes whom unjust treatment by our 
United States, had the effect; of rendering 
most suspiciously hospitable j to strangers 
whom they „ regarded as persecuted like 
themselves. 

The Pottnwatamics on the {eastern -side, 
are n flation from whom the United Slates 
bought some years ago a number of hundred 
thousnad acres of the finest lands they: have 
ever brought' into market. Whatever the 
bargnii was. the sellers were? not content 
with it; the people saying, their lenders 
wore cheated, made drunk, brjbcd, and all 
manner of naughty things besides. No doubt 
this was quite as much of a libel on the fair 
fame of this particular Indian treaty, n»such

arrived among them. 

They were pleased with the Mormons. 
They would have been pleased with any 
whites who would not cheat them, nor sell 
them whiskey, nor whip them ^>r their poor 
gipsjjy habits, nor bear themselves indecent- 
ly toward 'their _ women, many of w hom 
among the Pottawatamies, especially those 
of nearly unmixed French descent, are singu- 
larly comely, and some of them educated. 
But all Indians have something like a senti- 
ment of reverence for the insane, and admire 
those who sacrifice, without apparent mo- 
tive, their worldly welfare to the triumph of 
an idea. They understand the meaning of 
what they call a great vow, and think it the 
duty of the right-minded to lighten the vo- 
tary's penance under it. To this feeling they 
united the sympathy of fellow-sufferers for 
those who could talk to them of their own 
Illinois, and tell the story how from it they 
also had been ruthlessly expelled. 

Their hospitality was sincere, almost deli- 
cate. Fanny Le Clerc, the spoiled child of 
the great brave, Pied Bichc, interpreter of 
the Nation, would have the pale face Miss 
Devine learn duetts with her to the guitar; 
and the daughter of substantial Joseph La 
Framboise, the interpreter of United States, 
— she died of the fever that summer, — wel- 
comed all the nicest young Mormon Kitties 
and Lizzies, and Jennies and Susans, to a 
coffee feast at her father's house, which was 
probably the best cabin in the river village. 
They made the Mormons at home, there and 
elsewhere. Upon all their lands they for- 
merly gave them leave 'to tarry just so long 
as should suit their own good pleasure. 

The affair, of course, furnished material 
for a solemn council. Under the auspices 
of an officer of the United States, their chiefs 
were summoned, in the form befitting great 
occasions, to meet in the dirty yard of one 
Mr. P. A. Sarpy's log- trading house, at 
their village. They eiruie in grand toilet, 
moving in their fantastic attire with :-o ap- 
lomb, and genteel measure, that the .strang- 
er found it difficult not to believe thc.ni high 
born gentlemen, attending a costumed ball. 
Their aristocratically thin legs, of which 
they displayed fully the usual Indian pro- 
portion, aided this illusion. There is some- 
thing too at all times very Mock-Indian in 
the theatrical French miliinery- lie of the 
Pottawatamie tin ban; while it is next to 
impossible fpr a sober white man, at lirst 
sight, to believe that the red, green, black, 
blue and yellow cosmetics, with which he 
sees such grave personages so variously dot 
ted, diapered, cancelled and urabesqued, 
are worn by them in any mood but one of 
the deepest and most desperate quizzing. 
From the time of their first squat upon the 
ground, to the final breaking up of the coun- 
cil circle, they sustained their characters with 
equal self-possession and address. 

I will not take it upon myself to describe 
their order of ceremonies ; indeed, 1 ought 
not, since 1 have never been able to view 
the habits and customs of our aborigines in 
any other light than that of a reluctant anil 
sorrowful subject of jest. Besides in this in- 
stance, the displays of pow wow and elo- 
quence were both probably moderated, by 
the conduct of the entire transaction on tem- 
perance principles. I therefore content my- 
self with observing, generally, that the pro- 
ceedings were such as every way became 
the grandeur of the parlies interested, and 
the magnitude of the interests involved. 
When the Bed Men had indulged to satiety 
in tobacco smoke from their pence pipes, 
and iu what they love still better, their pe- 
culiar metaphorie rhodomontade, which, be- 
ginning with the celestial bodies, and cours- 
ing downwards over the grandest sublunary 
objects, always managed to alight at last on 
their Grand Father Polk, and the tenderness 
for him of his affectionate colored children ; 
all the solemn funny fellows present who 
played the part of Chiefs, signed formal ar- 
ticles of convention with their unpronounce- 
able names. 

The renowned chief, Pied Riche — ho wns 
surnumed Le Clerc on account of his remark- 
able scholarship, — then rose, and said : 

Mv MoitMOK Bkktiiken :— 

♦•The Pottawatamie- came sad and tired 
into this unhealthy Missouri Bottom, not 
many years back, when ho was taken from 
his beautiful country beyond the Mississippi, 
which had abundant game and timber and 
clear water everywhere. Now you are dri* 
vtn away, tho same, from your lodges and 
lauds there, and the graves of your people. 
So we have both suffered. We must help 
one another, and the Great Spirit will help 
us both. You are now free to cut and use 
all the wood you mnjs wish. You can make 
all your improvement, and live on any part 
of our actual land uot occupied by US. Be- 
cause one sutlers, and does not deseive it,

Now, I looked, and behold I saw the beast 
pull one of; these wires, when imcdiately 
there was a running to and fro, by many of 
the men, who passed among the multitude, 
whispering in the ears of those who stood 
still, at the same time placing a piece of 
gold into their hands, which had the magi- 
cal effect of ; producing the samo movement 
among those who retained it. I looked again, 
and lo, the beast grinned an exceeding grin, 
after which, he pulled another wire, and im- 
mediately the people shouted three times. 
The beast now looked around him, to the 
north, and to the south, to the cast and to 
the west — ihen lying fiat upon his face, he 
again pulled another wire, and all the peo- 
ple dropped before him many millions of 
pieces of gold, upon seeing which, the beast 
grinned exceedingly, jumped up and down, 
and danced, and seemed very glad. Now, I 



looked again, and saw on the west, a build 
ing, which, was supported upon the shoul- 
ders of. many men ; to these, also, wires 
were attached, which the beast pulled, but 
with no effect.

Indian Fight. 

July 1st. we received a lorn* letter from 
John \V. Jones, Capt. of the Oquaka, 111., 
Company of emigrants, giving the particu- 
lars of an Indian hght at yellow creek, about 
eleven miles west of Bear Itiver, on the 
morning of the 27 ih of June. We have not 
room lor the particulars, but the principal 
facts have since been corroborated by Mr. A. 
Williams ot Utah, who says that the Utah 
Chief, Walker, told him tliat he liad burned 
six lodges of the Snakes, eleven miles west 
of Bear River ; killed seven men and four 
squaws ; and taken five prisoners and forty 
horses, in revenge for the Snakes having 
previously killed some of his Indians. While 
the captors were contending about the divi- 
sion, they killed all the horses. The prison- 
ers were for sale. Walker's statements is 
doubtless correct, and agrees with Capt. 
Jones, except in length and particulars. The 
supposed Fight, near Weber, the following

To believe your own thought, to believe 
that what is true for you in your private 
lieart, is true for all men — that is genius. 
Speak your talent conviction, and it shall be 
universal sense ; for the inmost is due time 
becomes the outmost — and our first thought 
is rendered back to us by the trumpets of 
the Last Judgment. Fnmiliar as the voice 
of the mind is to each, the highest merit we 
ascribe to Moses, Plato, and Milton is, that 
that they set at naught books and traditions, 
and spoke not what men but what they 
thought. A man should learn to detect and 
watch that gleam of light which flashes 
across his mind from within, more than thti) 
lustre of the firmament of bards and sages.' 
Yet hc dismisses without notice his thought,, 
because it is his. In every work of genius 
we recognize our own rejected thoughts :

majesty. Great works of art have no more 
affecting lesson for us than this.

Else, to-morrow a stranger will say 
with masterly good sense precisely what we 
have thought and felt all the time, and we 
shall be forced to take* with shame our own 
opinion from another. 
. There is a time in every man's education 
when hc arrives at the conviction that envy 
is ignorance, that imitation is suicide ; that 
he must take himself f< r better, for worse, 
as his portion ; that though the wide uni- 
verse is full of good, no kernel of nourishing 
corn can come to him but through his toil 
bestowed on that plot of ground which is giv- 
en to him to till.

Arrival from Salt Luke. 
On Wednesday last a party from this re- 

fion entered Sacremento, six weeks from the 
lormon city. They were belated last fall 
on their route to the mines, and took shelter 
at Salt Lake City till this spring. They left 
their wagons in the niountains, but found no 
difficulty in bringing through their mules in 
good condition. They report the snow from - 
ten to thirty feet deep on the mountain:., 
though easily to be passed, it being covered 
with u firm crust. 

The Lake Superior Journal notices a 
strange phenomenon which was witnessrd 
at Two Head River, 70 miles above the 
Sault, on the 18th ult. A slight agitation of 
the water of Lake Superior was noticed, and 
very soon the land rose out of the water, 
forming an island of about 1 50 feet, in cir- 
cumference, and some six feet high.

single town, neatly laid out with highways 
and byways, and fortified with breast-work, 
stockade and block houses. It had too its 
place of worship, "Tabernacle of the Congre- 
gation," and various large workshops, and 
mills , and factories provided with water 
power. 

They had no camp or settlement of equal 
size in the Pottawatamic country. There 
was less to apprehend here from Indian in- 
vasion; and the people scattered themselves 
therefore along the rivers and streams, and 
in the timber groves, wherever they found 
inviting localities for farming operations. In 
this way many of them acquired what have 
since proved to be valuable pre emption 
rights. r 

Upon the Pottawntamie lands, scattered 
thiough the border regions of Missouri and 
Iowa, in the Sauk and Fox country, a few 
among the Ioways, among the Poncahs in a 
great company upon the banks of tho L'Eau 
qui Coule, or Running Water River, and at 
the Omaha winter quarters;— the Mormons 
sustained themselves through the heavy 
winter of lBJb'-l G17. It wan the severest 
of their trials. And if I aimed at rhetorical) 
effect, I would be bound to oiler you a mi- 
nute narrative of its progress, as a sort of 
climax to my history. But I have. I think,

our charity, or even 
commiseration in a single quarter. 

This winter was the turning point of the 
Mormon fortunes. Those who lived through 
it were spared to witness the gradual return 
of better times. And they now liken it to 
Jreary ni^ht, since which 
they have watched the coming of a steadily 
brightening day. J 

Before the grass growth of 1.C47, a body 
of one hundred and forty-three picked men, 
with seventy wagons, drawn by their best 
horses, left the Omaha quarters, under the 
command of the members of the High Coun 
eil who had wintered there. They carried 
with them little hut seetfand farming imple 
nients, their aim being to plant spring crops 
at, their ultimate destination. They relied on 
their rilles to give them food, but rarely left 
their road in search of game. They made 
long daily marches, and moved with as much 
rapidity as possible. 

Against the season when ordinary cmigrn 
tion passes the Missouri, they were already 
through the South Pass: and a" couple of short 
days travel beyond it, entered upon the 
more arduous portion of their journey. It 
lay in earnest through the Kocky Mountains. 
They turned Fremont's Peak, Long's Peak, 
the f w ins, and other King summits, but had 
to force their way over other mountains of 
the rugged Utah Range; sometimes following 
the stony bed of torrents, the head waters of 
some of the mightiest rivers of our conti- 
nent, and sometimes literally cutting their 
road through heavy and ragged timber. 
They arrived at the grand basin of the Great 
Salt Lake, much exhausted, but without 
losing a man, and in time to plant for a par- 
tial autumn harvest. 

Another party started after these pioneers, 
from the Omaha winter quarters, in the 
summer. They had 5C6 wagons, and car- 
ried large quantities of grain, which they 
were able to put into the ground before it 
froze. 

The same season also these were joined 
by a part of the Battalion and other members 
ot the Chhrch, who came eastward from 
California and the Sandwich Islands. To- 
gether, they fortified themselves strongly 
with sunbnek wall and blockhouses, aiid 
living safely through the winter, were able 
to tend crops that yielded ample provision 
for the ensuing year. 

In WW, nearly all the remaining mem- 
bers of the Church left the Missouri country 
in a succession of powerful bands, invigora- 
ted and enriched by their abundant hnrvesis 
there; and that year saw fttllv established 
thoir Commonwealth of the New Covenant, 
the future State of Dkskubt. 

J may not undertake to describe to you in 
a single lecture the Geography of Descret, 
and its Great Basin. Were I to consider 
tho face of the country, ils military position; 
or its climate and its natural productions, 
ach head, 1 am confident, would claim 
more time than you have now to spare me. 
l or Descret is emphatically a New Country; 
new in its own characteristic features, now- 
er still in its bringing together within its lim- 
its the most inconsistent peculiarities of oili- 
er countries. 1 cannot aptly compare it to 
any. Descend from the mountains, where 
you have the scenery and climate of Switzer- 
land, to seek the sky of .your choice among 
the many climntes of Italy, and you may 
liud, welling out of the same hills, the Free- 
zing Springs of Mexico and the Hot Springs 
of Iceland, both together coursing their way 
to the Salt Sea of Palestine in the plain be- 
low The pages of Make Uru n provide me 
with a ess truthful parallel to it than those 
which describe tho happy Valley of Hasselas 
or the Continent of Balmbarbi. 

Let me then press on with my history, du- 
ring tho few minutes that remain for me j 

Only two events have occurred to menace 
seriously the establishment at Descret: the 
tirst threatened to destroy its crops, the oth- 
er to break it up altogether. % 

The shores of the Salt Lake arc infested 
by a sort of insect pest, which claims a vile 
resemblance to the locust of the Syrian Dead 
Sea. Wingless, dumpy, black, swollen- 
headed, with bulging eyes in cases like Re- 
gies, mounted upon legs of steel wire and 
clock-spring, and with a general personal 
appearance that justified the Mormons in 
comparing liim to a cross of the spider on

their pigeons. They disappeared every 
evening beyond the lake; but, returning with 
sunrise, continued their welcome visitings 
tilPfhe crickets were all exterminated. 

This curious incident recurred the follow- 
ing year, with this variation, that in 1849, 
the gulls came earlier and saved the wheat 
crops from all harm whatever. !■ 

A severer trial than the visit of the crick- 
et-locusts threatened Dcseret in the discov- 
ery of the gold of California. It was due to 
a party of Uie Mormou battalion recruited on 
the Missouri, who on their way home, found 
employment at New Helvetia. They were 
d'ggiug a mill race there, and threw up the 
gold dust with their shovels. You all know 
the crazy fever that broke out as soon as this 
was announced. It infected every one 
through California. Where the gold was 
discovered, at Sutter's and around, the stan- 
ding grain was left uncut; whites, Indians, 
and mustees, all set them to gathering gold, 
every other labor forsaken, as if the first com- 
ers could rob the casket of all that it con- 
tained. The disbanded soldiers came to the 
valley; they showed their poor companions 
pieces of the yellow treasure they had gain- 
ed; and the cry was raised: "To California 
— To the Gold of Ophir. our brethren have 
discovered! To California!" 

Some of you have perhaps come across 
the half ironic instruction of the heads of the 
Church, to the faithful outside the Valley: 

"Tho true use of gold is for paving streets, 
covering houses, and making culinary dish- 
es; and, when the Saints shall have prcach- 
d the Gospe', raised grain, and built up cit- 
ies enough, the Lord will open up the way 
for a supply of gold to the perfect satisfac- 
tion of His People. Until then, let them 
not be oyer anxious, for the treasures of the 
earUi are in the Lord's storehouse, and he 
it% open the doors thereof when and where 
e pleases." — II. Gen. Epistle 14. 
The enlightened virtue of their rulers saved 
the people and the fortunes of Deserct. A 
few only went away — and they were asked 
in kindness never to return The rest re- 
mained to J>e healthy ard happy, to "raise 
grain and build up cities." 

The history of the Mormons has ever since 
cen the unbroken record of the most won- 
derful prosperity. It has looked, as though 
the elements of fortune, obedient to a law of 
natural re-action, were struggling to com- 
pensate to them their undue share of suffer- 
ing. They may be pardoned for deeming 
it miraculous. But, in truth, the economist 
accounts for it all, who explains to us the 
speedy recuperation of cities, laid in ruin by 
t ood, tire and earthquake. Duringits years 
of trial, Mormon labor has subsisted on insuf- 
ficient capital, and under many trials — but 
it htm subsisted, and survives them now, as 
intelligent and powerful as ever it was at 
Nauvoo; with this difference, that it has in 
the meantime been educated to habits of uu- 
matched thrift, energy and endurance, and 
has been transplanted to a situation where it 
is in every respect more productive. More- 
over, during all the period of their journey, 
while some have gamed by practice in han- 
dicraft, and the experience of repeated es- 
says at their various halting-places, the 
minds of all have been busy framing designs 
and planning the improvements they have 
since found opportunity to execute j 

The territory of tho Mormons is unequal- 
led as a stock-raising country, The lineal 
pastures of Lombardy aro not more estima- 
ble than those on the east side or the Utah 
Lake and Jordan River. We find here that 
cereal anomaly, tho Bunch grass. In May, 
when the other grasses nush, this line plant 
dries upon its stalk, and becomes \\ light yel- 
low straw, full of flavor and nourishment 
It continues thus, through what are the dry 
months of theclimato, till January, anil then 
starts with a vigorous growth, like dial of 
our own winter wheat in April, which j keeps 
on till tho return of another May. Whether 
as straw or grass, the cattle fatten on! it the 
year round. The numerous little dells and 
sheltered spots that aro found in the moun- 
tains, nre excellent sheep-walks; it is said 
that the wool which is grown upon tl cm is 
of an unusually fine pile and soft texture. 
Hogs fatten on a succulent bulb or iuber, 
called the Seacoe, or Sccgosc Root, w rich 1 
hope will soon be naturalized with us. It is 
highly esteemed as- a table vegetabe by 
Mormons and Indians, and I remark that 
they arc cultivating it with interest lit the 
French Garden ot Plants. The emigrant 
poultry have taken the best of care of each 
other, only needing liberty to provide them- 
selves with every other blessing. 

The Mormons have also been singularly 
happy in their Indian relations. They have 



Fortunately, upon their marauding expe- 
ditions, and in matters that affect their free- 
booting relations generally, they all obey the 
great war chief of the tribe called the Utai/s, 
m the heart of whose proper territory fflie 
Mormon settlements are comprehended. / 

If accounts arc true, the Utahs are brjave 
fellows. They differ obviously from the de- 
ceased nations, to whose estates we have la- 
ken it upon ourselves to administer. Tlfey 
ride strong, well-limbed Spanish horses, Jot 
ponies; bear well cut rifles, not shot-guns, 
across their saddle-bows, and are not withdut 
some idea of military discipline. They cjr- 
ry their forays far into the Mexican States, 
laying the inhabitants under contribution, 
and taking captive persons of condition, 
whom they hold to ransom. They are, hs 
yet at least, little given to drink; some of 
them manifest considerable desire to acquire 
useful knowledge; and they are attached to 
their own infidel notions of religion, making 
long' journeys to the ancient cities of the Col- 
orado, to worship among the ruined tempi L 
there. The Soldan of these red Paynims. 
too. their great war chief, is not without his 
knightly graces. According to some of tlib 
Mormons, he is the paragon of Indians. HA 
name, translated to diminish its excellence 
as an exercise in Prosody, is Walker. He 
is a fine figure of a man, in the prime of lifel 
He excels in various manly exercises, in a 
crack shot, a rough ride, and a great jud-^ 
of horse flesh. * , 

He is besides very clever, in our sense of 
the word. He is a peculiarly eloquent masl 
ter ofthc graceful alphabet of pantomime^ 
which stranger tribes employ to communi 
cate with one another. lie has picked up 
some English, and is familiar with Spanish 
aud several Indian tongues. He rather ak 
foeta the fine gentlemnn. When it ii hi* 
pleasure to extend his riding excursions into; 
dexico, to inflict or threaten outrage, or tot 
receive the instalments of his black mail sal- 
ary, he will take offence if the poor people 
there fail ! to kill their fattest beeves, and 
adopt other measures to show him obsequi- 
ous and distinguished attention. He has 
more than \ one black-eyed mistress thcre^ 
according to his own account, to whom he 
makes love in her own language. His dress 
is a full suit of the richest broadcloth, gener- 
ally brown, cut in European fashion, with a 
shining beaver hat, and tine cambric shirt, 
lo these, he adds his own gaudy Indian 
trimmings, and in this way contrives, they 
say, to look superbly, when he rides at the 
head of his; troop, whose richly caparisoned 
horses, with their embroidered saddles anil 
harness, shine and tinkle as they prance un- 
der their weight of gay metal ornaments. 

With all his wild cat fierceness, Walker is 
perfectly velvet-pawed to the Mormons. 
There is a queer story about his being influr 
enced in their favor; by a dream. It is the 
fact, that from the first, he has received the 
Mormon exiles into his kingdom, with a gen- 
erosity, that in its limited sphere, transcends 
that of the Grand Monarch to the English 
Jacobites. lie rejoices to give them the in- 
formation they want about the character of 
the country under his rule, advises with them 
as to the advantages of particular localities, 
and wherever they choose to make their set- 
tlements, guarantees them personal safety 
and immunity from depredation.

From Denmark. 

Woreceived a letter from Elder Erustns Snow 1 , 
one of tho Twelve Apoatleaof tho lost day*, and a 
faithful laborer la the Kingdom of God, andcanne 
of righteousness, dated Copenhagen, July 7th. Be 
lioviog that a few extracts might be interesting to 
oar rea< em, we copy the fo 1 »wiog : 

Copenhagen, Denmark. July I, .. .. 
" This being the day or anniversary of a 
Nation's birtk^ the nations too which has giv- 
en birth to the Prophet and Saints of the last 
days, (myself included) and in which the 
kingdom of God was nourished in its infan- 
cy; a variety of reflections and meditations 
press upon my mind in this far off land. In 
the midst of which I seat myself at mv writ- 
ing desk to endeavor to communicate some 
of my feelings and reflections to my kind 
and affec i mate friends in that "land of Prom- 
ise." 

I have often of late had occasion to remark 
that an American born and raised in the 
United States knew not the worth of his na- 
five land, until he tmvelcdfabroad, and with 
L!n X K nen WWe had, 1 have never 
been able so fully to realize, the extent of 
the blessings of heaven that have been show- 
ered upon that land, as I have since I arriv- 
ed m Kurope. Well might the people of the 
United fetates celebrate the day in which 
their fathers were made free. If they had 
continued in that freedom and walked in the 
footsteps of their fathers, and feared the God 
of the hind, who blessed them and lifted 
hem up above all other lands. But they 
mve despised the precepts of their fathers, 
and trampled'under their feet the God who 
delivered them ; yoa they have waxed strom* 
m iniquity and abominations of every kind°. 
The land has become defiled under the in- 
labitants thereof. It has drunk at their' 
lands the blood of her noblest Son's— Pro- 
bets and Saints— the martyrs of Jesus I ! 
f hey have driven and cast out their own 
children,-even like a mother dashing her in- 
fant from her bosom. They wandered in the 
wilderness— they cried.unto God in the des- 
ert; the Loid heard their crv— he sent his 
angels before them. Yea the" Most High put 
forth his hand and lifted them up. He led 
them to a goodly land— he gave unto them 
^corn, and with the fruits of the earth did he 
satisfy them. He sfint unto them the young 
of the flock and of the herd— yea and with 
butter and milk did he satiate their souls- 
then they rejoiced before him and gave thanks 
unto their deliverer. They brought unto 
him the fruits of their ground — the calf and 
the kid and. whatsovcr the Lord hnd given 
them, and they went up to the place of the 
:temple of the Lord, there to praise his Holy 
name, and keep a " feast of tabernacles, " 
yea with music and with banners, did the 
young men and maidens and old men tegeth- 
cr celebrate the day in which the Lord, did 
give them reel — even the 24th of July 1 . Glo- 
rious day ! may it never' be forgotten 1 In 
each sucoccding year, may ita approach be 
thrice welcome to Zion's Sons and daugh- 
ters.. May its annual return bring increased, 
strength, glory and deliverance unto he/ 
children ; until her banners float on every 
breeze, and proudly wave o'er every hill; and 
righteousness and peace be the heritage of 
every soul of man. If 

July 7th— I again sit down to writ a little 
more. It is Sunday evening, 9 o'clock, p. 
m., I am sitting alone by my bedroom win- 
dow which overlooks a boautiful garden of 
trees and flowers, and by this window I have 
sometimes been able to read and write as 
late as 104, and sometimes eleven- o'clock by 
the daylight, and again the dav dawns be- 
tween one and two o'clock in the morning. 
During the shortest days in winter they have 
daylight some six or seven hours. Copen- 
hagen is in latitude about 66 deg. 3G min., 
and lone, 120 East of Greenwich ; about 126 
deg. east and 1 6 deg. north of Salt Lake City. 
Difference in time about eight hours and 16 
minutes so that I am getting up mornings 
about the time you nre going to bed. 

This summer has thus far been quite cool. 
It is not unusual to see men walking the 
streets with overcoats. Indeed, Br. Dykes 
and myself sometimes wear our ovcrcouts in 
the house, and then shiver with cold, while 
Br. Hanson laughs at us. But you must not 
udgc the winter's here by the Summers. 
Kor the difference is not so great here as in 
Descret. Although perhaps more snow, yet 
as near as I can loam the winters are as mild 
as m Massachusetts or New York. Unlike 
Swcedcn and Norway — Denmark (ernbrac- 
ngJuthind Peninsular and Islands of the 
Cntegat and Baltic,) is nil low flat land ; and 
lesldos being nearly all surrounded with wa- 
ter, is interspersed with numerous lakes ; all 
of which contribute to equalize the climate, 

liml present a touti not to die ntountniiioun re- 
gions of Norway and Sweden. Copenhagen, 
(sit. iate on the island of Zealand,) is by fur 
the greatest town, and seems to be tho soul 
of the kingdom. It numbers somewhere 
about 140,000 inhabitants. It is well forti- 
fied, and is withal a beautiful place,— speak- 
after the manner of the world— but to me 
nothing is beautiful but the home of the 
Saints. 

! After my last letter was written from Eng- 
land, (May Oth,) I visited Edinburgh and 
Glascow Conferences in Scotlnnd, and on my 
way preached in the old "cock-ntt," in Pres- 
ton, where Br. Hyde and Kimball, fin-t be 
gan the work in Britain, in 1837. I return- 
ed from Scotland and went to London where 
I nttended conference and spent about ten 




a son of "Belial," would neither receive him 
nor permit his stepmother to him. Nei- 
ther will he yet, only as she steels away from 
homo. He had stopped with a distant rela- 
i : v© who received him kindly. 

Br. Forsgreen tarried witli us a few days, 
and then sailed per steamer from here to 
Geffle on the Swccdish shore of the Baltic, 
which is some five or six hundred {niles from 
here. We have just received a .letter from 
him, informing us of his arrival, aid that he 
was well received by a brother aind sisUr, 
who believed his testimony. But; his father 
being at sea', be h,ad uot seen him. ! 

When we landed in Copenhagen, .Br. 
Dykee could read Danish a little, but could 
not speak it. I could not speak a ! sentence* 
neither did i know even Uw Danish Alpha- 
bet. I had searched in the Atlantic cities for 
a Danish, English grnmmer or other elemen- 
tary works, adopted to English learners, but 
found none short of London, and tiftfcr I ob- 
tained them there, I had no tiiuei to study 
till I landed here. j 

Br. Peter Hanson iiad so iorgouen his na- 
tive tongue that ho could scarcely make him- 
self understood when he first landed, and 
even now he is sometimes at a loss for words 
to convey his ideas. 

Br. Dykes can now speak so as to make 
urn elf tolerably well understood, and in fain- 
ily visits and fireside conversation can teach 
considerable. I am beginning to read and 
translate a little Danish, mid talk a very little* 
We at first put up at a public house, which 
was anything but a desirable plnce|j but the 
Lord directed our footsteps to a good family, 
where we hired our board arid a pleasant room 
where we could study atid receive] visitors, 
which we dedicated unto God for a bblv place 
unto us ; and we pray unto him continually 
to direct every move we make. And the \ 
Lord does truly open up oiir way and hear 
our prayers.in all things. We keen Br. Pe- 
ter with us to interpret, and we occasionally 
find people that can talk a little Engfi.sh. 

My prayer has been continually that the 
Lord would raise up laborers in (his land who 
will be able to understand' my counsel and 
instructions' in English and be full of tho 
Holy Ghost to teach in their own tongue ; for 
I have seen that it would be a work jof years 
to acquire by study the variety of Tonus of 
expressions so as to be fluent in public speak- 
ing, or write with elegance in the Danish 
1 inguage. It is much of it guttural ; and the 
arrangement of sentences and tho forms of 
expression are entirely reversed from ours. 
In short it seems to be chewed all up and 
swallowed, and then spit out of the throat. 

We have formed acquaintance with many 
families and have frequent calls to visit, 
and gentlemen to call upon us at our room, 
and when we find any that can read English 
we set them to reading the Book of Mormon 
and other works. There is already quite a 
spirit of inquiry awakened and many bo- 
JieVe, yet they are like children that come 
to be fed with a teaspoon; for this has 
'been a dark and Priestriddcn land for many 
generations. 

They publish Bibles to send abroad, but, 
few are taught to read and believe it at 
home. Tho family with whom we live re- 
ceive us as servants of God. and receive our 
teachings gladly, and take great pains. to in- 
struct us in their language— several wish lo 
be baptized. 

Lutherianism is but one remove from 
Catholicism, and ever since the days of Lu- 
ther it has been as strongly guarded in the 
land, as Catholicism was in her day ; but 
of late the power of the Priests and the King 
has been greatly broken. The march of Ilo- 
publican principles has wnmp from them a 
Constitution which was ratified and duly 
proclaimed June 6th 1849, which give the 
people a Representative Legislature, and 
religious toleration only in part. The Lu- 
therian Church is still to be the State Church, 
and the rights and privileges of dissenting . 
societies yet to be defined by Legislature en- 
actment. 

As a principal means of effecting this free- 
dom, the Lord used a man by the name of 
Mnnster, who for about eight years "ran tho 
gauntlet*' through Denmark, and wns hunted' 
by the Priests about as the Latter-day Saints 
lave been in America. ? Hod he been a for- 
eigner, he would have been expelled from 
the country, but being a native they could 
not get rid of him — they could not bribe 
dm to leave, ho was continually hnrrassed 
by lawsuit--.— nix times imprisoned— three 
years in all-— but as soon as one time expir- 
ed ho would oYanmciico preaching again, 
and thus was a continual thorn in t heir flesh 
•until many of the common people and of 
the Police took his pnrt, and he U now mea- 
iiumbly delivered from thu Priestly intoler- 
ance. He has n large hull in which he preach- 
es here, and from about two to three hun- 
dred members besides Home country branch- 
es. He baptizes and; lays on hands ; but 
the baptists of England! and Hamburgh have 
disowned him because he nrenched the Pro- 



days very agreeably. Br. Taylor, L. Snow, 
F.'D. Richards and several other American 
elders were there, and from thence we all 
separated on the 8th of June for our several 
places of destination on the continent Truly 
the work of the Lord is glorious in the Brit- 
ish isles, and the spirit and power of God is 
greatly manifested upon all nis Saints! 

Br. G. P. Dykes and John Forssgrecn ac- 
compauied me here from Hull. Br. Han- 
son, had preceded us, but his father, who is

We are continually in- 
structing him, and he is dealing it out to his 
people. 1 visited with him one of his coun- 
try branches one Sunday, and he explained 
to them our mission to their land, and gave 
litem a history of the rise of the Church, and 
of the Book of Mormorn, and of our doctrine 
and •persecution, &c, in short: and they 
leard with delight, and flocked around mc 
to welcome mc, as if I had been an angel 
from heaven. I trust that he and many of 
his followers will soon be with us. He is

The Gold Lake. 

The Gold Lake excitement, so much talk- 
ed of and acted upon of late, has almost en- 
tirely subsided. A crazy man comes in for 
a share of the responsibility; another report 
is, that they found one of the pretended dis- 
coverers, and are about lynching him in 
Mjiry>v<Jle. Indeed we are told that a de- 
monstration against the town is feared by 
many. People, who have returned, after 
traveling some one hundred and tifty or two 
hundred miles, sav that thev hare left a 
vast number of parties roaming about be- 
tween the sources of the Yuba and Feather 
rivers. It is asserted, also, that a fair or- 
der of diggings are to be found in that region, 
and that if they choose to be content under 
their disappointment, they, could do tolera- 
bly well, as provisions are superabundant.

Prospecting of the bed has 
proved very satisfactory. A capital stock of 
100 shares has been formed, and many of 
them disposed of i^l 200 dollars each.

To 
Gillian's credit for manhood, should perhaps 
be cited his own nl'egatiou, that he first 
whistled through his lingers various popular 
nocturnal, street, circus, and theatre calls; 
but it is certain that, when my tidings speak 
of him. which was when he was afterwards 
hospitably entreated bv a Mormon, whom he 
know ten years ago ax one of our Chester 
Comity farmers, he was completely dissolv- 
ed into something not far from the hysterics, 
and wept on till the tears ran down his dusty 
heard.

ing roads and bridges, lay ing out villages, nnd 
planting cornfields, for the stranger who 
might come after them, their kinsman only 
by a common humaid y, and perad venture a 
common suffering,— of men, wlio have re- 
newed their prosperity in the homes they have 
founded in the desert, — and who, in their 
new built city, walled round by mountains 
like a fortress, are extending pious hospibiii 




Sierra, to he the chief quartermasterstof its 
miners; and they will dig their own gold 
in their unlimited fields of admirablv fertile 
land. 1 should only invite your incredulity, 
and the disgust of the Horticultural Society, 
by giving you certain measurements of mam- 
moth beets, turnips, pumpkins, and garden 
vegetables, in ray possession. 

In that country where stock thrives care 
free, where a poor man's 32 potatoes saved 
can return him 18 bushels, and 2A bushels 
of wheat sown yield 350 bushels In a sea- 
son ; or where an average' crop of wheat on 
irrigated lands is SO bushels to the acre ; the 
farmer's part is hardly to be despised. Cer- 
tainly it Aviil not be under a continuance of

Fort Laramie, July 28th 1850. $ 

DkauEditots: — Here we are encamped 
among the Bed Hill* so called, the earth 
nearly red as paint, caused by calciuation this 
being the crater of some vast eruption ; aud 
we find the peaks, hills and rocks, thrown 
into admirable confusiou by a tremendous 
effort of nature. 

We have been three days from the Fort, 
and have had almost constant rain, at least 
once in twenty-four hours if not all the time, 
which makes the road very heavy. 

Yesterday the weather was exceedingly 
cold, inasmuch, that a good overcoat aim; 
mittens felt well; some hard showers yes* 
terday, and all last night. Yesterday we 
passed Thomas Johnson's company of fifty 
wagons, ail in good health and teams in 
";ood order — left them five miles at the Le- 
Bonte. Grass was very scarce all day. We 
left Bishop Johnson's company on the 2 1th, 
near the tort, in fine health and spirits, and 
teams in good order rolling along fast ; and 
the companies behind are in like good con- 
dition and health. We are daily passing 
tons of Iron strewed all along the road ; 
wagons, carriages, harnesses, saddles, 
trunks, chests, kegs,— evcrv thing burnt, and 
the iron strewing on the plains 'tis really a 
sickening sight. For curiosity we throwed 
together in a pile, when it was near, and 
there was more then a waggon load, besides 
the tire that lie around in every direction. 

Friday forenoon we passed a country 
beautifully sprinkled over with pines ; tim- 
ber to-day has been scarce— only in the 
creeks, nnd that is willow. Fort Laramie is 
a very pretty and a growing place; with a 
store at hand as well filled as any you can 
find in the States. 

A number of deserters from the Fort were 
re-captured on Horse Creek, and we met 
them coming back the next morning. Our 
captain brought one into camp and gave him 
food on condition of his returning to the 
Fort ; he said he had eaten nothing for three 
days, nnd we learn that there are more still 
ahead, but pursued. We saw a fine Buffa- 
lo yesterday, but did not succeed in captur- 
ing him. We have seen no Indians but a 
few in a village near the Fort; nor do we 
Expect to see any soon.

They have suffered much in the loss of teams and 
animals: And 0)1 ! the sacrifice of wagons, cloth- 
ing, fire arms, bjde, bedding, Buffalo skirts, trunks, 
cheats, hurncsse i,j mid in the Ibis of life. The road 
to gold is strew 'd with destruction, wretchedness 
und woe ; and yet, thousands and teui of thou- 
sands follow on 11 the way willi the hope of secur- 
ing the wealth pf this world. Maiiy will succeed 
no doubt : yet «j hen it is obtained, it makes not its 
possessor happy here, nor secures to himself huppi- 
ness beyond ti oigmve.

Correspondence of the N. Y. Kxpre«s. 
Passge of the California and Utah Bills— 
The Peeliaff at WashingtoB. 

Wasiusctox, Sept. 7i 1850. 
The members of the Senate and House, 
ijist night, seemed to be celebrating the 
passage of the Boundary Bill, and of New 
Mexico. What is singular, full half of those 
members who voted against the bills, seem 
to be rejoiced nt their passage, and to feel 
that the country is releived from a great 
responsibility. All over the city, groups of 
members were met, and curiously commin- 
gled cries of cheers for*' Clay/* and for 
"Cass," in short for every body, even for 
some, among them, opposed to the bills. I 
mention these facts to show that all parties, 
all sections, and even voters against settle- 
ment, rejoice that the settlement is affected. 

The question of the admission of Califor- 
nia coming up, an attempt was made by Mr. 
Holmes, of South Carolina, to have an ad* 
journment, but only fifteen or twenty sustain* 
ed him — not enough to have the ayes and 
noes — only the ultra nulitiers. He then 
moved a call of the House, though the 
House was as full as it could be, but only 
ten sustained him, they were South Caroli- 
nians with two or three others — but as the 
ayes and noes could not be obtained, there 
could be no delays — and thus perished the 
programme of the uyeing and noeing a thing to 
death, on which Mr. Clfngmnn projected his 
revolution on the floor of the House. The 
passage of the New Mexico and Boundary 
bill had had such n soothing effect, that all 
revolutionary opposition to the admission of 
California was quashed. 

Finally, as you see, almost without a 
struggle, California is admitted — and when 
the President signs the bill, California is a 
Stale of the Union. The ayes were about 
three to one — the North going en waste, and 
many from the South. 

The ••Utah" bill crime up from the Senate. 
Wentwortn attempted in committee to affix 
the proviso, but mustered but a small vote. 
Then Mr. Sneddon, of Vs., attempted in sub- 
stance to establish slavery by law. Then 
Mr. Fitch of Indiana, attempted to re-enact 
the Mexican law, the law of freedom there 
now, but the House would not amend the 
Senate bill a single hair, and so ••Utah" 
wants but the signature of the President to 
be a Territory belonging to this Union. 

The vote on it was close, the South re n 
extreme ultras voting against it, because 
slavery was not established by 'aw — and the 
Wilmot Proviso men of the North, because 
the Proviso was r.ot in it. 

But a war of words sprung up between 
Mr. Sheddon, of Ya., and Mr. Tombs, of 
Ga. Mr. S. accused the majority of sacri- 
ficing Southern rights, and of inflicting out 
rages upon the South. Mr. Tombs replied 
lo him in words that warmed him once more 
to the hearts of his old Whig compatriots. 

A beautiful quarrel, it is seen, is to spring 
up among the Southern Democracy — the ul- 
tra Nullifying Democrats of the Calhoun 
school, contending for resistance — but such 
Democrats ns Wellborn, of Ga., and Mr. 
Speaker Cobb, for obedience to the laws — 
showing that though the South has been un- 
fortunate in the matter, she has not been 
outraged nor wronged. 

The House adjourned, having settled all 
territorial matters — amid much excitement 
— but with deop thankfulness, and all dan- 
gers were passed. 

PlIILAUKLI'llIA, Sept. 10. 

The telegraphic correspondent of the Bul- 
letin at Washington, says that "information 
has been received here by telegraph, from 
Charleston, stating that the people in that 
citv were furious at the passage of the terri- 
torial bill. Upon receipt of the news, n 
public demonstration was got up and the 
flag of the Union was trodden under foot. 
Meetings have been called in a number of 
districts of South Carolina, to take action 
upon the present state of affairs 

Tl^DiaclTFIngr 
It will be seen by the telegraphic reports, 
that the hot heads and black hearts of South 
Carolina, have at length unfurled the ban- 
ner of rebellion, and trampled the stars and 
stripes of their glorious country in the dust. 
Tolerated in their threats, and in their foul 
denunciations, they have at length acquired 
to oct — to perform tho damning trea- 
son their hearts have so long prompted. 
Ou their own heads be the consequences. 
We hope the spirit of Jackson died not with 
him, and that there is yet patriotism enough 
animating the heart of the nation, lo dictate 
tho proper punishment for such utter disre- 
gard of national honor, nnd of national feal- 
ty. The stain that these disunionists have 
brought upon the common country, time can- 
not obliterate. Shame, Ray wo. to their 
abettors, wherever found. What say the 
nullifers of Missouri to these proceedings ? 
Will the party in this city aojcmblo nnd re- 
spond ? It would bo worthy of them. They 
have countenanced tho Southern ultras, in all 
their treason heretofore, nnd consistencey 
points that they sanction their cuurse nt this 
erUis.— (St. Louis Union.

. ! Checriu? Xcnrs From Denmark. 

We have received a letter from Elder Erastas 
Snow, dated at Copenhagen, Denmark* August 
l?th,l&»0, which bears the cheering tidings of 
many additions to the Church in that far off land, 
proving to a demonstration, that the -good and 
great .of all nations, appreciate the power and vir- 
tue ' of tho word of life, aud are fast laying hold on 
the hope set before them in the Gospel. 

We copy Ih • following extracts and lay them be- 
fore our readers for their perusal, hoping that they 
may bo of iuterest.to all such as love tho increase, 
aud growth of the kingdom of God and the pro- 
gress of pure and uudcfiled religiou througout the 
world. 

He commences by saying: — "The spirit of the 
Lord has led me to this city, to commence onr la- 
bors. From my first appointment my n#ud rested 
upou Copenhagen us the best place iu all "Scamiiu- 
avia" lo commeuce the work, and everything has 
siuce strengthened my conviction. Copenhagen is 
the Capital of Denmark, and was at one time, the 
Capital of Ihe United Kingdom of. Denmark, Nor- 
way, and Sweden. : It is a beautiful city strongly 
foritfied, numbering about 190,000 inhabitants and 
is by fur Ihe largest, uud most influential town in 
tho Kingdom, and from its central position on the 
cast side of the Island of Zealuud within four miles 
of the Swedish shore, It affords an easy communi- 
cation by steam boaj, lo the principle places of 
Norway, Sweden, aud Denmark. It is the seat of 
learulng for all tho North of Europe ; and I might 
add, of Priestcraft, Infidelity and Politics ; aud iu 
my opinion is possesses more of tho spirit of free- 
dom than any other place iu this part of tho worl*\^™ 

••The press is sufficiently free ana nntrurnoiea wr 
nil ipurposcs, for which wo wish lo use it ; and 
while li protects aud supports the Lutherlon Church 
as the State Church ; it secures to tbo citizens tho 
right of dissent, and organizing other societies. 

The Lord has not only been preparing the 
way before us Politically ; but ho also seems 
to control events and circumstances, and open 
lug' up our way since wo came here, iu a man- 
ner tint Is m melons In our eyes. Wo have 
had; ouo interview with Professor Eriksou of tho 
Copenhagen University, also wllh Professor Reff 
who is an Icelander by birth : but a good English 
scholar, aud ut present English Interpreter to tho 
King. 

He says Ihnl on Monday, August 12th, "we be- 
gan to baptize, and on the first night wo baptized 
fifteen, aud eleven more during the week, making 
twenty-six in all ; thi greater part were Mr. Mun- 
slcr's followers, und tho best ho hail, and many 
more of Ihom ore believing, &c. 1 

"As to tlic signs of the times and the aspect of 
affairs among the Nations of Europe ; dark fore- 
bodings for the futnre seem to prevade ull hearts, 
aud thehcudsof nations, seem to bo conscience 
that thoy are steering the Ship or Stato iu danger- 
ous seas. Denmark is at present tho point of the 
greatest interest. The Dukedoms of Holsteiu and 
Slegswick, which are mostly Germans, have been in 
a stale of remit, over since tho death of the Old 
Kirig. Tho new government havo been unable to 
compel their submission. Several severe buttles 
have been fought, aud both parlies still seem to te 
more and inoro desperate. On the 23d ui.diMth of 
July a battlo was fought iu Slegswiek iu which out of 
about 30,000 engaged on each side they sustained u 
lossof about 4,000 each, according to iheir ackto.v- 
ledgements ; but as the otlicial reporls have been 
kept from tho public, it is generally believed thut 
the Joss was much greater. Over 3,000 wounded 
weijo brought to this city, uud all the Hospitals hud 
thoinppcurunce of tduughter houses, aud the Ser- 
genjts bntohoiw. 

♦•Considered by itself alone, this domestic war 
mi}»h». not disturb tilji peace of Europe. ; but there 
is ni secret at the bottom which interests tho great 
powets. By a glance at the map yon will see, thut 
Delmnrks strong hold at Elsinore, holds tho Key 
to the Baltic, and tuxes all nations who traffic upon 
hcriwatcrs. This is the only outlet for tho Rus- 
sian fleet, and for the commerce of Prussia and the 
German States, us well as Sweden. Tho German 
Slates including Prussia are aiming to establish a 
Fedeial Union, aud to build a fleet thut they may 
bo able to compete with great powers of Europe. 
Slegswiek and Holstelu are cswnUal lo ihut Union 
ou account of their horbors upon tho North Sen, 
for ! their fleets. They being Germans are like 
minded, and wish to throw off tho Duuish yoke, in 
doing which, they have tho support of ull Ger- 
many. 

"On Ihe other hand, Russia anxious for the con- 
trolling iufluence of Denmark, on account of her 
outlet ; sends her fleet to the nsslstaucc of Dcu- 
inurk. This cults for the interference of the other 
great powers, who jealous of tho Russian Bear, 
aro not willing to see enacted over again, tho scenes 
thai were enacted last year in Hungary. All par- 
lies aro now holding on to consult upon tho mut- 
ter j hut none can foresee the result of ull these 
thing*. 

Since I commenced writing this letter, the Post- 
mail has brought mo one from Bro. Forsgrccn, 
dated Stockholm, Aug. loth, of which 1 will give 
yoni a summary « Ho says he baptized his brother 
and] sister , and one or two others at Gcflle, and 
by tanest translated Bro. O. Pratt's pumphlet ou 
tho rise and doctrine of the Church, but the prin- 
ters refused to publish It. 

Ho next heard of a ship load of formers about 
to s^il for New York, nud went to Ihom, and while 
they were waiting for tho vessel ; ho preached tho 
Gospel to them,, und fouud them a huniblo people 
who were lookiug fox the redemption of Israel, aud 
word going to seek for Zion iu Am«.rl<*». 

Ho baptized souio sixteen or seventeen of the 
farmers, aud muny more were believing. He or- 
dained two elders nnd soma teachers, ic.uud gave 
ihom instructions how-to watch over and teach the 
compuuy, oi»d baptize others that should desire it 
This ho finished on the 7tb lust, und preached the 
samo evening, 5 o'clock, r. m., in the woods jnst 
out bf town. Having preached there ouco before 
it had been noised abroad, and the grovo was full of 
priests and people ; the former however- together 
with the Marshall wore secreted behind trees aud 
rocks. Ho preached and bore testimony of tho 
word with power, and many were pricked iu their 
hearts. After he closed and dismissed tho Mar- 
shall with tho Priests nud Police arresled him, and 
variously insulting him, marched him through 
town and proclaimed "Ihe Dipper," &c, and ar- 
raigned him before the Governor of the City, and all 
the Priests. Having American Passports, ho was sent 
to Stockholm. The King was not at home, nei- 
ther the Americau Charge d'Afluirs. He was had 
several times before the courts in Stockholm, and 
when the American Charge d'Affalrs came home 
on the 12th, he with the Judges, Police and all 
hands tried to persuade him to. stop his preaching ; 
but ho teld Ihcra, the will of the Lord should bo 
his will. He adds in a P. S., that they had con-

JHob Law in Force* 
It will be seen by the news from California that 
mob law is In tho supremacy ; the seed has been 
transplanted from the soil of Illinois and Missouri, 
and is now growing rank in California, Tho May- 
or of Sacramento City, has been shot down while 
iu the discharge of his official duties, besides sever- 
al others who wore killed. The alleged trouble is 
a quarrel between the squatters aud the old settlers, 
the squatters are determined to hold the land which 
the former held under tho Su ter title, and they have 
squatted npon. The commencement of these tilings 
might have been 'noted by the expulsion of foreign- 
ers from the mines ; and other overt acts on the 
part of the American miners. But tho cud is not 
yet !

Tho latest news says: that tbo squatters had 
burned Sacramento City, and that they were in- 
creasing in numbers by receiving rc-in-force- 
merits from tho mines ; by tho next arrival 
from the mines, wo may look for still more blood- 
shed, as all those who havo gone to the mines 
aro well armed with pleuty of arms, ammuni- 
tion, tea. 

These thiugs have been forsecn by the prophets 
of tho last days, and havo said that these things 
would take pluce, and that sights of this kind w.mld 
bo prevalent at tho* mines, from the fact that tho 
spirit moved upon nil to go well armed, and com- 
binations were made, and covenants entered into 
wltli one another that they would stand by euch 
other, in ull timo of trouble or danger ; so by some 
overt actof ouo it might influence hundreds who 
would bo bound to protect him ; while on the oth- 
er hand their would bo another party who would 
bo ready to push tho matter. Therefore we cannot' 
look for much else but con fusion aud bloodshed at 
the mines. The following particulars were re- 
ceived iu tho telegraph dispatches : 

From California. 

New York, Sept. 20. 
The California Pacific News give* the fol- 
lowing particulars of the Sacramento riot : 

A terrible excitement prevails at Sacra- 
mento ; the issue is between squatters nnd 
holders of property under the Sutler titles, 
and a bloody issue it promises to be. Sev- 
eral persons are already killed or wounded 
on both sides. The history of the nflair 
thus far is as follows : Largo tracts of land 
covering the city und vicinity are held by 
grants from Capt., Sutler, who claims under 
his Spanish grant. The settlers hold thnt 
the grant does not cover this territory ; that 
Ic bcIOuga to thu Government. They moved 
on and built upon it, when a suit of forcahie 
entry nnd detainer was made nnd decided 
for the plaintiils. A suit of restitution was 
issued and it was attempted to be enforced 
by ihe proper oftieer, who was met by a 
body of armed men, squatters, who resisted. 

This occurred oh Saturday, the 10th — 
Prior to this act, an appeal was made lo 
tho County Court, which right of appeal was 
denied by Judge Willis. .Exasperation of 
course was the effect upon the party seek- 
ing redress of a higher court. Meetings 
were held and resolutions passed to resist 
the law. Nothing more was done from Sat- 
urday till Tuesday following, when some 
persons were arrested for resistance nnd re- 
bellion; nnd two persons in default of boil 
were incarcerated on board a brig. A body 
of the settlers repaired to the bri^ to release 
them, where they met Sheriff McKim and 
Mayor Ihgelow and posse, who diove ihem 
oil*. "No torce was used until ihe pnrty re- 
treated some distance up a street, when they 
turned upon their pursuers with pistols and 
guns, firing some fifty shots. The firing 
lasted about live minutes. Mayor Bigelow 
was shot from his horse in the arm and face ; 
the leader of the squatters, Mahloncy, was 
also killed, and Mr. Woodland, the assessor, 
while supporting the officer} The shots flew 
in all directions, and the blood of ihe wound- 
ed streamed on the sidewalks as they were 
carried along. 

The greatest excitement prevailed, and 
when the boat left some 900 settlers had as- 
sembled at the corner of J and Ninth slrcets, 
resolved to lire on any who approached — 
Mnriial law was proclaimed, and all citizens 
required to enroll their names* nnd an or- 
der was issued for all noncombatants to keep 
clear of the streets, and a cannon was plac- 
ed, supplied with 3'1 rounds, n,t tho foot of J 

street. The Gold Hunter brought from Ben- 
icin all kinds of implements of war, and the 
Lieut. Governor is determined to take the 
enemy and bring them to a speedy and sum- 
mary trial, 

The suspension of Barton Lee for the hea- 
vy sum of SI, 100,000 has produced no little 
excitement both at Sacramento City and at 
San Francisco. 

Later — Aug* 14, 10a.m. — An armed 
force of squatters, led by a mounted leader, 
with drawn swords, marched up Front to J 
street, where they had a fi^ht. The Mayor 
and six men were killed. jCitizens are cal- 
led to assemble in front ou thp. City Hotel, 
and be armed to quell the riot. 

2 1-2 p. M. — Four men aire positively lull- 
ed and several wounded. Shooting is going 
on while I write. The (steamer Senator 
is watting for the report. The war continu- 
ed to wage when the Senator left. 

Very Latest— Sacramento Cm is Ashes. 
—Justus the Caroline wok getting under 
way, about 4 p. m., a dispatch was received 
on board from the Pacific News office, bring- 
ing the intelligence that Sacramento City 
had been reduced to ashes by the squatters, 
who were receiving reinforcements from the

Sister Black— Last Sabbath I was call- 
ed to assist in performing the last mournful 
duties to your diseased husbandV And 1 
write you the particulars thereof that you 
may be duly apprised of the manner m 
which the funeral services were conducted. 
And all the circumstances connected with 
hid death as far as 1 am acquainted with 
them. Br. Black, died at the residence of 
Wm. Goosby. II friend of his whom he 
had promised to visit before his return home. 
Accordingly last Saturday evening. Being 
then on his way home, called at Mr. Goosby *» 
to spend the night with him and family, lie 
eat a hasty supper, and appeared to "bo as 
cheerful.and did not complain of any sick- 
ness at the time, though had been unwell dur- 
ing the week still able to be about but un- 
able to perform nny hard labor. James 
Goosby slept with Br. Black. Son of Mr. 
G*s. And James says, he awoke Air. Black 
twice during the night as he appeared to be 
restless and frequently groaning and asked 
him if he was sick pr "anything the matter. 
He replied in the negative, and the second 
time he awoke him, 13r. Black requested him 
to lot him nlone, when the family arose in 
the morning, ho appeared to be sleeping, 
they did not wake him, but are sure that he 
was not dead at that time, it then being soon 
after daylight. Mrs. Goosby commenced 
preparing the morning meal in u kitchen a 
few rods distance. The family leaving the 
sleeping room, so Br. Black, should remain 
undisturbed. The morning meal was near- 
ly prepared. When one of the family went 
to call Br. B., i- was then discovered that he 
was a corpse. The supposition was, that he 
died between daylight and sunifce as he was 
yet limber. They tried to arouse him, con- 
cluding he had fainted or something of the 
kind, but all in vain, his spirit had taken its 
exit. They sent for their neighbors which 
came in respectful numbers. All expressed 
grief at the Sad and melancholy departure 
of Mr. Black, and spoke of him and family 
in terms of highest respect. Over his body 
a coroners inquest was called, . and myself 
as one of the jurors ; his body was careful- 
ly examined and reported lo have died from 
some unknown cause. We found about his 
wearing apparel §6 1)3. His clothes con- 
sisted of pantaloons, vest, slirt. h:i f , hand- 
kerchief, sliocs. &c. all ho had with him 
at the time. He was dressed for the burial 
in a very respectable manner. His dress 
consisted of pantaloons, shirt, shroud, white 
Stockiugs, gloves, neckhandkerchief, all of a 
fine quality. His coffin was of a good qual- 
ity, covered with black alnpacca. fringed 
round the top lined with muslin. The above 
articles wen: obtained at Mr. G*s order. He 
was buried Monday morning in a respecta- 
ble manner near Mr. Woodcock's. 1 nm 
pailietilnrin w riling ull the circumstances to 
you because I think it will give satisfaction 
to you. His clothing and .money were left 
with Mr. Goosby, and he wishes you to 
write him, what you will have done with 
them. "And would feel very much gratified 
if you would come yourself "and make them a

and seized his rifle, which he had prepared, 
and without speaking he shot nnd run off 
through the cornfield.

The fall was about eight feet, and to appear- 
ances his neck was dislocated.

Lovejoy is quite a young man, an emjrtv- 
cr by trade and is the person who no dotbt 
displayed so much skill and ingenuity in he 
execution of the copper plate taken! The 
police have his tools in a small wooden tox 
or trunk, and another 'unfinished cngrnvtV 
on copper, seemingly designed for "a Cujid 
in a bed of roses." Though voung in ve.vs, 
he is hardly so in crime, as fie is said* to be 
under indictment at Cintinnati, for bch'$ 
concerned in a similar enterprise. The jo- 
lice have had them under surveillance for 
some time, waiting for a favorable I choice 
for the ingenious rogues lo get their enter 1 
prise thoroughly under way.

Influence of a Smile* 
It is related in the life of the celebrated 
mathamntician, William Hutlon. that a re- 
spectable country woman called on him onp 
day, anxious to speak to hitn.

The woman 
expressed her thanks, dropped a courtesy 
and went away. A few month > afterwards 
she waited on Mr. Hutton with a couple of 
fine fowls, which she begged him to accept. 
She told him, while a tear of joy glistened in 
her eye, that she had followed his advice, and 
her husband was cured. 



.Meterotc Shower*. 
The first grand phenomena of a meteoric 
shower which attracted attention in modern 
times was witnessed by the Moravian iiis- 
sionaries at their settlements in Greenland. 
For several hours the hemisphere presented 
a magnificent and astonishing spectacle, that 
of fierv particles, thick as hale, crowding the 
concave of the sky, as though some maga- 
zine of combustion in celestial space was 
discharging its contents towards the earth. 
This was 'observed over a wide extent of 
Territory. Humbolt, then traveling in South 
rica, accompanied by M. Roupland, 
speaks of it : *• Toward the morning of 
the 13th November, 1799. we witnessed a 
most extraordinary scene of shooting mete- 
or.*. Thousands of bodies and falling stars, 
succeeded each other during four hours. 
Their direction was very regular from north 
to south. From the beginning of the phe- 
nomena there was not a space in the firma- 
ment equal in extent to three diameters of 
the moon which was not Jilled every instant 
with bodies of falling stars. All the mete- 
ors left luminous traces or phosphorescent 
bands behind them, which lasted seven or 
eight seconds." An agent of the United 
States, Mr. Ellicott, at that time at sea be- 
tween Cape Florida and the West India Is- 
lands, was another spectator, and thus de- 
scribes the scene : " I was called up about 
three o'clock in the morning, to see the shoot- 
ing stars, as they are called. The phenom- 
enon was grand and awful. The whole 
heavens appeared as if illuminated with sky- 
rockets, which disappeared only by the light 
of the sun after daybreak. The meteors, 
which at any one instant of time appeared 
as numerous as the stars, flew in all possible 
directions, except from the earth, toward 
which, they all inclined more or less ; and 
some of them descended perpendicularly 
over the vessel we were in. so that 1 was in 
constant expectation of their falling upon 
us." The same individual states that his 
thermometer, which had been at eighty de- 
grees Fahr. for four days preceding, fell to 
5t> deg.. and, at the same time, the wind 
changed from the south to the northwest, 
from whence it blew with great violence for 
three days without intermission. The Ca- 

fmchin missionary at San Fernando, a vij- 
age amid the savannahs of the province of 
Varinas, and the Franciscan monks station- 
ed near Ihe entrance of the Qronoco, also 
observed the shower of asteroids, which ap- 
pears to have been visible, more or less, 
over an area of several thousand miles, from

class apparently described by a point. These, 
were the most abundant. They passed 
along the sky with immense velocity, as nu- 
merous as the flakes of a sharp snow-storm,

Sin I have the bonor to acquaint yon 
with the proceedings of the styUiulron under 
my Command since leaving the Whale Fiih 
Islands, whence my last dispatch was dated. 

We sailedon the 29th of June, but. 
to calms and very light winds, we did not 
renrch the latitude of Uppemavick till the 
6th of Julv. Up to this place no obstruc- 
tion from "ice w<as met with. We found a 
clear passage of from leu to twenty miles in 
width, between the land aud the "pack." 
The latter was sighted daily, and had the 
appearance of being imi>eneirabie. 

To the northward of Uppernayiek many 
streams of lloc-ice were tound, extending 
from the main pack close into the land. 
Through these, with a fair wind, we found 
little difliculty in forcing our way, until we 
approached Haflin's l>iands, in the latitude 
of seventy-four degrees. Here the ice ap- 
peared so close and continuous along the 
land that our progress in that direction was 
arrested. At the same time a clear and 
wide opening presented itself, leading to the 
West. We had a fair wind to cuter it. and 
it was so directly in our course lor Lancaster 
Sound that I could not resist, the temptation;

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great a number of falling stars were seen in 
a part of the sky above the volcano of Cay- 
ambaro. that the mountain itself was thought 
at firtt lobe on lire. The sight lasted more 
than an hour. The people assembled in the 
plain of Exida, where a magnificent view pre- 
sented itself of the highest summits of the 
Cordillleras. A procession was already on 
the point of setting out from the convent of 
St. Francis, when it was perceived that the 
blaze on the horizon was caused by tircry 
meteors, which ran along the sky in all di- 
rections, at the altitude of twelve or thirteen 
degrees. In Canada, In the years 1814 and 
ID, the stellar showers wera noticed, and in 
Ihe autumn of 1 81 8, on theXorth Sea, when, 
in the language of one of The observers, the 
surrounding atmosphere seemed enveloped 
in and expansive ocean of fire, exhibiting the 
appearance of another Moscow in flames. 

We now come toby far the most splendid 
display on record ; which, as it was the third 
in successive years, and on the same day of 
the month as the two preceding, seemed to 
invest the meteoric showers with a periodi- 
cal character ; and hence originated the title 
of November Meteors. The chief scene of 
the exhibition was included within the limits 
of the longitude of b'l deg. in the Atlantic 
Ocean, and that of 100 deg. in Central Mex- 
ico, and from the North American lakes lo 
the West Indies. Over this, wide area, 
an appearance presented itself, far surpass- 
ing in grandeur the most imposing artificial 
tire- works. An incessant play of dazzliugly 
brilliant luminosities was kept in the heavens 
for several hours. Some of these were ol 
considerable magnitude and peculiar form. 
One of large size remained for some time al- 
most stationary in the zenith, over the Fails 
of N iagara, emitting streams of light. The 
wi)d dash of the waters, as contrasted with 
the lirery uproar above tjiem, formed a scene 
of unequaled sublimity. In many districts, 
the mass of the population were terror-struck, 
and the more enlighteued were nwed at con 
lemplating so vivid a pieiure of the Apoca- 
lyptic image— that of the slurs of heaven 
tailing to the earih, even as a fig-tree cast- 
ing her untimely figs, when she is shaken of 
a mighty wind." A planter of South Caro- 
lina, thus describes the eti'ect of the scene 
upon th j ignorant blacks : " I was. sudden- 
ly awakened by the most distressing cries for 
mercv. I could hear from most of the ne- 
groes" of three plantations, amounting in all 
to about six or eight hundred. While ear- 



particularly as the passage looked to be al- 
most hopeless by the usual northern route 
through Melville Bay. • 

For several hours our hope of a speedy 
and direct passage appeared to be confirmed, 
but. after a run of forty miles, ice was made , 
ahead and on both sides in a continuous line. 
We had but entered a deep bight in the 
main pack. 

To return to the 'eastward whence wo 
came would, perhaps, have cost us days, with 
the uncertainty of being able to get ajong 
even then. Besides, of the only three a«r 
thentic accounts of attempts to make tho 
passage through the pack in about Uiis lati- 
tude, two were eminently successful. The 
thir4 f did not succeed so well. 

In view of these facts, 1 thought it advis> 
able to enter the back aud endeavor to push 
through it, in a direct line for the theatre qf 
our researches. 

We accordingly did so. and for several 
days succeeded in making some headway, 
until at last the ice became so tight and im- 
movable that it became impossible «5ther to 
advance or retreat. In this hopeles i Vendi- 
tion we remained until the 29th < f July, 
when, by a sudden movement of t oes, an 
opening" presented itself to. the north. A 
southeast wind springing i|p at the same 
time, we availed ourselves ot il, and, with a 
press of sail, succeeded in forcing our way 
into clear water. 

On the following day we were brought up 
again by the ice. having made a run of more 
than sixty miles, The wind by this lime 
had freshened to a gale, which, together with 
a thick fog, made our position not a little 
embarrassing. The vosels were jdace nv as

This extraordinary spectacle commenced 
a little before midnight, and reached its 
height between, four and six o'clock in the 
morning. The night was remarkably fine, 
a cloud obscured the firmament. Upon at- 
tentive observation, the materisls of the 



secure a position as could be found ; uovw ith- 
standing which they were in imminent dan» 
ger from the heavy masses of ice driven be- . 
fore the gale, which pressed upon them. 
They withstood the shock, though, bravely. 
The danger was over and the. gale abating. 
We were now in latitude 75 deg. longitude 
60 deg. in the usual Melville Bay route. It 
did not appear much more favorable than 
the middle one, from whence we had just 
escaped. However, by keeping along the 
edge of the land ice, (which h»d no appear? 
ance of having moved this season, and ex- 
tended full thirty milej from the shore.) wo 
were enabled to avail ourselves of occasion- 
al narrow openings which appeared with the . 
changes of th* wind ; so that, with the aid 
of wraps, during calm weather, we succeed- 
ed in reaching Cape Yorke pn the 15th,

At that pine* I resolved to 
touch; {as Wc|l to gain information as to send 
despatches home.) previous to repntrin"* to 
Nylelltngton Slruits, the appointed pht'.e of 
rendezvous wmli our consort. 

I am hapi'S' to inform you that the oflic- 
ers and men of both vessels are perhaps in 
better hoalth than they were on leaving New 
York, and lh$Y are now j,oises».ed with a 
spirit whieh I think argues well for the 
success of our, tn«erpii«e.

minds. Some say they arv going to pay 
their tithing in produ-jv and not in labor; 
aud some say they pay one lifth, instead ol 
one tenth. 1 say there is not a man that 
has ever lived up to the principle of. tithing. 
I will except many, lor they haw given all, 
and l hen the balance have not paid even the 
one fiftieth of their tithing; and in all pro- 
bability not more than one in a thousand 
dollars, that has been due as tithing, in the 
Kingdom of God. 1 have been arLobserver 
so far as to know, that as a general thing 
the law of tithing has not been lived up to. 
Thos,c who haw promptly acted as Saints 
of the Most Hiyh God, and as servants of 
the Lord, have been ready to give their all, 
men must come to understanding and then 
live to it. 

I will take the whole community, and re- 
present it as one man. and call his name Mr. 
A. a member of the Church : — I walk up to 
him and say, Mr. A. tithing is required of 
you, to help build Temples, feed the poor, 
the widow and the fatherless, and anything 
that the law requires; you give the one 
tenth of all you have for building up the 
Kingdom of God upon the^ earth, to sustain 
the Priesthood, and for rearing up the King- 
dom. .>Mr. A. is engaged in many branches 
of business, merchandizing, trading, farm- 
ing, and raising grain and cattle ; lie then 
retires to his country seat, rides iu his car- 
riage, has plenty of spare time ; then he 
goes to the anvil, joiner's bench. <fcc. &c| 
and fills a variety of trades, positions and 
characters. Mr. A. commences with one 
hundred thousand dollars as capital stock. 
Mr. A. there is ten thousand dollars due 
from you. which we want this day. He pavs 
it and has ninety thousand dollars capital 
stock on hand. Every man must do some- 
thing, no idler is allowed in Zion, every man 
must goto work, no man must wrap his 
talents in a napkin, but put it to usury. Mr. 
A. goes to speculating on cargoes of mer- 
chandize, cattle, horses, and farms are otter- 
ed at auction, he puts forth his $90,0U0 as 
purchase money, and gains perhaps $410,- 
000. making $500,000 in one week, it is 
quite a supposable case— there is then $41,1- 
000 more tithing due. to pay into the stor^ 
house of the Lord, — the balance goes to his 
capital stock. 

NVe next see Mr. A.", his money all gone> 
going into the Kanyon after a load of wood; 
or to the mill for something to eat, we see 
him ten days toiling and working, he owes 
the one tenth of his time, and team ; when 
he has worked nine days for himself, then 
h t him take his team and work a [day for 
public works. 

We next see him as a carpenter or joiner, 
set him to work on the public works, and 
every tenth day is put down to him as ere 
dit ou tithing.

The left arm was represented by 
the artist as repoRng'on a palmetto tree, but un- 
fortunately tho arm, as far us tho elbow and the 
baud, with the portion of the scroll is grasped, 
have been broken off and lost. Much effort was 
made to secure U cm, but iu vain. The first joint 
of the thumb only was found in the box. It boars 
the mark of a heavy brow, and tho presumption is 
that the injury was caused by a- fall of .the marble 
upon it, wiU» which tho vessel was partially tadefa.

Whether the Spirit that Nephi saw "t» 
the form of a man* 1 ; was the person of the 
Holy Spirit, or the personal Spirit of Jesus, 
which, about six hundred years '. afterwards 
took upon himself ilesh,is not definitely stat- 
ed. The brother of Jared. som» two thou- 
sand y< ars before Christ, saw the personal 
Spirit'of Christ, which was in th s form of a 
man. Nephi might have seen the; same ; but 
we are rather inclined to b'dievoj from the 
context, that he saw the personage of the 
Holy Spirit ; if so. this establishes, beyend 
doubt, the personall'y of the Holy Spirit. In 
the Hook of Covenants, page 45, : we are in- 
formed that there are two personages be- 
sides the Holy Spirit, which constitute the 
Godhead ; but we are not there informed 
whether the third, called the Holy Spirit is a 
{K'isonage or not.

These 
attributes ami qualities, unlike thei essence, 
aie undivided; they are whole and entire til 
every part. A truth is uot two truths, be- 
cati e it dwells in two or more humaL be- 
ings, but we worship it as one truth where 
ever we find it. Hence if the qualities and 
attributes are the principal cause of our 
worship; we worship .them as one land the 
same, wherever they are; found, whether in 
a milliou of substances or only in one. If 
these qualities and* attributes dwell in all 
their fulness in every substance of the uni- 
verse*, then one and the same God would 
dwell in every substance, so far as the 
cjualhies are concerned. 

That the qualities are the real object of 
wordiip, and not Uie essence, is evijent fiom 
the fact that all essences without their qual-: 
iti€s, must be alike in nature, if not in iorm 
and magnitude. Therefore one essence with- 
out qualities has no more claim to Our wor- 
sh p than another. 

Spirit is sometimes spoken of as a quali-

The Anutony ol Starvation. 

A book of startling interest has recently 
appeared in London, entitled " Gleanings 
from the West of Ireland," in which occurs 
the following terrible description of the phe-; 
nomena of starvation : 

** From my own experience last year, and' 
on the present, occasion, I can vouch that 
starvation m Ireland has its own distinct ex- 
ternal physical phenomena. In grown up 
persons, boides an amount of attenuation; 
which seems to have absorbed all appear*' 
ance ot flesh and muscle, and to have left the 
bones of the frame barely covered with some 
covering which has but little semblance toj 
any tiling we should esteem to be flesh ; the; 
skin of all the limbs assume a peculiar char- 
acter; it is rough to the touch, very dry,, 
and did it not hang in places in loose folds, 
would be more of the nature of parchment 
than anything; else with which I can com- ( 
pare it." The eyes are much stuck into the' 
hend, and have a dull and peculiar look ; 
the shoulder-bones are thrown up so high, 
ihnt the column of: the nuck seems to have 
sunk, as it were, into the chest ; the face of 
the head, from the wasting of the flesh, and 
the prominence of the bones, have a skull- 
like appearance ; the hair is very thin upon 
the head ; there is owr the countennacu a 
sort of pallor, quite distinct from that which 
utters decline of physical power generally 
gives in thsec many diseases in which life 
still continues after" the almost entire con- 
sumption of the inusjcular powers of the body. 1 
In the ca*e of the starved young — and we' 
saw many hundreds — there are two or three 
most peculiar characteristic marks, which 
distinguish them from the victims of other 
mortal ills. The hair on a starved child's 
head becomes very thin, often leaves the

Wheat. f 

Bishop Holtiiay, residing iu Utah Territory, 00 
South Cottonwood Creek, about ten miles South of 
the Great Sill Lake 5 Cily, raised, from one bushel 
sowing, one hundred and eighty bushels of tlie 
choicest nud cleanest wheat, measure 1 up, aud it 
weighed plump sixty pounds to the bushel. This 
bushel was id Wn] in drills upon throo or four acres 
of ground, and sensonubly irrigated. Thissamo 
gentleman nformed us that bis wheat was better 
this last season than it was the year previous, and 
he felt confident that a portion of his Just crop, 
would prodoce two huirdred bushels from one blish- 
el sowing, though not then threshed out. That is 
truly a groat country for wheat, but it requires 
much lubor and attention during the season of irri- 
gation; and connected with this operation, there ar 
many little filings to-bo observed, or you will ruin 
your crop, j Every i.ew settler can loam them all 
from the experience of those who were there beforo 
him. No country that wo ever saw can equal it 
for vines, nud vegetables of all kinds. Melons, in 
great abundance, aro produced there, of the largos', 
size, and richest quality that wo over saw. It is 
uot natural for rudian com, yet it is grown there, 
and tho land has been made to produce fifty bushels 
to the acre, though this is an uncommon yield. 

FarmeiVbegin to sow wheat tliero iu August, and 
conlinuu to sow every mouth, nud perhaps every 
week, when frost does not prevent, until the utxxt 
Juno ; and about the 20th of Juno they- begin to 
harvest, and conlinuu harvesting their whoat until 
tho following November. Wo left there on tiie 
1st day of October, nud the vines wcru all as green 
as Summer, And many pieces of wheat were not 
harvested, but were just turning white- ; and wo 
said, surely : this is the country where "the plough- 
men overtake U»e reapers." 

In this country, when wheat is ripe£ it has to 
be harvested -or the crop is lost. Not so there. It 
may stand in the field a mouth after it is ripe and 
take no harm. It Is a difi'ercnt sort of wheat from 
ours. Whoa early wheal is harvested iu that coun- 
try, by irrigating iho stubble ground, a seeond 
growth springs out from the roots of the stubblo 
aud not from the seed, and often comes to- maturity 
the same your. This is usually the case with outs. 

Pottawutumic County. 
We would inform tho officers of this- Comity,

Dkar Sir:— You enquire after tho Health of this 
Valley !

fying through every field and garden. Supplying 
every dwelling of the City and country, for many 
miles, with the purest beverago that ever slacked 
the thirst of man, or washed pod's footstool. You 
have breathed the pure mountain air and felt its in 
vigoratiog embrace ; you realize that, even Italy 
has no purer atmosphere than that we j breathe in 
this great Mountain Basin. 

You have observed something of the richness of 
the soil, aud the luxuriousness of the vegetable king- 
dom here. You have seen oceans of wheat waving 
in the distance far as the eye con reach, each acre 
yielding the products of three in tho best wheat 
gnawing districts in the States.

Late from the Suit Lnkc. 

On Tucsdny evening Inst, several persons 
arrived nt this place from the Salt Lake. 
They experienced much difficulty in getting 
in, a full account of which we publish be 
low, handed us by one of tbe gentlemen who 
came in: 

The merchants who left Salt Lake on the 
22d of October have arrived, after a long 
and tedious trip. They had cold weather 
nearly all the way, and were in the suow 
twenty-seven days. The party consisted of 
fifteen men, Messrs. Livingston, Kinkade. 
Middleton, Thompson, Horner, Cogswell 
Barnes, Homer, W-aldon, Sledge, Antonio 
Selman, and four men with the United States 
Mail, under charge of Mr. Miligan. They 
brought in from 75 to $80,000. The lirst 
snow that fell was on Pacific Creek, but the 
next night on Strawberry Creek, a few miles 
this side of the South Pass, it commenced 
in earnest, and snowed for three days and 
nights. They traveled each day to keep 
from being closed in among the mountains, 
having to pass through tbe notorious Hells 
Gate, Devils Gate, and over the Devils 
Backbone, before they reached the open 
country. This snow extended for ten days 
travel. TJ^y then had fine wcaUier until 
they cot Within about twenty-five miles of 
Fort Kearney, when one of the most tre- 
mendous* snow storms that ever fell, came 
down on them like a "thousand of brick," 
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they however reached Kearney safely after 
losinc seven mules, five of which were 
found frozen next day. From Kearney to 
St. Joseph they were m the snow, except a 
few miles all the way. The merchants left 
the mail at Scotts Bluffs, but it reached 
Kearney before they left, and is now some- 
where between Kearney and St. Joseph— it 
being impossible to get to Independence by 
the usual route along the Blue. The Sept. 
outward mail wits met at Strawberry Creek 
in the storm, in rather a bad fix. Their 
mules having begun to give out, and they 
out of provisions. Tfeey w e re supplied with* 
enough to take them to Fort Bridger, which 
will be about as far as they will get this 
winter, unless they go in on snow shoes.

will be very welcome to the Valley, Tho 
October malt went as far as f-niuth Fork, 
nnd then retimed to Kearney, reporting it 
to be impossible to cross, but the merchant* 
crossed within three days after without much 
difficulty. 

Several parties of Gold Diggers had re- 
turned before they left the 'Salt Uke, but 
did not brintr a» much dust as their brethren 
expected. Mr. Rich's company which was 
said to have beWi the most successful, was 
expected every day. The Indians had rob- 
bed a party of seventeen men who got in 
the day before the merchants left. Money 
was very plenty, buXthe bad success of -the 
Gold Diggers had made business a little 
dull. Messrs. Middleton and Thompson 
were much pleased with thn kindness ihoy 
met among the Mormons, and Mr. Horner 
being a member of their" Church, of course 
met a brother's welcome. The officers at 
Forts Laramie and Kearney extended every 
favor and kindness that lay in their power, 
and are spoken of by the merchants as gen- 
tlemen, wfa> do honor to the Army, and de- 
serve every one of them a brevet and ex'tra 
pay .—[St. Joseph Gazette.

From the Plains. . 

Mr. Miliigen and party, in charge of the 
U. S. Mail from Salt Lake, arrived here on 
Tuesday last. This party has 'been more 
than two months absent, and is the same 
upposed to have been lost — cut off by the 
ndians. Mr. Miliigen met the October mail, 
going out. at Strawberry Creek, twelve 
miles this side of the South Pass.

Mr. M. entertains 
fears that the party has perished, as it com 
menced snowing and continued ten days.ren 
dering the trace nearly impassable this way, 
and it is feared entirely so in the mountains. 
At South Platte two mules died in conse- 
quence of the severity of the storm, and the 
company was compelled to lay by. With- 
in ten, miles of Fort Kearney, while on a 
hunt for the mules everything was stolen 
from the wagoh, except the mail. All the 
mules were stolen, and given up, after a 
few chiefs had been taken in custody by 
Captain Wharton, commandant of the post. 
At the camp, ten miles from the Fort, sev- 
eral of the men were badly frozen, and all 
suffered very much on account of the loss 
of their blankets. Representations of this 
fact werb made to Lewis Dougherty, acting 
mail agent, who utterly refused to render 
any relief. Mr. Miliigen feels under obliga- 
tions to the officers, and especially to Maj. 
Wood, A. Q. .Master, for polite attention 
and kind treatment to himself, and to his 
men. 

Mr. Miliigen further say, that Mr. Fulton, 
in charge of Dougherty's train, abandoned 
is wagons at Salt Creek, for the reason 
lat he had no animals to move them any 
further.

It is believed 
that the deficiency, after the surplus already 
accumulated shall be exhausted, may be al- 
most wholly met, either by abolishing the 
existirig privileges of sending free matter 
through the mails, or by paving out of the 
treasury to the Post Ollice Department a 
sum equivalent to the postage of which it is 
deprived by Mich privilege. The last 
is supposed to be the preferable mode, 
and will, if ; not entirely, so nearly supply 
that deficiency as to make any further ap- 
propriation that may be found "ne:essary so 
inconsiderable as to form no obstacle to the 
proposed reductions. 

It was hardly to have been expected that 
the series of measures passed at your last 
session, willi the view of healing the section- 
al differences which had sprung from the 
slavery and territorial questions, should at 
once have realized their beneficient purpose. 
All mutual concession in the nature of a 
compromise must necessarily be unwelcome 
to men of extreme opinions". And though 
without such concessions our Constitution 
could not have been formed, and cannot be 
permanently, sustained, yet we have seen 
them made the subject of bitter controversy 
in both sections of the Republic. It requir- 
ed many mo iths of discussion nnd delibera- 
tion to secure the concurrence of a majority 
of Congress in their favor.

It maj* be 
presumed from the opposition which they 
all encountered, that none of those mea- 
sures was free from imperfections, but in 
their mutual dependence and connection 
they formed a system of compromise, the 
must conciliatory, and best for the entire 
country, that co'uld be obtained from con- 
ilictiiig sectional interests and opinions. 

Kor this reason I recommend your adher- 
ence to the adjustment established by those 
measures, until time and experience shall 
demonstrate the necessity of further legisla- 
tion to guard against evasion or abuse.

I left this place In company with Mr- Orson 
Hyde, H. W. .Miller aud Joseph Keliey, on the 5th 
day of July for the West, (myself enjoying very 
poor health,) crossed the Missouri the same day, be- 
low the Mouth of the Plalte, and encamped five 
miles on the road. The weather was very fine, aud 
we soon began to come up with the hindmost of 
tho emigrants; most of the companies suffering se- 
svrrelyt ,. iU» vi.-i.,.. „,„| otls-r diseases attributed in 
a gr^^ieasure to the unheal thhiess of the low 
swampy ' lands so often occuring on the South Side 
of the Piutle Kiver. After traveling about three 
days in rather a circuitous direction, we came im- 
mediately to the Plalte river, from which place ,he 
ra id follows the river bank, until we arrived nt the 
South Fork of the Plalte— then we turn the angle 
of the South Fork, following it up for some 4 ) 
miles, then again stiike over lo the Maiu Plalte 
which we follow to Laramie. 

After the grass slur is in tho Spring the feed is 
generally good all the way to l^ramie— there is
